Nicholas Lutz, Artist 
(See Cover) 


Glass expert, Ruth Webb Lee 
writes of Nicholas Lutz’s work: “His 
perfectly braided patterns are unbe- 
lievably beautiful and exquisite in 
workmanship and_ coloring. His 
striped glasses, swirled and thread- 
ed, are sought by collectors for their 
beauty and rarity.” 

The collection on the front cover 
of this issue, which belongs to 
Blanche Kreuzburg of Maryland, 
gives some idea of the extent of the 
ingenuity and artistic abilities of 
Nicholas Lutz, master glass maker. 
It will be noted that Lutz specialized 
in fancy glass. He made chandelier 
arms and other decorative pieces as 
well as the tiner type or tavie ware 
and cabinet pieces. 

An employee ot the Boston Sand- 
wich Glass Works, which operated 
at Cape Cod, Mass., trom 1824 to 
1888, he turned out paperweights 
and other fine pieces of giass, much 
of it by the lignt of a candle. 

Latz came to America from St. 
Louis, France. His art was after 
the tradition of the Venetian mas- 
ters, under whom he studied at 
Cristalleries de St. Louis, beginning 
at the tender age of ten years. 

There are 275 pieces of Lutz glass 
—many colored, many shaped and 
consistently lovely—in Mrs. Kreuz- 
burg’s coliection. Among these are 
a dozen custard cups, one-half dozen 
sherbet glasses, goblets, plates, fing- 
er bowls, wine giasses, pens, portiere 
tiebacks and vases. In many of the 
pieces, clear glass is combined with 
another color, such as green, red, 
yellow or aqua. Sometimes several 
colors are used, sometimes an opal 
effect ‘seems woven into the glass- 
ware. A candy stripe and a Roman 
stripe are occasionally employed. 

Mrs. Kreuzburg prizes two letters 
from Victor, the octogenarian son of 
Nicholas Lutz who lives in Cam- 
bridge, Mass.

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Atomic Energy Exhibit 


An atomic energy exhibit has been 


opened in the Museum of Science 
and Indusiry in Chicago. The ex- 
hibit illustrates principals of nu- 


clear physics, and employs visitor 
operated installations. 

A device by means of which the 
visitor may compare the weight of 
pure metallic uranium with that of 
stainless steel is a feature of the 
exhibit There is also on display a 
radiation detector operated by push 
button which measures the range and 
intensity of radiations from uranium. 
One section of the exhibit dramatizes 
the use of radioactive tracers in 
biology and _ preventive medicine. 
Radioactive frogs can be located by 
the visitor by means of a detector 
probe. 

Eight samples of radioactive ma- 
terials illustrating types of nuclear 
changes, accompanied by alpha, beta 
and gamma radiation are exhibited 
in a case. The degree of absorption 
or nonabsorption of each type of 
shield used for the eight radioactive 
samples is shown on an illuminated 
chart. Continuous cycling or inter- 
upted operation for each sample or 
shield is conducted by means of key 
switches.

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NATION’S NO. 1 CIRCUS CITY 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


_ When this writer neared his des- 
tination on a 1,350-mile automobile 
trip in March of this year, his heart 
skipped a beat when he looked up 
ahead and saw a highway sign which 
read “Sarasota, Fla., City Limits.” 

It was an exciting experience for 
one who had been a circus enthusiast 
for 20 years, to be approaching the 
No. 1 circus city in America. 

For Sarasota is the winter home of 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey Circus, which this writer had 
seen presented in cities and towns 
from Texas to New York, 17 of the 
past 20 years, sometimes a dozen 
times in a single season. 

But I had never been to Sarasota, 
even to Florida. Nevertheless, that 
evening when [I thumbed through a 
telephone directory, I found listed the 
names of scores of individuals I had 
known personally for many years. 

In that telephone directory, which 
I brought home as one of the most 
prized circusiana pieces I obtained on 
the trip, I found listed along with 
lawyers, doctors, school teachers, store 
owners, clerks, public officials, and all 
the other people who make up an 
average Florida resort town of 15,000 
population, the names of persons 
whose names have appeared in flam- 
ing red letters on 24-sheet display 
boards in every city of the United 
States. 

People like Arthur Concello, once 
the greatest triple-somersaulting star 
of the flying trapeze, now general 
manager of the Ringling circus; 
Ernesto Cristiani, head of the great 
Italian family of bareback riders; Nio 
Neuburger, tamous Oriental somer- 
saulting tightwire artist; Frank 
Otaris, head of the large family of 
aerialists, who came out of retire- 
ment at 65 to replace a son killed in 
World War II, when the troupe re- 
sumed its tour in 1946; Justino Loyal

Repensky, the great bareback rider; 
Edward H. Rooney, high trapeze per- 
former; and dozens of others. Then 
there are the names of circus officials 
past and present: Pat Valdo, pro- 
ducer of the circus performance; Fred 
Bradna, former equestrian director; 
Roland Butler, chief of the press de- 
partment; Samuel W. Gumpertz and 
George W. Smith, each of whom has 
borne the title of general manager 
of the circus; and Mrs. Ida R. North, 
sister of the five original Ringling 
brothers who founded the show. 

That evening I had another thrill, 
when I filled a dinner engagement in 
the dining room of the John Ringling 
hotel. built bv the last of the famous 
brothers. Before the meal was finish- 
ed, in the ball room adjoining the 
dining room, ballet girls from the cir- 
cus rehearsed a dance number under 
choreographer Esther Junger of the 
show, which they were to do for a 
benefit party for St. Martha’s church. 
John’ Murray Anderson, the famous 
director, was an interested spectator, 
being in Florida to produce the page- 
antry for the circus. 

_There is little to remind the casual 
visitor of the circus in Sarasota. The 
name “circus” is connected only with 
an antique shop. In the outskirts of 
town are signs bearing arrows, point- 
ing the route to the circus quarters. 

One drives down a palm lined thor- 
oughfare to the parking grounds, 
where cars are left while visitors in- 
spect the quarters of the show. 

Largest of the buildings is a re- 
modeled race track grandstand, two 
stories with a third-floor balcony. The 
main floor houses the caged animals 
which may be viewed by the public. 
These animals have adjoining the 
building, outdoor cages for exercise 
and fresh air. 

On the second floor of this building 
is the canvas department, where the 
show’s new blue big top was in the 
making during my visit. On the bal- 
cony, the wardrobe department holds 
forth. There I found thousands of 
costumes used in other years, on 
hangers and in wardrobe boxes, while 
seamstresses were busy making full 
dress coats and top hats for the 
elephants. 

Rehearsals were in full progress 
for the first performance scheduled 
30 days later in New York. In an 
outdoor arena with three rings and 
seats for several thousand persons, 
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dubbed “Little Madison Square Gar- 
den” by the troupers, the ballet girls 
and equestriennes were rehearsing 
this year’s equine production, “Dixie.” 
An hour later they moved over to last 
year’s big top, where aerial numbers 
were practiced in a second big top, 
the new type of steel arena was be- 
ing tried out. 

There was much activity that after- 
noon. For Manager Concello’s newly 
invented seats were to be photographed 
for newspaper and magazine publi- 
city. These seats are folding chairs 
attached to metal floors, which fold up 
on top and on the sides of baggage 
wagons. 

When half a dozen photographers 
trained their lenses on the seats, an 
elephant stood on the inclined floor, 
while filling the seats were the ballet 
girls, show officials, press agents, and 
visitors to the grounds. Every im- 
portant executive of the show was on 
hand for the demonstration. 


Leaving the circus quarters some- 
what reluctantly, I visited briefly the 
grounds of the John Ringling estate. 
There are located three interesting 
structures. First there is the John 
and Mabel Ringling Museum of Art, 
housing one of the outstanding art 
collections in America, and said to be 
next to the Louvre in Paris for its 
representations of the Old Masters. 
The collection represents 35 years of 
collecting by Mr. and Mrs. John Ring- 
ling, seeking the best of Flemish, 
Dutch, Italian, Spanish, French and 
English masters and their outstand- 
ing paintings. 

Next is the John Ringling mansion, 
a Venetian palace back of the art 
museum on the shore of Sarasota 
Bay, furnished with period furniture, 
massive bedroom suites, mural ceil- 
ings, imported floor coverings, and 
tapestry hangings. 

And finally, there is the newly con- 
structed Circus Museum, divided into 
two sections. There is the circular 
portion of the building representing 
a circus ring with sawdust on the 
floor, in which are located the five 
graces parade wagon, and several old- 
time cage and tableau wagons, remi- 
niscent of the days when the circus 
parade was a big feature of show day. 
In the adjoining conventional rooms 
are located the collections of pro- 
grams, posters, photographs and other 
printed matter of historical value. 


All of these buildings are open to 
the public. Sarasota has some 30,000 
winter residents, as well as many 
thousands of tourists each season, 
many of whom visit the Ringling 
shrines. 

When the circus leaves in late 
March for New York to begin its 
annual tour, the entire populace of 
Sarasota turns out to wish the show 
well, and in the fall when it returns, 
there is a special edition of the Sara- 
sota newspaper, welcoming the show 
back home. Again, Sarasotans gather 
in large numbers at the railroad sta- 
tion to greet their circus friends and 
patrons. 

For the circus with its 1,200 em- 
ployes is an important industry to the 
town of Sarasota, as well as attract- 
ing many sightseers and tourists dur- 
ing the winter months.

The Fascination 
of the Argyle 


One lover of old silver said re- 
cently that there is no item in this 
field of coilecting that can outshine 
the argyle for interest. They are 
those vessels which outwardly look 
just like another tea or coffee pot.

Hence they are in reality gravy pots. 
Legend says that they were invented 
by one Duke Argyle, a man who 
probably, in the vernacular, was fed 
up on cold gravy. At any rate, Ar- 
gyle solved a big problem for the 
cook. In this day and age, the argyle 
does not enjoy the wide usage that 
it did in the Georgian period when 
silver making was in its heyday. For- 
tunately, antique shops and_ the 
auction houses can still supply ex- 
cellent examples for collectors who 
enjoy beautiful works of art as well 
as hot gravy.

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CHROMOLITHOGRAPHS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


The discoverer of the process of 
lithography, Alois Senefelder of Ba- 
varia made a very complete study of 
its possibilities. His patents and 
treatise cover these in detail, includ- 
ing printing in colors. He actually 
made plates for a book printed in 
colors, that is, in colored outlines, but 
admits that he did not have success 
in printing from a series of plates. 
The first Americans to use the pro- 
cess were primarily engravers in black 
and white, and knew nothing of color 
work. So their prints were uncolored 
until some pioneer, probably Peter 
Maverick of New York, had them col- 
ored by hand, again in the engraver’s 
manner. Naturally, these were more 
attractive and salable, and these “Col- 
ored Engravings for the People” which 
were the specialty of the prosperous 
and prolific house of Currier, became 
“standard” American lithographs for 
half a century or more, and are still 
the type most interesting to American 
collectors. 

As in any other art or industry, 
there were lithographers who spent 
time and effort improving their tech- 
nique. Peter C. Duval, the French- 
man who came to Philadelphia in 1831, 
was one of these, and by 1835 “Miss 
Leslie’s Magazine,” published there, 
contained a colored plate “Grandpa’s 
Pet,” “Drawn and Lithotinted by John 
H. Richards Expressly for Miss Les- 
lie’s Magazine, the First Specimen of 
the Art Ever Produced in the United 
States, Litho. of P. S. Duval.” This 
plate is printed in only two colors, 
the rest added by hand, and water 
colors were used. Since the process 
utilizes the mutual antipathy between 
oil and water, several water-colors 
can be used on one stone, the oily 
lines of lithographic ink preventing 
them from mixing during printing. 
In 1840, an English lithograyher in 
Boston did a folio portrait of the Rev. 
F. W. Greenwood, Rector of King’s 
Chapel, “Drawn from Nature and on 
Stone and Printed in Colors by Wm. 
Sharp” in which this process is per- 
fected, since all the colors are printed. 
Sharp’s partner in 1840 was Francis 
Michelin, who went to New York the 
next year and set up, with several 
temporary partners, a lithographing 
plant which carried on until 1854. 


Among its productions are the very 
fine views of American cities, “Printed 
in Tints,” mainly from drawings by 
Edward Whitefield. Sarony & Major, 
the Endicotts and several smaller 
houses also turned out these “Litho- 
tints,” often touched up ‘by hand, 
which are, almost without exception, 
of very high quality. 


In Europe, Senefelder’s idea of 
printing in oil colors, from a succes- 
sion of blocks, was perfected by En- 
glemann, a German working in Paris, 
and adopted by lithographers else- 
where. His patent, which he called 
“Chromo-lithography,’’ covered the ap- 
plication of oil colors from several 
stones in succession, anywhere from 
four to thirty, the first, of course, 
giving the outlines with “formes” or 
guides. These are usually in bronze, 
yellow, light gray or buff, but there is 
no definite progression of colors. The 
political troubles of 1840 drove many, 
many talented Europeans into exile, 
including a number of skilled litho- 
graphers, and those who came to 
America brought this process with 
them, introducing what is, in fact, a 
distinct type. Historians of the art 
and industry, including Joseph Pen- 
nell, give the credit of introducing 
“Chromo-lithography” in America to 
“Professor” Christian Schussele, who 
had worked with Englemann & Graff 
in Paris. He arrived in Philadelphia 
about 1848 and found a place with 
Duval, later becoming Professor of 
Drawing at the Philadelphia Academy 
of Fine Arts. His name appears on 
Duval’s “Tacony” of 1852, which, how- 
ever is “printed in tints,” not in oils, 
and on many of Duval’s later oil 
lithographs. 


Schussele was only one of several 
European lithographers who came to 
this country in this period, and Duval 
employed most of them. J. H. Camp, 
Peter Kramer and Max Rosenthal 
were the best-known. Rosenthal was a 
Pole who had learned lithography in 
Paris and worked for Napoleon 
Sarony in New York before coming to 
Duval in 1850. The house had been 
experimenting with oil printing before 
this, and a report of the United States 
Patent Commissioner for 1849 men- 
tions this, although there is no patent. 
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But Schussele and Rosenthal both 
produced oil lithographs in 1851, 
Schussele a large portrait of Wash- 
ington, the latter nine plates, after 
drawings by Alfred J. Miller, in 
Charles W. Weber’s “The Hunter-Nat- 
uralist,” published the same year. 
Three years later, the Franklin In- 
stitute, which had awarded its prize 
for color printing to Duval in 1851 
and 1852, gave one to Louis Rosenthal, 
brother of Max, for his colored plates 
in Weber’s “Western Wild Scenes 
and Song Birds” of 1854. 


Duval continued to use the pro- 
cess, and his very large—forty-two 
by twenty-nine inches—“ Washington’s 
Triumphal Entry Into New York, 
1783” is one of the finest, while his 
successors, Duval & Hunter and Hun- 
ter & Co., were in the field until 1885. 
Max Rosenthal left him in 1858, and 
was joined by Louis, who had been 
issuing a few prints on his own ac- 
count, as M. & L. Rosenthal. They 
made lithographs of all types, and con- 
tinued in business until about 1880. 
Many other American lithographers 
adopted the process, even the firm of 
Currier & Ives. They never owned 
the equipment for color lithography, 
but their imprint appears on the very 
fine ‘American Speckled Brook Trout” 
of 1866, “Chromolith” by Charles Par- 
sons after A. F. Tait, a really good 
“chromo” of the oil painting type 
“Summer Landscape” after A. E. Bel- 
lows, and a number of large horse 
prints, which were touched up by 
hand. Julius Bien of New York made 
500 royal octavo prints of Audubon’s 
Birds of America” in oil colors in 
1860, Sarony, Major & Knapp a fine 
copy of Rembrant Peale’s & “The Court 
of Death,” and Joseph Hoover of 
Philadelphia, who published a number 
of hand-colored prints about 1860, be- 
came one of the most prolific pro- 
ducers of those printed in oil, and, he, 
with his son after 1885, turned out 
hundreds of both types. 

The list of notable producers of oil 
lithographs is a long one. Sarony, 
Major & Knapp and Major & Knapp 
of New York, successors of Louis 
Sarony, were among them. The Cin- 
cinnati houses were among the pio- 
neers, Ehrgott, Forbridger & Co. made 
“Fort Washington” in 1857, and “Lin- 
coln Signing the Emancipation Pro- 
clamation” in 1865, both “Litho- 
graphed and Printed in Colors,” Mid- 
dleton, Strobridge & Co. the “Mas- 
onic Temple” in 1859, while E. C. 
Middleton issued a series of very fine 
oval portraits about 1868. They and 
others continued in this medium the 
tradition of local scenes and sporting 
prints. The Armstrong Lithograph

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Company of Boston made some of the 
finest ‘‘process prints,” including the 
“American Game Birds” and “Ameri- 
can Game Fish portfolios after Alex- 
ander Pope, and Frederick S. Cozzen’s 
warships and yachts. Clay, Cosack 
and Co. of Buffalo seem to have pro- 
duced only a few oil lithographs, but 
these are among the best. In Cali- 
fornia, T. Bosqui made some untitled 
game prints, and Britton, Rey & Co. 
The “Monterey Meadows” of 1877, 
which also ranks among the best. 

Among the European lithographers 
who came to this country after 1848 
was Louis Prang, a German who had 
studied fabric printing and _litho- 
graphy. He reached New York in 
1850, and landed in Boston in 1851, 
where he established himself briefly 
as an architect, then as an engraver 
for “Gleason’s Pictorial Magazine” be- 
tween 1854 and 1856. Then he formed 
a partnership with Julius Mayer. They 
produced commercial lithographic 
work mainly, with a few framing 
prints, but, by 1863, Prang had be- 
come so interested in fine work, par- 
ticularly color lithography, that he 
started his own firm, L. Prang & Co. 
He soon concentrated on oil litho- 
graphs, particularly the small sizes 
which he christened “Album Pictures 
and cards” and issued in sets, and in 
1865 he adopted the word “Chromo” 
to describe “my best oil color print- 
ing.” These copy the highly varnished 
finish of oil paintings, and even have 
the effect of woven fabric, secured by 
a final impression from a roller. In 
contrast, he made some prints with a 
matte surface, occasionally on pebbled 
paper, copying water-colors, which he 
christened “Aquarelle Prints.” In 
these and other types of oil printing, 
he made the first American Christmas 
cards in 1874, and many fine prints 
from paintings by Winslow Homer, A 
F. Tait, the Morans, John R. Key and 
other American artists. His master- 
piece, the portfolio of 116 plates and 
400 text illustrations, color reproduc- 
tions of ceramics in the W. T. Walters 
collection, was issued in 1897, at $500 
a copy. 

Many American lithographers copied 
these “Chromos,’” some even being 
pasted on canvas, Duval again the 
originator with his portraits of Wash- 
ington of 1866. These were intended 
to be framed like oil paintings, the 
title being printed in the very narrow 
margin, which does not show, or 
pasted on the back, and many of them 
have the colors applied thickly, with 
a ridged or uneven surface to imitate 
oil painting. Many of them, too, are 
frankly poor, but several New York 
publishers in the last two decades of 
the century, published undoubtedly 
fine chromos, splendid in coloring, and 
from competently painted originals, 
but many of them were printed in 
Europe, and all are European sub- 
jects, of little interest to the collectors 
of American prints. 

Not so many years ago, all Ameri- 
can lithographs were considered crude 
and vulgar, but collectors have since 
learned that many of the hand-colored 
ones are really fine, and all are au- 
thentic Americana, and worth pre- 
serving as such. The early “litho- 
tints” have been accepted especially 
since most of them are important in 


subject, but the two later types, gen- 
erally lumped together as “Chromos,” 
are still under the ban. This is 
hardly fair. Too many of them are 
not only bad artistically, but show un- 
interesting subjects, sentimental pic- 
tures or copies of European paintings, 
but there are also a number which 
are well worth collecting, both for 
their fine le ar-igg! and their “Ameri- 
caness,” the discriminating collec- 
tor will oe well to look for these.

dividing at this point into separate 
establishments. In one gallery noth- 
ing is done but to make the best pos- 
sible negatives. The glass plates are 
taken to a photographic printer, who 
knows little or nothing of the camera, 
but gains by long practice and ex- 
quisite judgment in the matter of 
actinism, of the lightness and the 
depths of different negatives, and the 
various and strange chemicals that 
are to compose the solutions in which 
the paper takes its successive baths. 

To give all the minute arts and ex- 
pedients by which a first-class pic- 
ture is produced would be to pre- 
pare a manual for the photographic 
operator; but the general reader may 
be interested in a description of the 
chief steps in the interesting and 
complicated process. To produce a 
negative, the essential things are a 
camera, a dark closet, a bottle of 
collodion, a plate of clear glass, a 
solution of nitrate silver, a_ bot- 
tle of developing solution, made 
mostly of sulphate of iron with a lit- 
tle nitric acid, a bottle of fixing 
solution, made by dissolving five 
ounces of hyposulphite of soda in 
five ounces of water. Shallow dishes, 
like a soup plate, will be needed, and 
a plenty of clear water. The person 
or article to be photographed is plac- 
ed directly before the camera, and 
this is moved back and forth till the 
‘inverted image rests. in the camera

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just as the artist would have it look 
on his glass. He goes now into his 
closet, and wiping his glass clean, 
pours about a spoonful of collodion on 
it, and tips it in different directions 
till the delicate gum has flowed ovex 
the whole surtace. Before the collodi- 
on dries, the plate is plunged gently 
into a bath of nitrate of silver, where 
it is moved backward and forward 
till the surface has a clear, creamy 
film all over it. It is drained for a 
moment, and placed in the dark 
frame, which is at once set into the 
camera, and the tube and the sitter 
adjusted as before. Now the cap of 
the camera is removed, and the im- 
age is thrown upon the the plate in 
a space of time that constantly var- 
ies. Perhaps thirty seconds is about 
the average time of the exposure of 
a properly prepared plate. The plate 
is at once removed to the closet. The 
artist. takes it by one corner, collodi- 
on side up, and pours about an ounce 
of the developing fluid upon the sur- 
face, and flows it back and forth, 
looking down upon it and through 
it, to watch the coming out of the 
picture. If it it comes out quick, the 
light places very light and the dark 
quite heavy, he has burnt his plate— 
the exposure was too long. If it 
comes out very slowly, and the out- 
line is dim and vague, his error was 
the other way — he did not expose 
his plate long enough. The happy 
medium between these two is the 
right time of exposure. 

When this has been hit upon, the 
image makes its appearance steadily 
and gradually, first the high lights, 
as the pearly brow or the snowy 
linen, next the light shades, and 
finally the shadows. When all the 
details come out well, pour the de- 
veloper off, wash the plate, and ex- 
amine it in clear light. As it is a 
negative, the whites will be dark in 
the glass, and the parts that will 
print dark show nearly transparent. 
If the whole picture is full of grada- 
tions and half tones, ‘with no parts 
quite opaque, and the dark parts 
clear, the artist has a good negative, 
and he may pour the hyposulphite of 
soda over it to set everything just as 
it is. In some cases a solution made 
up of pyrogallic, with a little citric 
acid, is poured over the negative be- 
fore it is set. This has the effect of 
intensifying the picture, making the 
whites whiter and the darks 4erker; 
but the acid is an application to be 
made with much caution, as good 
judgment and a happy hit in the 
time of sitting will render the acid

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away, and the negative is done. 
The next stage in the process is 
printing from this negative. For this 
purpose sensitized paper is_ used, 
prepared as follows. A sheet of clear, 
strong linen paper is dipped in a 
solution of iodide of potassium, mix- 
ed with a little sugar of milk. When 
it has been washed and dried, it is 
dipped in a solution of nitrate 
of silver, to which a little 
acetic acid has been added. This 
gives a film of iodide of silver, and 
if exposed to the light it would turn 
dark. It is, therefore, made sensitive 
in a dark chamber, and kept in close 
boxes till ready for use. The nega- 
tive is carefuliy laid over a sheet of 
sensitized paper, and the frame that 
clasps both is laid in the sun. Much 
judgment is required in knowing just 
how a negative should be exposed. 
Much depends on the character of 
the negative, and still more on the 
actinic quality of the rays, for this 
is an element which varies every day, 
and each hour in the day. When the 
paper has been under the negative 
long enough, throw it into a vessel 
of water, and move it considerably. 
When the nitrate has been washed 
away in pure water and a_ weak 
brine, the paper goes into the toning 
bath. This is a solution of chloride 
of gold, with a little alcohol and a 
little soda added. Then it passes in- 
to the fixing solution, which is the 


same as was used for fixing the 
negative. When dry, the picture is 
done. It only remains to paste it on 


some firm background, trim, and set 
in its frame, or attach to the card- 
board. A few subtleties and refine- 
ments have been omitted in this ac- 
count, but in substantially the way 
described nineteen twentieths of the 
photographic business of this coun- 
try is conducted. 

As an industry, photography has 
grown to proportions that surprise. 
The best indication of the immense 
extent to which pictures are taken is 
found in the quantity of prepared 
or albumenized paper required. There 
are but two mills in the world where 
this is made, one in Germany and 
the other in France, the finest and

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purest of linen being used, and every 
part of the process is carefully 
watched, as the least metallic sub- 
stance in the pulp would render the 
paper wholly unfit for photograph- 
ers. There are four hundred and 
eighty sheets in a ream, and each 
sheet, as consumed by the artists, 
makes probably thirty pictures; that 
is, fourteen thousand four hundred 
photographs are made from a ream. 
We import thirty-five hundred of 
these reams annually. This indicates 
the amazing number of fifty millions 
and four hundred thousand photo- 
graphs made every year. 

Besides photographs there are fer- 
rotypes, made by throwing a picture 
on a surface of tin. This the cheap- 
est form of picture, and great num- 
bers of them are taken, nearly every 
large town having one or more cheap 
galleries, where “six pictures for a 
quarter of a dollar” draw the mil- 
lion. 

There are about five thousand two 
hundred and fifty .persons in the 
United States who follow photog- 
raphy as a business, and the leading 
house in this country in photographic 
materials estimates that each gallery 
or operator consumes two hundred 
dollars’ worth of chemicals and paper 
annually. To obtain a cheap outfit 
for making cards of the usual size, 
one requires an outlay of some two 
hundred or two hundred and fifty 
dollars. The great galleries of the 
metropolis, where sometimes eighty 
or a hundred first-class pictures are 
made in a day, have expencea at 
least three thousand dollars in their 
chemical and mechanical outfit, and, 
including the dark room, the drapery, 
and the various devices for regulat- 
ing the light, the outlay for equip- 
ping a first-class gallery is not less 
than ten thousand dollars. 

The extent to which sun-drawing 
has been applied as a substitute for 
printing, and for hand-drawing for 
wood-cutters, though interesting and 
full of hope for the future, will hard- 
ly entitle these experiments to a 
rank among the great industries.

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RUSSIAN CZARS 


Part II. 
By BETH GONCIAR 
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“Dormition of the Virgin.” 
17th Century Russian Icon. 


The affection with which the Rus- 
sian royalty regarded their families 
is demonstrated in the many regal 
portraits in the Pratt Collection at 
the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts at 
Richmond. 

The frames which encircle the 
small paintings and photographs of 
the families of Alexander III and the

ill-fated Nicholas II were designed by 
the court jeweler Carl Faberge whose 
craftsmanship produced objects of 
breath-taking beauty. The greater 
number of these frames were wrought 
of gold or silver and were often en- 
ameled over a base that was chased. 
The borders of the frames were usu- 
ally raised in a variety of designs. 


One of the rarest and most price- 
less photographs in the Pratt Collec- 
tion is one of Nicholas II and the 
Czarevitch Alexis. The frame was 
designed by Faberge who laid a mauve 
colored enamel over a gilt silver back- 
ground. The oval photograph of the 
Czar and Czarevitch within the frame 
is completely encircled with pearls. 


* * * 


In pre-revolutionary Russia, the 
icon was a revered ornamentation in 
every household as well as in the 
church. These religious works of art 
were made in several forms: single, 
duplex, diptych, triptych, and some- 
times miniature to be worn around 
the neck as a pendant or locket. The 
most commonly known icons decorated 
altar screens in churches. Adhering 
to the Byzantine style of painting, 
the Russian artists painted the holy 
personages and saints in tempera on 
wood. However, the artist was not 
limited to tempera. He also used 
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Nicholas Il and the Czarevitch. The en- 
ameled gilt silver and pearl studded 
frame was designed by Carl Faberge. 
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enamel and sometimes painted on 
ivory. Often the icons were made in 
repousse metal. Frames for the reli- 
gious portraits were frequently made 
of precious metal and set with jewels. 

“The Dormition of the Virgin,” is 
believed to be a Seventeenth Century 
icon. Beautifully painted and de- 
signed in the Byzantine style, it hangs 
upon the wall in the manner of a 
picture. It is one of the masterpieces 
of Russian art in the Pratt collection. 

The holy subject matter of panagias 
is almost identical to that of the icon. 
However, the panagia is usually 
smaller and is in the form of a medal- 
lion to be worn on the robes of church 
dignitaries. As in the case of the 
icons, lavish decoration was expended 
upon the panagias. 

“Christ Blessing the Universe,” one 
of the most richly encrusted panagias 
in the Pratt collection, is wrought of 
silver. The cameo is two-toned jasper, 
and the frame, crown and double 
pendant are studded with amethysts, 
rubies and aquamarines. 

“St. Savior Enthroned,” another of 
the panagias in the collection, is de- 
signed of gold and silver. It is en- 
ameled, and bordered with hundreds 
of pearls. The medallion surmount-

Legendary Gem 


Characteristics 


Many interesting superstitions con- 
cerning jewels have come down to 
us from the past (and we still be- 
lieve some of them though would 
hesitate to admit it). In the middle 
ages (and in modern times by those 
born on October) the opal was con- 
sidered a good luck stone. The Rus- 
sians, however, and a few other na- 
tions, have a horror of this gem. It 
may be the belief of ill-iuck comes 
from the super-sensitiveness of the 
opal; as a fine stone is likely to be- 
come dim in color and even fall to 
pieces on sudden exposure to heat or 
cold. Opals are more lustrous in 
warm than cold weather; and it is 
an old practice of the jeweller to 


hold an opal in his hand for a time 
before showing it to a buyer. 

It is considered an ill-omen if an 
emerald falls from its setting while 
being worn. When George III was 
being crowned a large emerald is 
said to have dropped from the crown; 
the colonial prize (or possession) 
was lost during his reign. 

Many believe the Cat’s eye will 
warn its owner of danger or trouble. 

The true oriental ruby is thought 
to predict misfortune, illness or 
death to its possessor by becoming 
dark and losing its lustre. 

The sapphire, a favorite for the 
pontifical ring, was believed to have 
the power of subduing desire as it 
would grow pale when worn by the 
undeserving. 

The word amethyst signifies reme- 
dy or protection against drunken- 
ness,

A RECORD COLLECTOR’S VACATION 
IN BUENOS AIRES 


By W. R. MORAN 


After a year and a half in record- 
dry Paraguay, I came to Buenos Aires 
with high hopes and armed with long 
lists of wanted discs. The lists were 
made from the latest available (1944) 
Argentine catalogs of Odeon/Columbia 
and Victor, and included many choice 
items long listed as cut-outs in the 
States, as well as locally released re- 
cords by artists of the Teatro Colon. 
I had arranged for a series of news- 
paper advertisements to be run in 
leading Spanish language and English 
papers of the city, and these were 
started a week in advance of my ar- 
riva!. While waiting for the results 
to come in, I decided to go out and 
pick up the “current’’ discs I wanted, 
but here I had a rude awakening. In 
store after store clerks shook their 
heads—if I had wanted the latest 
tangos, or Gigli’s recording of Mama, 
yes; but even though Ruffo’s electric 
Victor songs 1338, 1401 and 1460 were 
still in the catalog, well, they were 
very old. And as for Ninon Vallin 
and Conchita Supervia—possibly they 
might be able to find one or two!

Disheartening, too, was a visit to the 
local Victor plant and a look at their 
current stocks: in the Red Seal series 
the factory itself had only a scatter- 
ing of numbers, mostly the more popu- 
lar items by Schipa, Gigli, Bjorling 
in the vocal line. Manufacturing 
facilities were limited and the em- 
phasis was on the more popular discs, 
which were in tremendous demand, 
and, in classical music, on instrumen- 
tal works. 


At the top of my Argentine want- 
list were some records J had wanted 
for many years and which I had been 
unable to obtain on order from the 
States, and these I determined to find 
if I got nothing else. They were very 
important recordings from the Argen- 
tine opera El Matrero by Felipe Boero. 
This opera had its first performance 
at the Teatro Colon in Buenos Aires 
on July 11, 1929. At the time of its 
premier, Victor recorded a series of 
excerpts performed by the original 
east (Apollo Granforte, Nena Juarez 
and Pedro Mirassou). They were 
beautifully done and not only did 
they preserve an important American 
premier but also served as the record- 
ing debut for tenor Pedro Mirassou. 
Mirassou was born in Buenos Aires, 
made his debut there in 1924, and soon 
afterwards sang extensively in other 
South American cities as well as at 
La Scala, Rome, and other cities in 
Europe. I recall reading some kind 
words Leo Riemens wrote about his 
appearances in Holland. The Argen- 
tine contralto Nena Juarez had also 
sung in Europe and had already been 
represented on Victor records. As for 
Apollo Granforte, I am sure his bari- 
tone voice is too well known to collec- 
tors the world over to require any in- 
troduction from me. The El Matrero 
recordings were, I knew, issued in an 
album—Victor discs 9603-04-05 man- 
ual and 9574-75-76 automatic (there 
was also a 10-inch disc, number 4205, 
containing two solos by Juarez)—and 
when I found that the set was not to 
be had in the downtown stores and 
that even the Victor factory did not 
have it in stock, I decided the situa- 
tion called for a major campaign. 


With telephone book in hand and 
with city maps spread around me, I 
organized a tour which would include 
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nearly every music store in the city. 
Buenos Aires being about the size of 
Chicago, the tour turned out to be 
quite extensive! To make a very, 
very long story short, my efforts were 
well rewarded, for in out-of-the-way 
places I found two or three stores 
which had once carried large stocks of 
records but which had _ gradually 
turned away from records in favor of 
the piano and radio business. In these 
stores I found shelves of lovely dust- 
covered discs that would make any 
collector’s mouth water. They covered 
rather completely that period which 
collectors find so difficult—the end of 
the acoustic era and the beginning of 
the electric—and this, coupled with 
the South American’s love for artists 
like Armand Crabbe, Bernardo de

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Muro, Titta Ruffo, Giuseppe de Luca, 
Sofia del Campo and so on, made fine 
pickings indeed! 

Often I found some of the more 
choice items in duplicate, so it looks 
like good trading for me when I get 
back to the States. In addition to 
several sets of the Matrero records, 
one of the finds that pleased me most 
was the Victor release of the Italian 
HMV recordings of selections from 
Boito’s Nerone featuring members of 
the original cast: Carlo Galeffi, Mar- 
cel Journet and Luisa Bertana. (Vic- 
tor numbers 6483-84-85). Bertana, 
by the way, is another native of 
Buenos Aires. Her debut at the Colon 
was made in 1921 and for many years 
thereafter she sang here each season. 
Other noteworthy finds were the 10- 
inch acoustic Pinza arias from Forza, 
Norma, Favorita and Mefistofele on 
Victor numbers 1103, 1130 and 1131. 
Of more recent date, were 10-inch and 
12-inch recordings by the Italian con- 
tralto Gianna Pederzini, recorded lo- 
cally several years ago. Only last 
year Odeon issued severa] 10-inch 
sides of this same artist. Some col-

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lectors will remember her European 
recordings which included a Carmen 
finale with Renato Zanelli and a rath- 
er odd Black Seal (V 62007) of a 
bit from Masked Ball with Garutti. 
Perhaps little known is the fact that 
Tito Schipa recorded for Victor in the 
Buenos Aires studios. Many of these 
discs have been issued elsewhere but 
one which was probably not is the 
first act tenor aria from El Matrero, 
coupled with Chanson Indoue from 
Sadko on Victor 1548. Another in- 
teresting Schipa item is a 12-inch disc 
numbered 36128 in spite of its Red 
Seal—two lithurgical selections sung 
in Latin and recorded in one of the 
big churches of the city with organ 
accompaniment. Curiously, both sides 
are announced—certainly an unusual 
feature in a record made as recently 
as 1934. 


Other important local recordings in- 
clude some titles by Isabel Marengo, 
a recently retired soprano who was 
for many years a leading artist at the 
Teatro Colon. Her debut took place 
in Venice, 1926, and since then she 
has sung at La Scala, the Opera in 
Paris, Covent Garden in London, and 
in many other European cities. She 
first sang at the Colon in 1926 and 
appeared there every season until her 
retirement. Marengo’s repertoire in- 
cluded Boheme, Don Pasquale, Car- 
men, Fidelio, Orfeo, Turandot (Liu) 
Pagliacci, Hamlet, etc. Unfortunately, 
she has recorded songs, mostly but a 
very interesting selection at that. Ex- 
amples of the works of many Argen- 
tine composers and little known ma- 
terial like the two Verdi songs Lo 
Spazzacammino and Non t’accostare 
al’urna (Victor 4559). 


Here perhaps a few words about 
the activities of the local companies 
will not be amiss. In the acoustical 
days, an outfit called The Argentine 
Talking Machine Works, run by one 
Max Glucksman, had on the market 
a “Disco Nacional” which featured 
recordings by Armand Crabbe, Lauri- 
Volpi and perhaps others, but this was 
absorbed by Odeon. As for Fonotipia, 
I have been able to find no evidence 
that they ever had a pressing plant 
here, for all Fonotipia recordings that 
I have seen in this country were Ital- 
ian pressings. It was about 1926, 
apparently, that Victor established its 
plant here—ali releases prior to that 
date were pressed in Camden and 
shipped down here. It is my guess 
that all Columbia recordings were 
supplied from the United States and 
England until the combination with 
Odeon. which was of fairly recent 
date. 


About the time my survey of the 
record shops was completed, the re- 
sponse to my newspaper advertise- 
ments had begun to come in. There 
were the usual lists of the usual re- 
cords — McCormack songs, Caruso’s 
Vesti la guibba and the like, and of- 
ten a goodly scattering of Titta Ruf- 
fo’s. But there were more intriguing 
lists, too. In addition to some fairly 
unusual Ruffo’s like Cristoforo Colom- 
bo 88486, Patrie 88643, Lakme 1070 
and Chatterton HMV 2-52686, there 
seemed to be a fair selection of 
Boninsegna, for example: Loreley 2-

053136, the Faust duet with De Lucia, 
054043, Aida 053049, not to mention 
a double-faced Columbia (74711/12) 
of the duets Non sai tu and Oh! qual 
soave from Masked Ball with N. del 
Ry, tenor.

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FAVORITE PIONEER RECORDING ARTISTS 


The Death of John Bieling 


By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


On the morning of Wednesday, 
March 31, I went to my front door 
and found a Negro man waiting to 
hand me a telegram. When I read it, 
I received news that shocked but 
didn’t exactly surprise me. The mes- 
sage was from George Bieling and 
said that George’s father, John Biel- 
ing, the famous pioneer recording 
artist, had died the day before in his 
home at 102 Lafayette Avenue, 
Hempstead, Long Island, N. Y. 


Although I knew that John had 
heart disease and, in an often heard 
expression, “might go at any time,” 
the news of his passing hit me hard. 
I still haven’t been able to compre- 
hend fully that I shall never see 
again the lovable old gentleman 
whom I considered one of my dear- 
est friends. It was made doubly 
hard to realize because only a week 
before I had received one of John’s 
genially chatty letters, telling me 
that he had enjoyed a happy 79th 
birthday on March 18th — just 12 
days before his death — and that he 
was eagerly looking forward to 
“John Bieling Day” next September. 


Mr. Bieling’s death temporarily 
disrupted plans for observing the 
Day, when record collectors expected 
to entertain John and other old-time 
recording artists with a party. The 
date had been set for September 10, 
and the Georgian room of the Garden 
City Hotel had been reserved, so that 
John, who lived only a short distance 
from Garden City, would be able to 
attend as our special guest of honor. 
The party was to be an outgrowth 
of similar events he had given at his 
home in September, 1946, and 1947, 
for a group of intimate friends. Be- 
cause of the great interest in the af- 
fair and the considerable burden it 
imposed upon the ladies of the Biel- 
ing family, the collectors had agreed 
that hereafter they would hold John 
Bieling Day in some place accom- 
modating a larger crowd and that 
the expense would be divided among 


those attending. The artists, of 
course, would come as non-paying 
guests. 


So a few days after John’s death, 
there was uncertainty about what to 
do. There was some sentiment in 
favor of dropping the plans, at least 
for this year, although most of us 
felt that our old friend would want 
us to go ahead and meet in his hon- 
or, just as if he were there. There 
was also serious discussion of trans- 
ferring the “party” to the Thomas 
A. Edison laboratory in West 
Orange, New Jersey. However, this 
would have been inconvenient to 
some of the artists who want to at- 
tend. So I’m glad to say that it’s 
been decided to go ahead with the 
Garden City hotel arrangements. 
During the next several months I 
shall be busy, writing to a long list 





of pioneer artists and urging them to 
attend. Collectors are planning to 
come from all parts of the country, 
and anyone who admires the early 
artists and their work is invited to 
join us. 

There will be a reservation fee — 
probably of $5.50 — payable by each 
collector, to help defray the expense 
of engaging the room, which seats 
400 persons and is equipped with a 
piano, and of serving a meal. Tick- 
ets will be mailed by Harry Selinger, 
9 Clark Avenue, Oceanside, Long Is- 
land, New York, to whom correspon- 
dence about the party should be ad- 
dressed. If you plan to attend, write 
Mr. Selinger a postal card — not a 
letter — telling him so and men- 
tioning whether you are a collector. 
But don’t send any money until you 
are notified. Children under 18 will 
not be eligible. Persons coming 
from a considerable distance would 
do well to reserve rooms in New 
York City hotels. The Garden City 
Hotel’s rates are from four to eight 
dollars a day, and rooms must be en- 
gaged at least 60 days in advance. 

Now, back to Mr. Bieling’s death. 
Biographical sketches of this fine 
artist appeared in the July and 
August, 1942, issues of HOBBIES. 
However, a large number of readers 
interested in old records have been 
added in the past half dozen years. 
For their benefit I’ll touch briefly 
upon his career. 


John Henry Bieling was born on 
March 18, 1869, in New York City’s 
Fourteenth Ward, and he frequently 
referred humorously to himself as 
“just an old Fourteenth Ward boy.” 
His father was a carpenter, of Ger- 
man descent. John had to leave 
school as a youngster to help his 
father support a large family, and 
he didn’t get a great deal of formal 
education. But he had an alert, ac- 
quisitive mind, which he improved 
by reading good books (histories 
were his favorites) and studying at 
home. *AS a very young man, he 
painted stained glass for Tiffany’s, 
but he had become well known as the 
possessor of a beautiful “top tenor” 
voice. In 1894 he and three other 
young fellows — George Gaskin, 
second tenor; Joe Riley, baritone, and 
Jim Cherry, bass — formed the Man- 
hasset Quartet, the first male voice 
ensemble ever to make a _ record. 
They sang for the old United States 
Phonograph Company, in Newark. 
The quartet worked for about all the 
pioneer recording firms of the time, 
but didn’t stay together very long. 
In 1896, it was succeeded by tne 
Edison Quartet, consisting of Biel- 
ing, first tenor; Jere Mahoney, sec- 
ond tenor; S. H. Dudley, baritone, 
and William F. Hooley, bass. Mahon- 
ey’s health failed and he was suc- 
ceeded in 1899 by Harry Macdon- 
ough. This was the first recording 
quartet to win world-wide fame, and 
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This picture of John H. Bieling was tak- 
en in London, August 4, 1902 by Russell 
Hunting of ‘“‘Casey Record Fame’’, 


it became even better known on disc 
records as the Haydn or Hayden, 
Quartet. In 1910, the American 
Quartet was organized. Its members 
were Bieling and Hooley; Billy Mur- 
ray, second tenor, and Steve Porter, 
baritone. The Hayden Quartet dis- 
banded in 1914, when Mr. Bieling had 
to leave it because of voice trouble, 
but John Young took his place in the 
American (which was known as the 
Premier Quartet on Edison records), 
and it continued in existence, with 
various changes of personnel, until 
1925. John told me that he believed 
his voice trouble started because of 
the large amount of “yipping” he 
had to do, impersonating a cowboy, 
in a 1910 Edison record of “A Cow- 
boy’s Romance,” made by the inex- 
haustibly inventive Len Spencer, with 
the help of Ada Jones and the quar- 
tet. He could barely speak for sever- 
al weeks after that cylinder was re- 
corded. 

Although he stopped singing, John 
Bieling was still interested in the 
phonograph. In 1918 he was a travel- 
ing representative of the New York 
Talking Machine Company, calling 
on Victor dealers in New Jersey. 
Two years later he moved to Hemp- 
stead from. Elmhurst, where he had 
lived for 16 years, and opened a Vic- 
trola shop. He retired from business 
in 1926. It’s interesting to know 
that, before he lost his voice, John 
occasionally sang at the Metropolitan 
Opera, as a supernumerary. Among 
the operas in which he appeared 
were Aida and Tosca. He greatly 
amused me by telling of the time 
when he was acting an archbishop 
and had a terrible time keeping his 
_— looking hat from falling 
off. 

John Bieling was unique among re- 
cording artists because of the fact 
that he won fame solely on the 
strength of his quartet work and his 
duets with other singers — chiefly 
Macdonough. In the late 1890’s he 
made Edison cylinders with a con- 
tralto, the late May Kelso, and they 
may have been the first male and 
female team to do recorded work. 
After his very earliest days as a 
record maker, he never had a solo 
record in any company’s catalog. 
His nearest approach to that proba- 
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bly was Victor 4655, “Let Me Write 
What I Never Dared to Tell,” listed 
as by “Bieling and Haydn Quartet.” 
Although the obituary notices in New 
York papers said that Mr. Bieling’s 
recording work was chiefly for Vic- 
tor and Columbia, the truth is that 
he sang comparatively little for the 
latter and that he was known almost 
entirely as a Victor and Edison artist. 
One virtually unknown fact about his 
career, however, is that in the mid- 
dle 1890’s he and George Gaskin 
made duets for Columbia under the 
team name of “Gaskin and Living- 
ston.” 

_I met John Bieling for the first 
time in September, 1946, when I 
went to Hempstead to attend the 
first of his parties, but we had been 
friends by correspondence since 1942. 
When I first saw John I found it 
hard to reconcile him, as a small, 
thin, elderly man, with the pictures 
the old record catalogs used to con- 
tain of a handsome, husky looking 
young fellow. During his last few 
years, John gradually lost his appe- 
tite and ate so little that he had an 
almost emaciated appearance. But 
his blue eyes retained their sparkle, 
his mind was clear and he kept his 
sense of humor. His_ intimate 
friends, such as his Hempstead 
neighbor, Bryant Burke, were much 
afraid that he wouldn’t be able to 
have his party last September or 
that, if he did, the excitement would 
tell upon his weak heart, but John 
had a great time and came through 
in fine style. During recent months, 
he had been living in anticipation of 
next September 10, when his friends 
— once more be gathered around 
im. 


That was not to be. But he had a 
foretaste on his birthday of what 
John Bieling Day would have been. 
I had sent him a small gift, and he 
wrote to me on March 23: “My dear 
Jim: Thanks for the beautiful card 
and book which you so kindly sent 
to me for my birthday ...I must 
say I had a very fine birthday and 
wish you could have been here with 
us. Billy Murray, Bryant, Harry 
Selinger, all came in and we listened 
to some of the old records. Harry 
Selinger very kindly brought his 
portable machine over. Then I had 
my whole family with me for the

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day and, all in all, it sure was very 
pleasant . Bryant and Harry 
seem to be going along with the af- 
fair for September the 10th quite 
well and I only hope and pray my 
health is all right, for some days I 
don’t feel as well as others, but of 
course when you are in your eighti- 
eth year you can’t ask for too much.” 

Just a week later John Bieling 
was dead. He became ill on Monday 
night and died at about 7 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. The funeral was 
held at 8 p. m., Friday, April 2, in 
the Cronk Funeral Home at Garden 
City. Burial was in Cedar Grove 
Cemetary at Flushing, L. I. Mr. 
Bieling is survived by his second 
wife, Mrs. Meta Von Oesen Bieling; 
three sons — Harry F., George B. 
and Fred W. Bieling; and _ three 
daughters — Mrs. Magdalen Meyran, 
Mrs. Nellie Michener and Mrs. Char- 
lotte Conlin. The service was in 
charge of a noted record collector 
and admirer of Mr. Bieling. the Rev. 
Edward Vesper. Flowers were re- 
ceived from friends and admirers of 
the singer living in widely scattered 
places. 


I mourn John Bieling’s death most 
sincerely. But I like to recall some- 
thing he said to me one evening last 
September, ‘while we sat together in 
the twilight on his cool front porch. 
Speaking whimsically but most evi- 
dently in earnest, John said: “One 
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of these days that Death Angel is 
going to tap me on the shoulder and 
say, ‘Come along with me, Bieling! 
You’ve been fooling around here long 
enough!’ Then, Jim,” he continued,

Finding it difficult to adjust himself 
to a quiet job, Remington again spent 
time in the west and at different times 
was cowboy, scout, guide, and ranch- 
man. He realized the Old West he 
loved was doomed and determined to 
preserve it—which he did most suc- 
cessfully. We have the brilliant re- 
cords of the cowboys and their horses 
in the exciting outdoor life, the In- 
dians and their raids, even the soldiers 
and expeditions and attacks on the 
plains. 

His fondness of the out-of-doors ex- 
tended even to war and when his 
friend Augustus Thomas telephoned 
him in February of 1898 that the 
Maine had been sunk, Remington at 
once called his publishers and hurried 
to Cuba to report and draw the action 
there. 

He traveled extensively and visited

HARRY STONE 
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Germany, Russia, North Africa and 
most of North America, gathering 
material for his drawings. Theodore 
Roosevelt’s enthusiasm for his work 
helped to open the eyes of the public 
to his worth. Though many cal! him 
an illustrator (just as Hogarth and 
Rembrandt were labeled at one time), 
rather than a painter, his pictures are 
vital and picturesque portrayals, as 
are his sculptures. Besides these ac- 
complishments, he wrote fresh vigor- 
ous prose and among the books he 
published a few are Pony Tracks 
(1895); Crooked Trails (1898); 
Stories of Peace and War (1899) ; Men 
With The Bark On (1900); and The 
Way Of An Indian (1906). He was 
determined to have all details accurate 
and had at his home in New Rochelle 
a huge collection of cowboy outfits, 
Indian trappings, and army equip- 
ment, besides his canvases, bronzes, 
and sketches. This collection and some 
of his own work is now in the Reming- 
ton Art Memorial at Ogdensburg and 
there at the public library, one will 
find his library of western history. 
Some of his work is also in the New 
York Public Library. 

He died very suddenly of pneumonia 
on December 26, 1909, and was buried 
at Canton, N. Y. As his epitaph he 
wanted “He knew the Horse.”

Grandmother and the Birge and Mallory 


In the bulletin of the National Association of Watch and Clock Collectors 


By Edwin S. Albaugh 


When I was a boy, my grandmoth- 
er’s clock was the official timepiece 
of our neighborhood. It was a Birge 
and Mallory, thirty-six inches high, 
with two paintings on glass depicting 
emerald-green landscapes graced by 
Georgian architecture, and an intrigu- 
ing bit of looking glass in the top of 
the white and gold wooden dial. 


The clock was wound every Sunday 
morning, with a loud clicking sound 
that could be heard all over the house, 
due to the heavy ratchet spring, and 
the nine or ten pound weights. No 
one touched the clock except Grand- 
mother; we boys were not even al- 
lowed to go near it. It had been re- 
paired once, but the repair man had 
done more harm than good, according 
to Grandmother. She was always sure 
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that he had put one wheel in upside 
down. From then on she didn’t run 
any risks. She took care of the clock 
herself, oiling it once a year with a 
feather dipped in coal oil. She would 
slide up the little looking glass, which 
raised and lowered on a wire, and oil 
the scape wheel, the palett, and as 
many of the pivots as she could reach 
with the feather. My mother had a 
small, one-day clock that kept in order 
by the same method, but Grandmother 
always remarked that Mother’s clock 
needed regulating. My brother Bert 
and I each had long-wind Waterbury 
watches. We never set them by Moth- 
er’s clock, but always compared them 
meticulously with the Birge and Mal- 
lory. 

On sunny days Grandmother checked

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her clock with the sun mark, a shadow 
which fell at noon on a certain crack 
on the porch floor. In the old days, 
kitchen windowsills bore a_ similar 
‘noon mark,” by which was rather 
suspicious of the sun. When the noon 
whistle blew on the old Hub and Spoke 
Factory in the next town, she adjusted 
her spectacles and looked at the clock 
to see if the whistle was right. 


After Grandmother came to live 
with us, the clock always stood on the 
chest of drawers in her room, with 
the picture of Thaddeus beside it. 
Thaddeus was the last of her six chil- 
dren, the headstrong young favorite 
who died, at eighteen, of tuberculosis 
contracted in a Civil War prison. 
Grandmother always spoke of him as 
though he were still alive. 


I can see her yet, sitting in her big 
Boston rocker, knitting all the socks 
and mittens for the family on her 
small steel needles. When not busy 
with her knitting, she was studying 
the Bible, which she had read through 
six or seven times. Her old silver- 
rimmed spectacles, with the sliding 
extension bows, were in use most of 
the time. They had double lenses, the 
upper half for distance and the lower 
for reading. Her sight was good, but 
she was quite deaf, and that was the 
main reason why I took home the old 
Edison wax-cylinder phonograph with 
the earphones. I thought it would 
open up a new world for Grandmoth- 
er. It did, but it was a world that 
she proposed to steer clear of in this 
life and the next. She listened for 
one stunned and horrified moment, 
then tore the phones from her ears 
and stalked out of the room exclaim- 
ing, “It’s the work of the devil!” She 
would never stay in the room when 


the instrument was playing, even 
when she couldn’t hear it. 
But a clock was different. You 


could rely on what a clock said, and 
there good strong principles behind it. 
Grandmother would stick to her Birge 
and Mallory.

The manufacture of automobile li- 
cense plates, now largely given over to 
state prisons, consists of the follow- 
ing process: The light gauge steel 
plates are first embossed with the 
serial numbers, name of the state and 
date. They are then dipped in syn- 
thetic enamel and baked, the numbers, 
state name and year becoming legible 
only after they have passed under a 
rubber roller bearing the second color. 
These plates are then baked for the 
second time, and shipped to the vari- 
ous motor vehicle divisions of the re- 
spective state. 

In addition to the regular steel em- 
bossed plates there were a few excep- 
tions in the two decades following 
1920. Arizona’s use of copper in 1932, 
1933 and 1934 was perhaps the most 
interesting. Aluminum was used in 
Arkansas and Connecticut. Perhaps 
the most curious of all plates were 
those issued in Mexico in 1936, 
equipped with glass numbers, to make 
them more easily readable in the dark. 

By 1942, the steel shortage had in- 
terfered to such an extent with the 
manufacture of license markers, that 
various states, provinces, and U. S. 
territories were forced to make drastic 
changes in their methods of registra- 
tion. Thus, in 1934, (plates for which 
had been made in 1942), only 14 
states, U. S. territories and Canadian 
provinces issued new steel plates. II- 
linois came out with tags of a com- 
pressed paper composition which con- 
tained a soya bean content. Illinois 
motorists found out about the soya 
bean content when, in several in- 
stances, dogs were found eating and 
apparently enjoying their auto tags. 
Many states renewed their old regis- 
tration by means of windshield stick- 
ers, which invalidated the 1942 regis- 
trations, and showed that the 1943 
fee had been paid. The majority of 
states, however, issued small metal 
date tabs which, when attached to the 
1942 tags, covered the date of the 
preceding year. Connecticut, Mary- 
land, Delaware and Wisconsin were 
using “permanent” plates, with date 
inserts that changed each year. An 
interesting variation in 1943 tags was 
tried in South Carolina, that state 
having rolled out the 1942 plates flat, 
re-embossing and repainting them. In 
these stringent years only a handful 
of states and provinces found it pos- 
sible to issue both front and rear tags. 

The following year, the steel short- 
age had lifted slightly and 24 states, 
territories and provinces returned to 


their former ways. Several still used 
the “date tab” system, and 20 used 
previously issued plates. Rhode Is- 
land had joined the “permanent” cata- 
gory and seven states, following IIli- 
nois’ example of the preceding year, 
used the compressed paper composi- 
tion plate. Montana secured the IIli- 
nois surplus of the 1943 plate, painted 
over the numbers and letters, re- 
stamped their own numbers thereon 
and used them. Most interesting of 
the 1944 licenses were those issued by 
the Virgin Islands which solved their 
problems by issuing plates made of 
paper and glued on the front side. 
These were pasted to the rear window 
of the vehicle and, when they expired, 
were simply wiped off with a damp 
rag. 

In 1945, all states except those 
which had adopted “permanent” tags, 
issued new plates except for Oregon. 
Each province of Canada also issued 
new markers as did every U. S. terri- 
tory except Hawaii (and of course, 
the Philippine Islands, which were still 
occupied by the Japanese.) 

In 1946 new plates or inserts in 
every state, province and territory ex- 
cept for Arizona and Washington, 
were brought out, thus revalidating 
their 1945 plates by use of windshield 
stickers. 

For 1947, the steel shortage had 
appeared once again and Kentucky, 
Maine and Montana made their 1946 
tags do. The District of Columbia, 
Nebraska and Oklahoma revalidated 
their plates by use of the metal date 
tabs, and Alaska and Illinois used the 
compressed paper plates. 

License plates also have been used 
widely as a medium of advertising. 
Early issues in Michigan, Arizona, 
Wyoming, Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec 
and Saskatchewan sported the seal 
or coat-of-arms of the state or prov- 
ince in addition to the regular number, 
perhaps to attract the attention of 
the passing out-of-state motorist. The 
coat-of-arms of Prince Edward Is- 
land is still embossed on the plates 
of that province. 

Since the early days of motoring 
there have been other interesting and

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varied symbols displayed on auto 
markers including California’s use of 
a bear, mission bell, poppy and star; 
Florida’s grapefruit (which resembled 
a bomb more closely than a grape- 
fruit), Georgia’s peach, Idaho’s pota- 
to, the sunflower of Kansas, Louis- 
iana’s pelican, Montana’s buffalo (or 
bison’s skull), Nebraska’s state capitol 
building, the “Old Stone Face” moun- 
tain formation of New Hampshire, a 
bucking broncho in Wyoming, the 
Crown of England on plates of On- 
tario and Newfoundland, Hawaii’s surf 
rider, and the head of Balboa on Pan- 
amanian plates. In addition to these 
might be mentioned the plates on 
Montana and Pennsylvania, the inner 
borders being cut into the shape of 
the state. The Tennessee marker has 
been cut out into the parallelogram 
shape of that state since 1936. 


Several places also have used slogans 
instead of symbols or emblems to ad- 
vertise their respective states or pro- 
vinces. A good example of this is 
Arizona’s use in 1939, her 400th an- 
niversary of discovery, of “MARCOS 

E NIZA” commemorating the Fran- 
ciscan friar who discovered Arizona 
in 1539. In 1940, Arizona became 
“Grand Canyon State” to numerous 
license plate spotters. Other examples 
of this type of advertising included 
Arkansas’ “Opportunity Land,” Cali- 
fornia’s and New York’s “World’s 
Fair,” “Scenic Idaho,’”’ Maine’s “Vaca- 
tionland,” “The Iodine State” of South 
Carolina, Utah’s claims to be the 
“Center Scenic America,” Wisconsin’s 
“America’s Dairyland,” Prince Ed- 
ward Island’s “Garden of the Gulf,”

THE DOLLS OF OF YESTERDAY 


Reviewed by ISOBEL GORDON 


Published by Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
597 Fifth Ave., New York, at $6.00, 
by Eleanor St. George. 


For the collector of dolls, and also 
the non-collector, this book will prove 
to be of tremendous interest for not 
only does it give illustrations and de- 
scriptions of many different types of 
dolls and information about famous 
collections, but it is also a fascinating 
record of their historical background. 


We learn that Joel Ellis and Luke 
Taylor of Springfield, Vermont, were 
responsible for the wooden dolls manu- 
factured here in the 1870’s and early 
1880’s. Herbert Ellis, second son of 
Joel Ellis, has written a privately 
printed monograph that clears many 
of the disputed facts about the Ellis 
toys. Dolls were not the only Ellis 
articles as we read that the late 
President Calvin Coolidge rode in an 
Ellis baby cab in his infancy and that 
it is now in the Ford Museum at 
Dearborn, Michigan, a gift of Presi- 
dent Coolidge to Henry Ford. 


Another doll-making firm in Spring- 
field was that of Mason and Taylor 
in the early 1880’s, and reminiscences 
of Henry Taylor, son of Luke Taylor 
who made these dolls, serve to clarify 
much of the confusion which exists 
for collectors on the subject of Spring- 
field dolls. The “Martin doll” is said 
to be the rarest of Springfield dolls 
and is unquestionably the first product 
by Mason and Taylor. 


Hand-carved wooden dolls have been 
favorites of children of all nation- 
alities, from the Egyptian dolls found 
in the tombs, the “Dutch” dolls be- 
loved of Queen Victoria, to our own 
Indian, “Lincoln,” and Negro dolls. 


“Poppets” are the primitive home- 
made dolls whittled out of the native 
buckeye tree by the women of Ken- 
tucky, and dressed with homespun or 
materials from the mountain stores. 


Thousands of dolls have been made 
from the bark of the California red- 
wood tree: “Dollie Redwood,” “Ramona 
Redwood,” “Chief Big Tree,” and 
“The Padre” are only a few of these 
interesting types of Americana. 


There is much to charm us in the 
story of the Schoenhut dolls. Besides 
the unbreakable wooden doll, one of 
the most successful of their products 
was the Circus which captivated both 
children and grownups. Theirs also 


were the infant dolls “Schnickel-Fritz” 
and “Tootsie Wootsie” and the larger 
doll of the type of the comic strip 
character “Buster Brown.” 


The 


“Schoenhut Mannikin,” presented in 
1915, is the rarest from the collector’s 
standpoint. 


Unjointed “penny” dolls and “Froz- 
en Charlottes” reached their greatest 
popularity over forty years ago— 
when children were buying the banana- 
flavored marshallow in little crinkled 
tin pans to be eaten with its accom- 
panying tiny tin spoon. 


One of the most interesting spy 
stories of World War II is the capture 
of Velvalee Dickinson, who tried to 
clothe her actions under cover of her 
shop in New York where she dealt in 
rare antique dolls. 


Dolls and images have figured in 
charms and witchcraft too: figures 
supposedly resembling victims were 
subjected to various mistreatments 
and it was thought the person against 
whom the charm was wrought, sick- 
ened and died. 


Fifty or sixty years ago little doll 
houses, and little dolls under glass 
globes, were often found in cemeteries. 


Ludwig Greiner, maker of papier 
maché dolls, was issued on March 30, 
1858, the first patent in the U. S. for 

















making dolls. A favorite type was 
“Queen Victoria” because of the hair- 
dress modeled after that of the young 
English Queen. 


There are interesting illustrations 
of Milliners’ Models, showing styles 
of hairdo which vary with period; 
charming French fashion dolls, and 
the English wax dolls. As early as 
1396 dolls were sent as gifts from 
one royal family to another to show 
the current fashions of the French 
Court. And the well-dressed Parisian 
doll had a most extensive wardrobe. 


There are illustrations and descrip- 
tions of beautiful china head dolls, 
Meissen, Parian, the Jumeau, and an 
exquisite rare Capo di Monte, besides 
the German bisque dolls. And we 
were especially interested in the As- 
sociation dolls, their backgrounds and 
pictures, and .those in many well- 
known collections. 


There is information about baby, 
boy and story book dolls, negro, pedlar 
dolls, and those of rag, rubber, and 
rawhide, besides those in religious 
dress. 


We may read about American doll 
artists, modern commercial doll-mak- 
ers, doll hospitals, the care of wax 
dolls, and helpful hints about repairs 
that can be made. 


This book is truly a most compre- 
hensive coverage of the doll world. 
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The publishers of ‘‘The Dolls of Yesterday” arranged for this appropriate window

A most unusual medium for use in 
sculpturing has just been revealed by 
one Maurice Podell of Long Beach, 
N. J., a dress manufacturer, which 
may point the way for its use in doll 
seulpturing. It is nothing more than 
old dry bread from which he creates 
realistic statues which usually are 
from two to three inches high. Among 
his productions are figures of George 
Bernard Shaw, Paul Muni, the actor 
(represented as Emile Zola), and, a 
Greek philosopher, said to be a con- 
temporary of Socrates.

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“CAT-TAILS” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


The Cat-tail Rush (Typha latifolia) is an odd plant, 
which grows in fens and marshy lowlands. It is, of 
course, a flower, although it is difficult to think of 
those curious, sausage-shaped growths as blossoms, in 
the ordinary sense of the word. 

At one time, Cat-tails were much in vogue as decor- 
ation. In late Victorian days, dried Cat-tails (some- 
times gilded) were not only arranged in vases, but were 
draped over picture frames or tied with ribbon and 
hung on the wall. One of my earliest recollections of 
my grandmother’s house is a fire-bucket, painted bright 
red and filled with Cat-tails, which stood in a niche on 
the third floor stairway. 

Having been popular ornaments during the nineteenth 
century, Cat-tails naturally did not escape perpetuation 
on buttons. Although I show only five here, there are 
probably a great many more in existence. Often, the 
Cat-tails are shown with water lilies, pickerel weed or 
other plants which thrive in watery places. Sometimes 
they merely add variety to a group of miscellaneous 
flowers. 

No. 1 is a small tin button, with raised design 
against a tinted ground. Self-shank. 

No. 2 is rendered in light metal, with brass border. 
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This design is found in several variations. Perhaps the 
best-known Cat-tail and Lily button is one shown in 
BUTTON PARADE (p. 52, No. 4.) 

No. 3 is of one-piece brass, with raised design and 
pierced background. Just what the star and two steel 
studs are supposed to add to the ensemble, I don’t 
know! The bow-knot is a typical Victorian touch, al- 
though I suspect that the button may be of French 
manufacture, c. 1870. 

No. 4 — This design is found in tinted brass and 
also in Black Glass. Concave with raised design. 

No. 5 is made of tinted pewter, one-piece, with 
design in very high relief. Rushes of all types have 
been put to many practical uses. For centuries, they 
were utilized to seat chairs and make baskets of all 
kinds. The pith, dipped in tallow, made “rushlight” 
candles; and in olden times, rushes were strewn on 
floors, in place of carpets. I have read somewhere that 
the American Indians made use of Cat-tails; the fluff 
from the seed heads filled pillows or was woven into 
fabric, while the seeds themselves may have been used 
for food. 

But it is for their characteristic decorative quali- 
ties that they are best known to-day. They may look 
stiff and rigid in vases or on buttons, but if you see 
a marshy meadow full of them, moving slightly with 
the breeze, it is not hard to understand why they were 
called “Cat-tails.”

Glove Button Hooks 
By MARY BOSTWICK DAY 


“The little things of life are all so 
sweet .. .’—Anon, in “A Book of Treasured 
Poems”, ed. by W. R. Bowlin (p. 53). 

Essential to my ladies’ wardrobe, 
in the Gay Nineties, was a small 
glove button hook. It was no light 
occupation and task for my lady to 
have to struggle with possibly a 
thirty-button glove. Hence there came 
into vogue the little glove button 
hook. It took up little space and ‘was 
at all times a life saver and a most 





useful little gadget. Friend husband 
often borrowed one of the larger 
hooks to capture a refractory collar 
button. The approximate size of 
these hooks was two inches. The 
handles were often made of either 
gold, silver, pearl, agate, wood, ivory 
or amber. Some hooks carried, on the 
handle, the name and address of some 
manufacturer. One handle combines 
nail file on one side and an adver- 
tisement on the other side. One of 
the smallest ones in my collection 
has. “Plymouth Rock, 1620” on the 
handle. A gold and silver one is still 
in the original jewelers case, up- 
holstered in white satin. There are 
several interesting old books on the 
history of gloves, but there still re- 
mains to be written a volume on the 
lowly glove buttoner. With longer 
skirts in the offing there may be a 
return to buttons on all gloves. It 
will not be just another trivia, for 
my ladies’ purse, if these little glove 
buttoners do come back into style 
and usage.

A Livery Button with Historic Associations 


(Circa 1816) F 
By FAITH RUSSELL SMITH 


Editor’s note: Faith Russell Smith, an 
English collector, has done consider- 
able research in the history of buttons. 


The Stanhope button is an unusu- 
ally fine example of a livery button 
with historic associations. It was 
used in the household of Philip 
Henry, fourth Earl Stanhope, step- 
brother of Lady Hester Stanhope, 
who some three years before this but- 
ton was made, was crowned “Queen 
of the Arabs” in the legendary ruins 
of Palymeria, the city of Queen Zen- 
obia. The fourth Earl was quiet and 
studious, in contrast to other mem- 
bers of his family who were among 
the most brilliant and _ eccentric 
people produced by the 18th cen- 
tury. The Stanhopes had twice mar- 
ried into the Pitt family. Hester 
Stanhope’s mother was Lady Hester 
Pitt, daughter of the “Great Com- 
moner”, uer uncle, the second Pitt 
befriended her, shielded her from the 
eccentricities of her father, and fin- 
ally received her into his own house- 
hold — where she acted as_ his 
hostess. The first Lord Stanhope (d. 
1721) had also married a Pitt, the 
daughter of Diamond Pitt, the ruth- 
less East India trader, of whom 
Lord Roseberry wrote: “His blood 
came all aflame from the East and 
flowed like burning lava to his re- 
motest descendants, with the excen- 
tion of Chatham’s children, but even 
then it blazed up again in Hester 
Stanhope.” 


Three of the young Stanhopes were 
friendly with Sir John Moore, the 
famous English General, killed at 
Corrunna, who is perhaps, remem- 
bered today chiefly because he is the 
subject of the poem by _ Charles 
Wolfe,” “The Burial .of Sir John 
Moore”. Two of the Stanhope broth- 
ers were present at  Corrunna. 
Charles was killed at the same time 
as his friend and General, and James, 
the youngest was present at Sir 
John’s death-bed to receive his last 
words which were a message to Hes- 
ter Stanhope. 


“Stanhope,” he said, ‘Remember 
me to your sister.” 


To list the friends (and enemies) 
of the Stanhopes would be to cata- 
logue most of the eminent people of 
eighteenth century English Society, 
and would be unnecessary for these 
notes, but the political sympathies, 
or rather fanaticism. of the third 
Earl have a direct bearing upon the 
accurate dating of the button — I 
should have dated the button some 
nine years earlier had it not been for 
his aversion to the use of Armorial 
bearings. 


“Citizen Stanhope” (as he styled 
himself) third Earl was educated at 
Geneva, and there perhaps, learned 
to sympathize with the principal of 
the French Revolution. By the time 


Hester was 14, he had become a rabid 
Jacobin. He allowed his Republican 
sympathies to rule his life to a de- 
gree that became destructive, not 
only of his personal possessions, but 
of his children’s happiness and nor- 
mal growth. One cannot imagine the 
founders of the American Republic 
denying their children education in 
the sacred name of their political 
beliefs but that is precisely what 
this fanatical nobleman did. Lady 
Hester was put to tending turkeys 
on the common, his sons were ap- 
prenticed to the Smithy and the 
forge and were kept almost wholly 
illiterate until they were assisted to 
make their escape from the family 
Manor Chevening, in Kent. But the 
point which has a bearing on the 
button is that the third Earl had his 
Armorial bearings taken down from 
the great gates at Shevening, and 
erased from all his family plate, so 
that it seems highly improbable that 
he would have allowed his servants 
to wear elaborate livery, or his coat 
of arms on so resplendant a button 
as this. | 


The size and splendour of this 
button is out of the ordinary at so 
late a date Its use (on a coachman’s 
great cloak?) may have determined 
the size, but its quality is superb. It 
has the soft texture and hue of true 
old Sheffield plate. I like to think 
that it was ordered in a spirit of 
restoration, possibly tinged with de- 
fiance. One imagines that one of the 
first acts of Philip Henxy when he 
succeeded to the Earldom might 
have been to restore the Armorial 
bearings to the family silver, and 
possibly to request his tailor to order 
the finest livery buttons obtainable 
for his servants. It is certain that 
“Citizen Stanhope’s” tyrannical, 
even mechanical methods, would re- 
sult, not in the conversion of his 
children to his political faith, but in 
their violent reaction to the opposite 
extreme. 


The button bears the arms of the 
Stanhope family heraldically de- 
scribed as “Quarterly Ermine and 
Gules, and a crescent for difference” 
2. surmounted by an Earl’s Coronet, 
showing that the button must have 
been used in the household of the 
head of the family. The crescent 
shows it was the second “house” to 
differentiate it from the arms of the 
first Stanhope family to be ennobled. 
The Earl of Harrington bears the 
same arms but with a crescent on a 
crescent for difference. The Earl of 
Chesterfield at the date this button 
was made, bore the Stanhope arms 
“un-differenced” as being the “first 
house” of this illustrious family 
whose lineage in brief is as follows. 


Sir Edward Stanhope was knighted 
in 1497 for his valour at the battle 
of Blackheath, 


and died in 1511,

leaving a daughter Anne who mar- 
ried Edward Seymour, the Protector, 
Duke of Somerset; and a son Sir 
Michael Stanhope, who was involved 
in the Duke’s misfortunes and be- 
headed in 1551. Sir Michael had is- 
sue a third son, Sir John created 
Lord Harrington in 1605, (which 
title became extinct in 1675) and a 
son and heir Sir Thomas Stanhope, 
whose grandson, Sir Philip, was cre- 
ated Lord Stanhope of Shelford in 
1616, and Earl of Chesterfield in 
1628. From Sir John Stanhope of El- 
vaston, younger brother of the half- 
blood to the first Earl of Chester- 
field descended the Earls Stanhope. *

searches He was a member of the 
Philosophic Society of Philadelphia.

HISTORICAL DESK 


Arnold Bennett’s own desk, at which 
THE OLD WIVES’ TALE was written. 

It is an Empire mahogany Secré- 
taire a Abattant with oblong marble 
plateau, the front with pilasters head- 
ed by bronze doré rosettes, flanking a 
frieze drawer with matching appliqué ; 
an abattant below with interior tooled 
green leather panel, enclosing an 
arcaded shelf, and small drawers sur- 
rounding a recess; over four long 
drawers, on molded base with semi- 
circular supports. Its height is 57% 


inches and the width 37% inches. 
This secretary was purchased by 
the author near Paris about the year 
1906, when he was living at Les Sab- 
lons, near Moret (1906-08). He used 
the desk at Les Sablons until April, 
1908 and also at Avon, Fontainebleau, 
where he transferred his residence in 
that month, and where he lived, at 
intervals, until August, 1911. The 
Old Wives’ Tale, generally considered 
to be his masterpiece, which was be- 
gun in October, 1907, and finished Au-

gust, 1908, was written at this desk, 
which the author used also in the 
execution of the immediately succeed- 
ing works, which included: the last 
part of Clayhanger, the plays What 
the Public Wants, The Great Ad- 
venture, and Milestones, essays and 
stories. 

He moved to Comarques, Thorpe-le- 
Soken, Essex, in February, 1918, and 
the desk remained in his possession 
until his death; it stood in his bed- 
room at Comarques, and from the end 
of 1922 onwards it was in his house 
at 75 Cadogan Square, London, S.W. 
Bennett died in March, 1931. 

A sale of the entire personal prop- 
erty of the author was effected for 
legal reasons in July, 1931, at which 
time Mrs. Cheston Bennett, the au- 
thor’s second wife, bought in the desk 
for herself; and it has remained in 
her possession ever since. 

The desk has high sentimental value 
to students of English fiction and ad- 
mirers of Arnold Bennett’s work, 
since it was vitally associated with 
one of the great creative periods of 
his career—the years 1905-1910—of 
which the writing of The Old Wives’ 
Tale was generally conceded to be the 
apex. It is therefore possibly the 
most important non-literary relic re- 
maining from the life of the great 
English creative artist. 

When this desk was sold at auction 
in February, 1948, a MS note signed 
by Mrs. Dorothy Cheston Bennett, 
which includes much of the above men- 
tioned data, was given to the pur- 
chaser.

Antiques Loot Recovered 


Antiques valued at $10,000, which 
police say are part of a two-year 
$1,000,000 haul by a gang of five 
which has been looting the homes of 
wealthy summer residents in south- 
ern Maine and Vermont, have been 
recovered in Connecticut through the 
efforts of the State Police and 
Maine authorities according to infor- 
mation supplied by the Hartford, 
Times. 
homes burglarized, ac- 
cording to Lt. Henry Mayo, com- 
mander of the Hartford State Police 
Barracks, include those of former 
U. S. Labor Secretary Frances Per- 
kins in Dresden, Me., and of Dr. 
Donald Gates, prominent Massachu- 
setts physician, in Gray, Me. 

The thieves used several methods 
of approach. Sometimes they would 
circle a home and enter through a 
back door so their footprints would 
not be seen from the road. At other 
times, he said, they boldly drove a

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Maine authorities say the gang 
sometimes lived in a house for sev- 
eral days while they carefully wrap- 
ped chinaware in paper and packed 
it in boxes. 

Investigators disclosed that when 
the gang took the highboy from the 
Gates home they carelessly discard- 
ed letters written by President John 
Adams to Dr. Gates’ great-great- 
great-grandfather. 

State Police said that Connecti- 
cut antique dealers purchased the 
goods in good faith. 

Much of the property was recov- 
ered from the dealers but a portion 
of it has been bought by private in- 
dividuals. State police have already 
located several articles in the pos- 
session of Hartford residents. 

Lieutenant Mayo emphasized all 
the antique dealers had co-operated 
with the police and declared that 
without their support the case ‘would 
have been very difficult to solve. 

He explained that in many cases 
where sales were transacted in cash 
no record was retained. However, 
the memory of the dealers for their 
customers was utilized which en- 
abled the police to trace the antiques 
into private homes throughout the 
state. 


Coffee Biggin in Tole 


One of the special attractions of 
the Art Department of the Chicago 
Public Library is a continuous series 
of exhibits of interest to hobbyists 
and collectors. The Library feels 
that attention should not only be 
called to modern fine arts but also 
to the best work of the past. 

Individual collectors, groups of 
collectors, and clubs and_ societies 
have been most generous in con- 
tributing time and materials for 
these exhibits.

While the exhibit included examples 
of many kinds of painted tin the 
favorite was a coffee biggin made 
at Pontypool, Wales, in 1825 and 
beautifully decorated with chrysan- 
themums after the fashion of ori- 
ental lacquers.

Agnes Sasscier 
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Diamonds in the Dump

On the outskirts of every city and 
town in America lies a monument 
to the inconsistency of the human 
heart, the evanescent nature of ma- 
terial things, the march of time and 
progress. It smoulders, it is unsight- 
ly. It is the dump. 


Two years ago I found myself in 
a small New England hamlet, en- 
deavoring to reorient myself after 
three years of Army life. It was 
spring and the local kids wanted to 
form a baseball team — not just a 
motley aggregation of sandlot dun- 
garees — but a team with uniforms, 
equipment and insignia. Funds were 
lacking so a paper drive was started. 
When we had cleaned out most of 
the cellars in town, I thought of the 
town dump. 


This trash heap yielded a sizeable 
bundle of soggy but salvageable 
newsprint, and something more. Sev- 
eral old houses in town had recently 
changed hands and ruthless moderns 
had strewn the contents of the attics 
over the dump. Among the usual 
flotsam of brass bound trunks and 
broken flaxwheels, the sparkle of 
ageless blue caught my eye. Investi- 
gation proved it to be a Stafford- 
shire sugarbowl, moulded by Wood, 
in fragments but stimulating just 
the same. Beside it lay a _ steeple 
clock, minus two steeples and the 
‘works but otherwise intact. 

I abandoned the paper drive, pro 
tem, and went at the dump with 
both hands and a rake. When I had 
finished I had a cigarbox clock with- 
out internals but with stenciled glass 
unbroken, a porcelain and gold ceil- 
ing wax stamp, a box of old buttons, 
some packages of faded letters and 
a number of gold lined picture 
frames, plus a group of small items 
ranging from hatpins to daguerro- 
types. 

Sneaking this booty home, I set 
up a workshop in the abandoned cel- 
lar laundry and betwixt polishing, 
cleaning and refurbishing, combed 
other adjacent dumps. When the 
loot crowded the laundry, I spread 
the best pieces about the house. I 
am not yet a great oak by any 
means, but the acorn I found in the 
dump is growing satisfactorily. 


Without boasting I think I may 
say that I now qualify as a very 
fair connoisseur of the genus dump. 
They fall into various catagories of 
desireability in which size is an ele- 
ment of paramount importance. 
Should a dump be_ impressive 
enough enough to warrant the pres- 
ence of one of those weird mortals 
who lives in a shack on or nearby, my 
advice is to pass it by. 


These gentlemen are usually suf- 
fering from overexposure to smoke, 
rats, grime and alcohol. They are 
likely to take a very dim view of 
one’s activities in a domain to which 
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they consider themselves to have 
eminent right. Seldom are they 
bright enough to understand that 
you will buy certain items if they 
find them. Besides why buy when 
the best things in life are free? 


Then there is the family trash- 
heap, usually found behind isolated 
homes and farms. If placed on the 
edge of a wooded ravine, so much 
the better since the approach must 
usually be as discreet as possible. 
Despite the logical premise that 
nothing in the pile is of further 
use to the farmer who threw it 
there, he is likely to sally forth and 
want to know what you are doing 
on his property. If he is a man of 
few words he may send a discour- 
aging load of rock salt in your di- 
rection, or a dog. Dogs understand 
digging for bones but not for bric- 
a-brac. 


This only livens up a yame in 
which there is no investment, except 
a rake, and few ill winds. Not -long 
ago my car broke down abaft a 
country garage. To pass the time I 
wandered up a winding lane and 
came at length to the banks of a 
stream where rubbish had formerly 
been dumped. At a cost of nothing 
more than a nick or two in my 
brogans and trousers, I eventually 
puffed up out of this spot with an 
old brass whaleoil lamp, a candle 
snuffer in the form of scissors and 
a very nice bit of lacy Sandwich, 
proof. 


Picking dumps for diamonds is not 
likely to qualify anyone for the 
ng register, but it may be profit- 
able.

Historical association adds distinction to glassware 
By BESSIE M. LINDSEY 


VOLUNTEER PLATE 


The Constitution of the United 
States did not go into effect at once, 
after having been adopted by the con- 
vention. Each state must vote on its 
adoption, and it was not to go into 
force until nine states had accepted 
it. Rhode Island was the last of the 
thirteen to accept, which it did in 
1790. Soon, new states began to seek 
admission. Vermont was admitted the 
very next year, and was closely fol- 
lowed by Kentucky in 1792. In 1796, 
Tennessee became the sixteenth state 
admitted to the Union, and this event 
is recorded in glassware. 

The Tennessee Centennial Exposi- 
tion was held in Centennial Park, 
Nashville, Tennessee, in 1897; so it 
seems probable that commemorative 
items date to that time. 

The popular name: “Volunteer 
State” was given Tennessee because 
30,000 men volunteered for service 
during the Mexican War when only 


three regiments had been called for. 
The glassware industry produced a 
Volunteer Plate to commemorate the 
Ve unteer State. 

A scene in the center of this plate 
represents an army camp. In the fore- 
ground a lone volunteer stands guard, 
musket in hands, beside a flagpole 
from which floats a flay whose field 
shows sixteen stars. Ten ten’s are 
in the background. On the border of 
the plate. left side, crossed muskets 
with bayonets fixed, are shown. A 
mounted cannon is on the right side 
of the center. At the top, the word: 
“VOLUNTEER?” is inscribed. At the 
bottom, the word: “PLATE” appears. 
All letters are stippled, and the re- 
markable feature of the plate is shown 
in this stippling. Each dot of stip- 
pling is a perfect star. In the letter 
O (which is but three-fourths of an 
inch in height), I count seventy-two 
stars. There must be almost (or 
quite) one thousand in all. It is in- 
teresting to speculate on the cost of 
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making such a mould at present day 
wage rates. 

The plate is ten inches in diameter, 
and has been found in crystal and also 
in green glass. 


COVERED WAGON 
COVERED DISH 


The covered wagon was a symbol of 
migration. From 1788, when General 
Rufus Putnam (Father of the North- 
west) led the colony from Massachus- 
etts which made the first settlement 
in the Territory of the Northwest at 
Marietta, Ohio; until emigration was 
completed to the Pacific Coast more 
than 100 years later, these slow-mov- 
ing transports carried owners and 
freight from the safety and security 
of the known, to face drama, tragedy, 
and romance in new frontiers. 

The fertility of the soil and genial 
nature of climate appealed to those 
whose pride lay in possession of land; 
the summer range for grazing and 
winter forage of prairie hay made the 
western country appealing to the 
raiser of stock; increasing values of 
property attracted the speculator; the 
politician anticipated the time when 
through the ballot-box the West should 
rule; the young professional man saw 
a less occupied field of action; and 
the philanthropist felt a benevolent 
anxiety for the intellectual, moral, 
and religious condition of all the 
people. 
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Families of all classes removed with 
large covered wagons; carried and 
cooked their own provisions and 
camped out at night. A typical wagon 
of this period presented a curious 
and somewhat awkward appearance. 
Covered over with white sheeting, the 
front and rear bows were set at an 
angle of forty-five degrees to the bed 
of the wagon. The enormous amount 
of freight that could be stowed away 
in one of these caverns was astonish- 
ing; women, children, beds, buckets, 
tubs, old fashioned chairs, and all 
sorts of household furniture usually 
used by our log-cabin ancestors. A 
chicken-coop with a few hens and a 
jolly rooster, for a start, was tied on 
behind while, under the wagon, trotted 
at least one long-eared hound dog, 
fastened by a short rope to the hind 
axle. 


Fancy one of these wagons on the 
road; oxen or horses to furnish mo- 
tive power, probably someone on 
horseback plodding along in the rear 
of the wagon driving a cow and a 
sow; while others walked ahead with 
rifles on their shoulders, on the look- 
out for squirrels, turkey, deer, or In- 
dians. The fear of breaking down 
was ever present and danger from 
bandits was not entirely lacking. 
There was danger of being lost on 
the enormous prairies too: but hard- 
ship, difficulty, and self-denial meant 
little to the pioneer. He had learned 
how to banish unreal wants and how 
to provide for the real. Patience and 
courage were required of those who 
trekked to the: “land of opportunity” 
via the covered wagon route. 


The appearance of a: ‘‘mover’s wag- 
on” is well presented in a glass dish 
shaped like the historic vehicle. The 
wagon cover extends well beyond the 
wagon bed in front and in rear. The 
back bow stands slightly higher than 
the front; the wheels have broad rims 
and the rear ones are noticeably larg- 
er than those in front. It seems that 
some covered wagons are pictured 
with the back bow higher than the 
front. In others, the front bow stands 
higher than the rear. The lid of this 
dish fits in either position but is 
better as pictured. 


This particular dish was damaged 
in shipping, as is shown by two cracks 
on its side. Well, covered wagons al- 
ways were subject to breakdown and 
this one proves no exception to the 
rule. 


Its extreme length is six inches; 
width three inches; and height five 
inches. The glass is a very clear 
crystal.

GLASS FORUM 
Taffeta Glass 


At last, it seems to me, there is a 
correct name for the type of glass, 
that I’ve been collecting for some 
time. Names for it such as “‘Poor 
Man’s Tiffany,” “Carnival,” ‘“Lus- 
tre,” “Centennial,” “Pompeiian,” and 
“Woolworth Sandwich” have been 
suggested as proper names for it. 
But Ruth Webb Lee with her “Vic- 
torian Glass” book calls it “Taffeta.” 
I like that name best of all for its 
silky smoothness and shimmering ir- 
idescence reminds one decidedly of 
the lovely changeable taffetas of 
some years ago. 


I have found a difference in the 
quality of some of the pieces. [ft 
seems to me that those pieces marked 
“N” within a circle are always super- 
ior in design and workmanship. Who 
can tell me exactly what the “N” 
mark signifies. This type is of two 
varieties. One is an orange or gold 
iridescent type; the other is darker, 
having either a green, blue or ame- 
thyst base, and it is covered with a 
metallic or iridescent-like coating. 
Designs are many — cherries, flow- 
ers, peacocks, berries, deer, mice, 
panthers, and coliventional patterns. 
The most a to me are tnose 
with the grape aesign, heavily em- 
bossed with a kind of thumbprint 
trim. 

Inasmuch as there are so many 
bowls in this type of glass it suggests 
its original use as a premium glass. 
Although most of this glass is only 
about 50 years old, I have been told 
that it dates to about 1885. Plates, 
cups and saucers, and punch cups are 
the scarce varieties.

Cantonese Wear 


Some months ago you published a 
brief article on Rose Canton China 
which gave interesting notes on its 
history, variations and the symbolic 
significance of its designs. 

I find that there is a definite wave 
of interest among china-lovers (and 
in the case of antique Rose Canton, 
antique enthusiasts as well) con- 
cerning this subject. 

The variations, interpretations, 
marks and color nuances are all 
Greek to me. The actual history of 
my own set is known to me. It was 
brought by Yankee clipper ship to 
Scituate, Mass., (hamlet of my fore- 
fathers!) by a distant cousin of my 
mother’s family and my mother 
bought the 125 pieces which were 
intact in 1935 and presented them 
to me as a wedding present. The 
majority of the pieces are 150 years 
old but some were added to replen- 
ish breakage, 75 or 80 years ago. 
Only one piece, a bowl, falls into 
the “modern” category, (i. e. bearing 
the mark, “Made in China”, required 
to be added to imports around 1890, 
I believe?) and was not in the origi- 


nal Walber collection. 
Since I suspect that the antique 
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Rose Canton varies greatly from the 
modern, it seems to me that it would 
be intensely interesting to read a 
discussion of the antique variety; 
thus your “hobbyists’’ could keep 
their eye out for tucked-away pieces. 


There is an excellent collection of 
Rose Canton at the house of the 
Plymouth Antiquarian Society in 
Plymouth, Mass., but I do not know 
in what era the pieces were made.— 
Mariesta D. H. Bloom, Illinois.

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GLASS AND CHINA PITCHERS OF 
THE SPANISH-AMERICAN WAR 


By MRS. H. M. TILTON 


Fifty years have passed since the 
sinking of the Battleship Maine, Feb- 
ruary 14, 1898, and the Battle of 
Manila, May 1, 1898, and in this, the 
semi-centennial of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, precious pieces of glass and 
china preserve the memory of that 
time. 


Four pitchers, two of glass and two 
of china, have traveled from the far 
corners of these United States to 
share their beauty on one shelf in the

writer’s collection in southwest Okla- 
homa. This group is part of a collec- 
tion of more than 750 pitchers that 
range in size from a tiny drop to the 
old bedroom utility standby and in 
materials of glass, china, metal, wood, 
alabaster and thread. Of the last ma- 
terial there are 37 between one inch 
and four inches that were crocheted 
by the owner’s Mother after she had 
passed her 78th birthday. The colors, 
sizes and shapes are a marvel even 
to experienced crocheters.

the one with the piles of cannon balls 
is in detail, except height, exactly like 
the Spanish-American in Kamm book 
No. 2, page 123. Mrs. Kamm’s is de- 
scribed as 12%4 inches in height and 
mine is 9 inches. Admiral George 
Dewey’s bust and his flagship, the 
Olympia, are the central designs 
around which are many related deco- 
rations. 

The other glass pitcher is also 9 
inches high and bears a bust of Cap- 
tain Charles V. Gridley, Master of 
F Admiral George Dewey’s flagship, the 
i Olympia. The opposite side has a list 
of the names of the ships which par- 
ticipated in the Battle of Manila and 
the date, May 1, 1898. On the front 
is Dewey’s order to his Captain “Grid- 
ley you may fire when ready.” This 
pitcher is described in detail by Mrs. 
Kamm’s book V, page 135. In fact it 
is this writer’s pitcher Mrs. Kamm 
has used. 

The china pitchers are each six 
inches high. One commemorates the 
sinking of the Maine with the date 
February 14, 1898, and ‘Remember 
the Maine” under the picture of the 
Battleship. The reverse side pictures 
the bust of Captain C. D. Sigsbee. 
The pitcher has six panels, two of red 
in front and two of blue at the back. 
The designs are on the white panels. 
On the bottom is “La Belle China.” 

The other china pitcher has the 
bust of Admiral Dewey on one side, 
his flagship the Olympia on the re- 
verse and two crossed flags—the Stars 
and Stripes and the Admiral’s flag— 
on the front in colors. An eagle 
forms the spout and a band of feath- 
ers extends around the top, all out- 
lined in gold. The handle is a cable. 
On the bottom is “Cook Pottery Co., 
Trenton, N. J., Pat. July 1899.” 

The writer "has seen several sizes 
and colors of “Flower Flange” which 
is also called Dewey. This however 
has nothing to relate it in any way 
to the Spanish-American War except 
that the old trade catalogs say it was 
made to commemorate Dewey’s en- 
trance into Manila Bay.

Wedgwood Exhibition at 
the Brooklyn Museum 


The exhibition Wedgwood—A Liv- 
ing Tradition opened recently at the 
Brooklyn, N. \., Museum. The exhi- 
bition was opened by Sir Francis 
Evans, K. C. M.G., His Britannic Ma- 
jesty’s Consul General to New York, 
and Hensleigh C. Wedgwood, a mem- 
ber of the 10th generation of Wedg- 
wood potters. It consists of material 
never before seen in this country and 
brought here especially for this 
showing. The exhibit which was 
planned and installed by John M. 
Graham II, Curator of Decorative 
Arts of the Brooklyn Museum, is now 
open to the public and will remain on 
view through September 6th after 
which date the Brooklyn Museum is 
planning to circulate it to many of 
the major museums throughout the 
country. 

The exhibition consists of over 600 
pieces and is perhaps the largest ex- 
hibition of Wedgwood ever held. It 
is virtually a history of ceramics as 
told by the accomplishments of ten 
generations of one family: from the 
days of Gilbert Wedgwood, first 
Wedgwood potter working at his 
crude handicraft in 1649, to the vast 
industry which employs-every modern 
technique in the manufacture of pot- 
tery in 1948. 

The exhibition shows the evolution 
of Wedgwood beginning with early 
types and a group of agate and 
marbled ware excavated at the old 
Whieldon - Wedgwood factory site. 
Special emphasis is placed on_the 
period between 1769-1790 when Josi- 
ah Wedgwood’s most notable work 
was done. Not only his artistic 
achievements but his contributions to 
the development of many new cera- 
mic bodies, are shown. These include: 
marbled, agate, Queen’s Ware, green 
glaze, black basalt, jasper, rosso an- 
tico, cane ware and others. In fact 
every development from the time of 
early slip and stone ware to modern 
china is represented. Steps in the 
manufacture and development of var- 
ious types are shown and explained 
with molds, trial pieces, proauction 
processes, etc. Demonstrations of 
an actual piece being thrown on a 
potters wheel will be scheduled at 
various times during the course of 
the exhibit. 

Noteworthy is Josiah Wedgwood’s 
copy of the famous Portland Vase 
which he made from the ancient fun- 
eral urn which contained ashes of a 
Roman Emperor and which was ex- 
cavated near Rome about 1630 and 
eventually came to its present resting 
place in the British Museum. Also 
included is the noted vase known as 
the “First Days Throwing at Etrur- 
ia”, thrown by Josiah Wedgwood 
while Thomas Bently turned the 
wheel at the opening of the Etruria 
factory on June 138, 1769. Pottery in 
every form both useful and orna- 
mental, medallions, plaques, jewelry, 
etc., are to be seen in the Special Ex- 
hibition Galleries where the exhibi- 
tion is being held.

nolds, and a portrait of Elizabeth 
Wedgwood by George Romney also 
are part of the exhibition. These, 
togetner with important manuscripis 
such as Josiah’s first pattern book 
(1769), the pyrometer which he in- 
vented to measure the intense heat 
of the kilns, and two large murals of 
the Etruria and Barlaston works hei» 
to complete this very comprehensive 
showing of Wedgwood. The latter 
were painted especially for the En- 
trance Hall of the Brooklyn Museum 
by Robert W. Baker to call attention 
to the contrast yet the parallel be- 
tween both plants. Etruria, built in 
1769, by Josiah Wedgwood incorpor- 
ated all the best then-known factory 
planning. Barlaston, built by Josiah’s 
Sth generation descendants, sets the 
pace for 20th century factory layouts 
and processes with special emphasis 
placed on the social problems of the 
worker, an idea not ignored by Josiah 
even in his day. 

All material shown in the exhibi- 
tion was loaned by the Wedgwood 
Museum in Etruria, Staffordshire, 
England.

Collecting is a pleasant malady. It 
is an ailment that overcomes the un- 
wary and leaves a delightfully fever- 
ish anticipation of further acquisitions.

Also part of 
the enormous kitchen now houses 
collections of daguerreotypes, old 
photography, trivets, canes, badges, 
typewriters, early industry tools, 
valentines, fans, samplers, _ steins, 
dime novels, pewter, salt and pep- 
pers. Coffee mills and coffee historical 
material, silk and paper cigarette 
cards, cigar pillow tops, tobacco his- 
torical material, primitive bath tubs, 
porcelain picture nails and tie backs, 
cigar holders, fancy bed chambers; 
cuspidors from the days when only 
the cultured had one in the parlor and 
ordinary people spat in the fire-place 
—made of Rockingham, Royal Doul- 
ton and Dresden. The beautiful but- 
ton room and the purple and white 
Parian and Bisque rooms were once 
the servants’ dining rooms. 

In private dining rooms, toward 
the back of the building, are now 
housed the Indian relics, minerals 
and Rogers groups. What ‘was 
once the big bakery room is being 
readied this summer for various col- 
lections. 

If I can spend six months there 
next winter I can come close to 
completing the original plan.

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DELFT: A KING’S CHOICE 


By JOHN D. MOFFATT 


The wharf was a symphony of sound 
and smell; of excitement and specula- 
tion; of anticipation and avarice. 

The swelling crowd lined along the 
quay set up a babble that drowned 
the creak of rigging and flap of can- 
vas from the anchored galleons. From 
the warehouses came exotic whiffs to 
mingle with the healthy waterfront 
odors of wet hemp, weathered canvas 
and rotting wood. 

Fur-cloaked burghers laughed in 
momentary brotherhood with cotton- 
clad laborers; and stolid spectators 
searched the horizon with patient 
eyes and soothed wailing children with 
absent hands. 

The melodious carillon of Oude 
Kerk stirred the waiting crowd to 
fresh activity. Small boys with pop- 
ping eyes and flushed cheeks ran in 
and out among the crowds, their 
shouts a clarion of the feverishness 
that mounted, minute by minute. 

The Pride of Delft was returning 
home! 

News of her expected arrival with 
two prizes of the Spanish merchant 
fleet had spread to every home and 
public building of the town, and the 
people of Delft had left their work to 
greet her triumphant return. 

She was reported to be laden to the 
gunwales with luxuries from the 
Orient—pungent spices, opulent silks 


and tapestries, and the prized new 
porcelains that had fired all Europe, 
—and the fat merchants were rubbing 
their hands. Suddenly the crowd 
tensed and, as though from a single 
throat, the cry arose,—‘‘There She Is!” 
and the stately galleon, with billow- 
ing courses, flowing topsails, and 
gaudy ensigns, hove into view, pro- 
claiming the victory of the Dutch sea- 
men. 


Such a scene was not uncommon to 
17th century Delft. With the crea- 
tion of the Dutch East India Company 
in 1601, the little town had become a 
bustling depot for cargoes from the 
Far East. 


Company fleets, privateers, traders, 
prizes,—all emptied their cargoes in- 
to the greedy mouths of the bursting 
Delft warehouses. Holland had her 
fingers on the pulse of world trade. 


Delft’s importance and prosperity 
had begun in the 16th century, when 
William of Orange established his 
court there. The ensuing court life, 
while relatively prudent as compared 
with court life of other countries and 
periods, brought a golden age to Delft. 
It stimulated the artistic appreciation 
of the populace, and created a cosmo- 
politan interest in the art of other 
countries. From the wealthy noble- 
man to the humble workman, all who 
could afford it in Holland embellished

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their homes with foreign articles. 
Both merchandise and ideas of the 
highest artistic excellence poured into 
the Low Countries, and craftsmen 
from all parts of the Netherlands 
moved to Delft to capitalize on its 
growing fame as a seat of culture. 


In addition to being a clearing- 
house for importations, Delft had at 
various periods throughout its history 
known other commercial fame,—first, 
for its production of butter, then for 
its manufacture of cloth and tapestry, 
and then for its celebrated breweries. 


In the latter half of the 16th cen- 
tury, a new industry was born which 
was to eclipse all others in bringing 
fame to Delft. Majolica potters from 
Antwerp had introduced their craft 
into Holland, and the production of 
earthenware and tiles advanced rap- 
idly. The products at first were direct 
copies of Italian majolica and were 
relatively crude, consisting mainly of 
red ware covered with lead glaze. 
Designs were simple and naive. 


The craze for Delft ware, which 
reached its peak in the 17th century, 
was slow a-borning. Delft faience 
fulfilled commonplace needs and was 
readily accepted by a growing market. 
Nevertheless, it was slow to develop 
in the artistic sense, and was not keyed 
to the new pitch of “culturo-mania” 
that was sweeping Europe. 


The stage was set. The theme was 
established. The Dutch seamen, mer- 
chants and potters were complacently 
unrolling the drama of the Dutch 
pottery industry of the 17th century. 
Suddenly a startling and alluring 
Lorelei appeared from the East wings, 
firing all Europe with wild enthusiasm. 


This unforeseen siren was. the 
breathtakingly beautiful porcelains, 
brought from the Far East by Dutch 
vessels. 

Ships of the Dutch East India Com- 
pany sailed regularly to Java and 
Japan, and Dutch rovers touched at 
Siam and China. Privateers flying 
the Netherlands colors laid in wait for 
unwary galleons of Spain. These self- 
styled “beggars of the sea” brought 
back, along with their regular cargoes 
and their captured booty, quantities 
of Oriental porcelains. Vases, beakers 
and covered jars of novel shape, made 
of amazingly white porcelain, and 
painted with designs of unprecedented 
grace and spirit, won the instant ad- 
miration of the Dutch. Accustomed 
to portraiture, seascapes and naive 
florals as ceramic design, the country 
of painters took to its heart the deli- 
cate art of the Oriental potter-paint- 
ers. 
At about the same time, the Hol- 
landers introduced the wares which 
are now called “Imari.” In 1642 a 
trading station had been established 
near the town of Nagasaki, on the 
island of Deshima. The bazaars of 
Nagasaki displayed a beautiful ware 
made in the village of Arita, and dec- 
orated by the potter, Kakiemon, in 
refined designs of flowering shrubs 
and simple florals. 

The enterprising Hollanders pounced 
on these wares and immediately con- 
tracted for specimens to be shipped

to the home trade. However, the sim- 
plicity of the original “Imari” de- 
signs were not attuned to the Dutch 
standards, and the traders prevailed 
upon the willing Japanese to elab- 
orate the style. This suggestion was 
put to work, and the Japanese potters 
too: “12 datiens of brocades and em- 
brviceries and incorporated them into 
the lavish designs which became 
known as “Imari.” 

The arrival of these wares in Hol- 
land created a sensation. Soon all 
Europe was beating a track to Hol- 
land for Oriental porcelains. This 
was new! This was elegant! This 
was ART! 

The Dutch potter heard the ap- 
plause and winced; examined the 
products and was baffled. His own

pottery was a coarse, brown clay, 
heavy and thick. The Oriental im- 
portation was as white as marble, and 
apparently could be moulded and 
shaped into vessels of a strength and 
lightness that could not be duplicated 
in pottery. 

The first surprise over, the prac- 
tical Dutch potter sat down, drummed 
the table, and weighed the situation. 
On one hand, the demand for Oriental 
porcelains was gaining momentum, 
day by day. On the other hand, the 
cost of the imported article forbade 
its purchase by any but the most 
wealthy. True, the composition of 
Oriental porcelain,—or any porcelain, 
for that matter,—was a mystery 
which the Delft potter did not know 
how to unravel. The clays at his 
disposal were not white and fine like 
those of the Oriental wares. But,— 
and the Delft potter sat up straight 
with the sudden realization,—his en- 
ameled or stanniferous pottery was 
perfected to the point where it might 
be painted to resemble porcelain! 

So, not able to make porcelain, the 
Delft potter proceeded to duplicate 
the prized Oriental wares with the 
materials at his command. He copied 
the shape, form, color and design with 
such skill that, from a distance of a 
few feet, none but the knowing could 
tell his product from the original. 
Thanks to the new influence from the 
East, and to the ingenuity of the 
Dutch potter, Delft now left the class 
of peasant pottery and became a 
rival of Japanese and Chinese porce- 
lains! 

With the organization of the in- 
fluential Gild of St. Luc in 1611, the 
manufacture of Delft began its his- 
tory-making career. The charges for 
entry into the Gild were heavy, the 
apprenticeship was rugged, and the 
rules of the Gild were strict. But 
these very factors ruled out inferior 
workers and produced a high standard 
in the pottery of Delft. Painters of

ability than ever before were admitted 
to the Gild and began to apply their 
talents to the faience of Delft. By 
the year 1680, there were 30 active 
faience factories, some of the best- 
known being The Claw, The Three 
Bells, The Rose, The Porcelain Bottle, 
The Star, and The Golden Flower Pot. 

The first Delft potter to imitate 
the designs on Japanese porcelains 
was Albrecht Cornelis de Keizer. His 
imitations were carried on by his son, 
Cornelis de Keizer, and his sons-in- 
law, Jacob and Adrian Pynacker, each 
of whom was successful in his own 
right. 

The Kam family, numbering five 
artists, continued the Japanese trend, 
as did Arij Jan de Milde, Louis Fic-

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toor, and many other eminent Delft 
potters. 

While many artist-potters drew on 
everyday scenes and occupations of 
their own country,—some, like van 
Frytom, even refusing to yield to 
Oriental influence,—the tendency of 
the Delft potters was to use Chinese 
or Japanese designs and forms. 

Technical and artistic perfection 
was reached in the latter half of the 
17th century. In addition to the ever- 
popular seascapes of the Netherland- 
ers, and portraits of contemporary 
persons, these artists copied, per- 
fected, revised and adapted the 
“Imari” designs and Oriental themes 
which had captivated a continent. 

It is not uncommon to hear all 
wares with blue and white decoration 
called “delft.” This is due partly to 
misinformation, and partly to the fact 
that the craze for true Delft faience 
developed a horde of imitators in 
other European countries. However, 
the term “Delft” refers, not to a mode 
of decoration, but to a class of coarse, 
yellowish or brownish pottery covered 
with an enamel or stanniferous coat- 
ing, composed of glass, oxide of lead, 
and a proportion of oxide of tin. 

The decoration of Delft was a tricky 
matter requiring technical skill as 
well as artistic imagination. Because 
of its porous surface, brush strokes 
placed on the absorbent tin enamel 
remained stubbornly immovable, re- 
gardless of errors or remorse. It 
therefore became imperative that only 
experienced and talented artists as- 
sume the responsibility for finer pieces. 

Having taken the Oriental ware as 
a model, the Delft potter-painter 
copied not only the designs on the 
porcelains, but also the colors. He 
imitated the Oriental blue and white 
ware, with all its variation of shades 
from pale slaty blue to the deepest 
cobalt. When “Imari” wares were in- 
troduced from Japan, he copied the 
red, blue and gold designs with equal 
success. 

Coloring was painted directly on 
the tin enamel coating and the fin- 
ished painting was powdered with a 
fine dust of colorless lead glaze. Then 
the piece was fired at a temperature 
sufficient to bake the clay, but not so 
excessive as to injure the colors. In 
a single firing, the tin glaze, metallic 
oxide colors, and lead glaze were fused 
into a unit. 

The resulting brilliancy of coloring, 
caused by the mixture of glaze and 
color, is Delft’s unrivaled character- 
istic. 

When the “Imari” wares introduced 
a more colorful palette, the pottery 
underwent a change in the firing 
process. The iron red and gilding 
could not withstand the higher tem- 
perature at which the blue was fired, 
and pieces decorated in this manner 
were fired at successively lower tem- 
peratures for each other. 

Although every conceivable article 
for decoration or ordinary household 
use was made at Delft, the production 
of tiles, with its effect on the domestic 
architecture of Holland, is probably 
the best known. The Dutch homes of 
the 16th and 17th centuries practically 
supported the tile industry. Their 
large entrance halls, passages and 
kitchens were lined with tiles. Living- 
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room walls, floors, and sidewalls of 
hearths shone with a sparkling veneer 
of tile work. 

Not only were tiles used architec- 
turally and in the composition of 
large landscapes and other paintings, 
but they were also made into large 
and beautiful stoves for heating pur- 
poses. 

The pride of the Dutch housewife 
was the “chimney set” so proudly dis- 
played on her mantel. These garni- 
ture sets had originated in the Orient 
as a Chinese condescension to Western 
taste, and were copiously copied by 
the Delft potters. The sets usually 
consisted of 5 pieces, including 2 cov- 
ered jars, 2 beakers, and a gourd- 
shaped vase. Each piece was of gen- 
erous proportion and elaborate de- 
sign. Those householders who did not 
like or could not afford the chimney 
sets, prettied up their mantels and 
“cobberts” with rows of scenic or 
musical plates. 


The love of the Dutch for flowers 
was expressed in vases, bulb bowls, 
and bouquetiers, designed specifically 
for the advantageous display of their 
native tulips and hyacinths. 

While prosaic articles were made 
by even the more celebrated factories, 
many oddities emerged from the Delft 
kilns. These took the form of elab- 
orate bird-cages, cruets, boxes, foot- 
warmers, etc. 

In the latter half of the 17th cen- 
tury, Delft catered to the tastes of 
the period by devising wig stands, 
snuff-boxes, patch boxes, and music 
racks. Religion was represented by 
church lamps, crucifixes, and holy wa- 
ter fonts. The bounteous hospitality 
of the times brought forth articles of 
every shape and size in which to serve 
or cook food and beverages. Barber 
basins, inkstands, sun-dials, figurines 
and other items appeared on the 
market. 

The most unique and rare of the 
Delft productions were the blue and 
white violins, only 4 of which were 
made. 

Once the demand for their products 
got under way, Delft potters outdid 
themselves in turning out articles for 
every domestic need and for every 
decorative whimsy. It became the 
fashion to think, work, play, and live, 
surrounded by Delft. 

With mass acceptance as its patron, 
Delft-collecting began early in _ its 
period of production. At first, the 
Hollander, with his inherent respect 
for cleanliness and thrift, used the 
economical tiles in place of wood for 
the interior finish of his home. Then, 
as the artist-potter improved his 
technique, and as new innovations in- 
fluenced tile decoration, the demand 
switched from a _ practical to an 
aesthetic point of view. 

The Dutch household of the flour- 
ishing 17th century was lavish, with 
extravagent furniture and massive 
cupboards. All of this called for large 
and showy pieces of pottery to pro- 
claim the family’s wealth and social 
standing. The introduction of tea, in 
1660, brought forth the need for new 
articles of furniture and accessories. 

With the increase of importations 
from the Far East, even the ordinary 
Hollander developed a taste for Orien- 
tal china and, since the new designs 
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in Delft ware closely copied the Orie:- 
tal originals, and more closely fitted 
the budgets of the less wealthy, De! ‘t 
soon found its way into every home. 


Even royalty chose Delft. In 1679, 
Louis XIII, of France, had built a 
small hunting lodge in the park at 
Versailles. Its entire exterior was 
covered with Delft tiles in blue and 
white, and all architectural ornamen- 
tation was carried out in Delft. This 
lodge he called the “Trianon de Porce- 
laine.” Since court life in those days 
set the tempo for styles and fads, the 
choice of royalty became the choice 
of the country. It became fashionable 
to collect Delft and, from the titled 
classes to the bourgeoisie, orders 
flooded the Delft potteries. 


Once its popularity was assured, the 
export of Delft became tremendous. 
In addition to supplying the demands 
of European countries, Dutch ships 
included in their cargoes large ship- 
ments of Delft pottery for the markets 
in the New World. The homes of 
wealthy Patroons in the Colonies were 
little different in appearance from 
those in the Fatherland. 


But every market has its limita- 
tions; every fall of a dynasty its rea- 
sons. So it was with Delft. After 
1760, the export of Delft began to 
decline. 

For over a century Delft had been 
producing pottery in every size and 
shape, for every need and desire. The 
result was an oversold market. Many 
of the celebrated factories had come 
under the control of profit-conscious 
managers whose eye was on the pub- 
lic purse, and they sacrificed to mass 
production the beauty of product that 
had been Delft’s chief appeal. 

At the same time, new threats to 
the security of the Delft industry were 
riding in England and Europe. Around 
1671, an emigrant Dutch potter had 
taken out a patent at Lambeth, Lon- 
don, for the production of tiles and 
imitations of Chinese porcelains “in 
the Dutch manner.” This event was 
the forerunner of an English ‘“delft” 
industry which made and distributed 
its’ wares all over England. Similar 
works were started in Bristol and 
Liverpool. Although the English delft- 
ware was inferior to the true Delft 
faience, its increased export to’Europe 
and to America began to hurt the 
Dutch industry. 

Simultaneously other countries were 
glutting the market with species of 
Delft. Imitations were made in Ger- 
many, France, Belgium and Denmark. 

The deterioration of true Delft, to- 
gether with the rising horde of imita- 
tors, drained the lifeblood of the Delft 
industry. By 1780, only 11 factories 
remained, and by 1808, the number 
had dwindled to 7. The discovery of 
the secret of making porcelain by 
France and Germany, and the perfec- 
tion of inexpensive, more durable ware 
by Staffordshire potters, brought on 
the complete collapse of the Delft 
industry. The few remaining pot- 
teries gradually abandoned the manu- 
facture of Delft faience and turned to 
copies of other foreign wares. In this 
they achieved a moderate success, but 
the results were not worth the effort, 
and the factories dissolved. 

They who had held the reins could 
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not wear the halter; the day of Delft’s 
glory was gone. The time was to 
come when the reproduction of Delft 
on a large scale was resumed; but the 
old faience was discarded and new 
wares took its place. 


Delft faience,—like many other il- 
lustrious wares,—became a page in 
the history of civilization, and as such, 
is reversed not only for its intrinsic 
charm, but also for the age it rep- 
resents,—an age of wealth, culture, 
and adventure.

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Carefully Guard Your Myrtlewood Articles 


By HELEN M. DANIELS 


Myrtlewood, a rare and beautifully 
grained specimen, has for many years 
remained unknown to most Eastern 
novelty hunters. It comes from a tree 
found growing only in a small sec- 
tion along the Pacific Coast and in 
the Holy Land. 

The Myrtlewood tree, which grows 
to a height of 50 to 80 feet, can be 
identified by a camphor-like odor 
when its leaves or bark are crushed. 
The tree is bushy and spreading. 

Because there is only a_ small 
amount of second growth which can 
not be used in manufacturing, the 
tree is carefully guarded against 
wasteful cutting. This is in contrast 
to the ruthless waste meted out by 
pioneers, who did not. know of its 
true value. 


After being logged, the tree is cut 
into the required lengths at the saw- 
mill. It is dried in the open or in 
well ventilated sheds for a period 
of a few years. The careful method 
of seasoning brings out the beauti- 
ful colors which show the age of the 
tree. 

It is to be hoped that this rare 
wood will not be exploited. Ameri- 
cans who are just beginning to recog- 
nize the worth of their products, 
should preserve the standing trees. 
If furniture and novelty pieces are 
made only from the fallen timber, 
Myrtlewood pieces will become so 
rare that manufacturers will put a 
high price on them. Antique dealers 
may pay a small fortune for articles 


that are now collecting dust on our 
— if we carefully preserve 
them. 

Have you some Myrtlewood salt 
and pepper cellars or novelty pieces 
in your collections? Perhaps you are 
one of the fortunate folks who have 
furniture made from this precious 
wood. Future generations may call 
you blessed if they inherit these 
pieces. 

Guard those Myrtlewood articles.

You tried to appear in- 
telligent but somehow your brain 
wouldn’t turn up anything about cup 
plates and at the risk of appearing 
stupid you finally ventured “And what 
is a cup plate?” That was your mis- 
take. 

The shop keeper told you that glass 
manufacturers made them for only 
about 25 years in the first half of the 
19th Century when it was fashionable 
to drink tea from the saucer and 
while performing that feat the cup 
was placed on this nice little glass 
plate. He continues, “They are scarce 
and some of them, made to commem- 
orate historical events, are rather 
scarce. You can tell a real one by 
suspending it between your thumb and 
forefinger and tapping the edge. If 
the plate has a nice musical ring you 
can feel quite sure it is an old one, 
but if it just sounds flat it is very 
likely to be a reproduction made by a 
modern manufacturer for an ash tray 
or decoration, but which some dealer 
may be trying to pass off on some 
uninitiated collector.” 

Well, this sounds interesting and 
the price is only $3.00 and so you take 
the little plate along with you, but 
you decide that perhaps you’d better 
not use it for an ash tray. 

From now on you are lost because 
when you see an antique shop you go 
in—just to find out whether the shop 
keeper has any cup plates you haven’t 
seen and you buy a nice “Pansy and 
Rose” and a “Bunker Hill.” Then one 
day you find another Heart and the 
price is $4.50 so you decide that you 
must have made a pretty good deal 
when you bought one for $3.00 and 
maybe you can outwit some of the 
shop keepers on this cup plate busi- 
ness and get yourself a collection be- 
fore the world wakes up to this thing 
you have discovered. So, you go from 
shop to shop buying cup plates. 

The price seems to get higher and 
one day you hear about “Henry Clay 
to the Right” and the “Octagonal 
Washington” and you learn that if 
you find one of these anywhere except 
on the top shelf of a kitchen cupboard 
in an old house where the owner 
doesn’t know about the gold mine she 
has, you must be prepared to do with- 
out that lovely evening dress you want 
if you expect to own it. So, you get 


down. to business in dead earnest. 


The first time you pay $10 for an 
eagle you have a guilty feeling for a 


week or so and then the dealer who 
sold it to you says, “I’ll give you 10 
per cent more than you paid for that 
eagle you bought last week,” and you 
decide that you better not sell it if 
some one else is willing to pay that 
much more for it. After you’ve been 
doing this sort of thing for a couple of 
years you begin to wonder what you 
have invested and one day you add up 
the figures and are apalled at what 
you have spent, but now you just 
can’t stop so you go on trying to com- 
plete your never-to-be-completed col- 
lection. You need a “Plow,” a “Ring- 
gold” and a “Hound” so on you go 
merrily searching and eventually pay- 
ing. 

You discover that there are many 
thousands of these little plates that 
somehow weren’t given to the children 
to play with and they might have cost 
a dollar a dozen in 1840 so you begin 
to wonder how the price has gotten 
so high. 


This is how it happens. Mr. A— 
a dealer who is buying furniture in an 
old house finds a cup plate. He isn’t 
selling glass himself but Miss B— 
over in Deton is, so he pays the owner 
a dollar for the plate. Then he writes 
Miss B that he has a so-and-so which 
he will sell for $4.00. She buys it 
because she knows that Mr. C— in 
Cleveton will pay $8.00 for it. He is. 
going to exhibit in New York in the 
Fall so he takes the plate with him 
and shows it at $15 or if he thinks he 
can sell it maybe the price is $25 be- 
fore .it has been offered to a collector. 
You go to the antique show and here 
is a plate you need to add to your col- 
lection and you part with your money 
so that you may gloat over your 
“find. ” 

Maybe it’s worth it and maybe it 
isn’t, but you’ve been bitten and you'll 
continue to ask in antique shops for 
this and that cup plate and pay—and 


pay.

DAISY 


This glass is one of the most beau- 
tiful patterns available to the collec- 
tor. It is an extremely lacy appear- 
ing pattern, and is, in consequence, 
often incorrectly attributed and dated. 

The pattern has been given its 
name by Ruth Webb Lee, who, in her 
book on pressed glass, endowed it with 
the name Daisy. It does resemble, in 
many ways, the portion of the press- 
ing called Daisy and Button, whose 
name it shares. There are many char- 
acteristics which are common with 
Daisy and Cane. Many collectors 
have told us that they occasionally 
purchase a piece of Cane, believing it 
to be a form of Daisy. Daisy is so- 
called because its motif is a large 
daisy-like form. This form occurs 
throughout the pattern, and is divided

by diagonal lines, thus enclosing each 
daisy in a diamond. 

In spite of its early, and attractive, 
appearance, this glass belongs in the 
group of patterns which we designate 
as “late.” It is probably a product 
of the eighties. The glass, although 
not flint, has a high degree of sparkle 
and brilliancy, and in some forms its 
pressing is so fine and sharp that it 
can easily be mistaken for cut ware. 

The salts, lovely little open dishes, 
have for many years been mistaken 
by even well-informed collectors for 
Lacy Sandwich. Plates, too, in this 


pattern have been misnamed, misat-

Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson announced recently that he has 
authorized the issuance of five addi- 
tional commemorative postage 
stamps for the current year. 

These, the Postmaster General said, 
will include a special issue honoring 
Clara Barton, founder of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross; a 100th anniversary 
stamp commemorating the coming of 
the Swedish Pioneers to the Middle 
West; an Oregon Centennial issue; a 
special stamp commemorating the 100 
years of peace and cooperation be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
and a commemorative stamp honoring 
the 100th anniversary of the arrival 
in what is now Oklahoma of the Five 
Civilized Indian Tribes.

The Four Chaplains stamp, which 
honors the heroic Chaplains who sac- 
rificed their lives in the sinking of 
the S. S. Dorchester in the North 
Atlantic in February, 19438, issued on 
May 28 has as its central motif the 
sinking of the Dorchester with the 
four Chaplains, George L. Fox, Clark 
V. Poling, John P. Washington and 
Alexander D. Goode grouped above 
in that order from left to right. 

Across the top of the stamp is the 
inscription, “These Immortal Chap- 
lains . Interfaith in Action” in 
white Gothic. Across the bottom of 
the stamp appears “3c United States 
Postage 3c.” 

The stamp is 0.84 by 
arranged horizontally. 

This Four Chaplains stamp was 
placed on first-day sale at Washing- 
ton, D. C., on May 28 with appropri- 
ate ceremonies at the White House.

The new Wisconsin Statehood com- 
memorative postage stamp was placed 
on first-day sale at Madison, Wis., on 
May 29.

Palestine is on every set of news 
item heads. Palestine is partitioned, 
sub-divided and ruined by one side or 
the other every day, often twice a day. 

So, finally you, and others, go sen- 
sible and start to improve, or finish, 
or plug holes in your Palestine pages. 
And there are no stocks, no packeted 
groups, no pluggers for values that 
you knew (from a look at the catalog) 
might be elusive. So you ask and 
likely your dealers clerk says with a 
sigh, ‘‘No, there aren’t any.” So what? 

In trying to find an explanation I 
had a talk with a British student in a 
nearby college. He said: “Most nat- 
ural, and very true to. form, the Brit- 
ish collector says to himself, ‘I’ll get 
the others later, plenty of time,’ what 
we have we hold and there’ll be 
enough—it is a British mandate.” All 
true back in 1900, but not since two 
wars. Mandate material printed after 
the first issue in London. Why should 
there be any shortage? 

Sort of what a pal used to call 
“Insular snobbishness.” 

But there is more. Every family 
here which has had Palestine mail or 
has relatives there, has kept incoming 
stamps and covers, either because of 
relationship or because the prices 
might go up. They will. How much 
is something else. 

But enough Palestine does not exist 
anywhere. Which fact is a commen- 
tary on how much the trade and the 
collectors absorb of what the daily 
news sheets carry. 

There are dealers in the area and 
near Palestine, and perhaps they are 
hoarding, which is their right, but the 
condition here is something else. Try 
for yourself.

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“IT take all the major stamp papers 
because of my High School classes, 
and because of their interest. There 
is much talk in some of these about 
word usage. When it comes to names 
of colors, word use is pretty loose and 
as you have said ‘pretty worthless.’ 
My class often asks me, ‘Why is that 
color called purple, or steel blue, or 
olive-green?’ J agree and explain and 
get nowhere. One girl says, ‘Olive is 
a color, a kind of green, but we don’t 
say olive-red. Of course we have ripe 
olives and that color would be ‘ripe- 
olive’ and it is pretty constant and 
definite, but why olive-green? Why 
not olive, period? And why purple, 
and that ranges from muddy brown 
to rose lilac or lavender or bluish 
crimson? 

“Explaining that the stated colors 
used, are those used first in the official 
announcement gets me no where. 

“And they pick on ‘steel-blue’ too. 
Steel is not blue, unless blued outside 
by chemicals or heat. Inside when 
broken it is various tints of grey- ac- 
cording to grain and analysis. 

“Steel-grey maybe would be a sound 
hyphenated word. Not ‘steel-blue.’ 
Are all these pundits color blind?” 


Which makes one feel that maybe 
school teachers have troubles. Just 
like the lady who insisted “orchid,” 
quite definitely, settled the shade of 
some textile she wore. 

And argument as to “orchid” be- 
ing a flower and not a color got us 
no place. Explanations that orchids 
were “all colors” got no agreement, 
and still does not. 

Olive, and don’t add “green” just 
because someone else does. 


Question 


Back in the 90’s it used to be a habit 
for dealers making up packets to add 
cut squares of both envelopes and post 
cards. They made “weight” and 
“count.” Some now appear in air and 
mission mixtures. Query as to these 
and samples indicate that Swiss Air 
Mail envelopes, value printed (Postal 
Stationery) are also embossed, the 
designs seem to be of the “pro 
Juventute” issues. But while this is 
obvious, and of interest, the real 
query is not easy to answer. 


“What is the method of sale and 
contract that gets advertising on the 
margins of sheets? I am familiar 
with the Belgian and other sheets 
that have every other stamp an ad- 
vertising space. There is an Italian 


set, too. But these marginal ads come 
from France. Can you tell the sys- 
tem?” 


Of course any of the postal services 
can be given aid and doubtless make 
some money by giving various space 
on stamp sheets and in stamp book- 
lets to firms who will pay for it for 
advertising purposes. In the margins 
it is limited more than by the “every 
other stamp an ad system. But if it 
were used by our own Post Office the 
margins alone would run into “acre- 
age.” We are told—no documents on 
it—that the P. O. and Bureau rejected 
offers for space in our booklets. Never 
heard of offers for the sheet margins. 
Beside that, only the stamps that 





abut the margins would bear ad- 
ertising when torn off. (Or a block 
of four might?) Why not sell some 
space? 

Good advertising in waste space 
and could be made into a profitable 
business aid. This thought is a repeat. 

The argument about it being “not 
dignified” is pretty weak if we con- 
sider the various “projects” and their 
advertising posters under WPA and 
other similar heads. 

Dignity is one thing, economy and 
sale of space for advertising is some- 
thing diametrically different. 

The buyer of a sheet does not agree 
to tear the outer stamps off and use 
the attached margin to aid the adver- 
tiser. He might do so, however. And 
advertisers would gladly take the 
chance. 

One ad-man said he would and could 
list 50 firms who would be glad to 
gamble on stamp sheet marginal ads, 
and a hundred more that would bid on 
the booklet space. Looks like money 
is being lost. 

Another thing! Ads on the wax 
paper between stamp book pages, such 
as is being used in Europe would add 
to the total usable area for advertis- 
ing.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS ;

The Sentinel of the Pacific 


Like the month of March, commem- 
orative coins came in like a lion and 
went out like a lamb. Their issuance 
was considered an innovation, and 
the coins themselves mere collectors’ 
items. But now that collectors are 
acquiring the habit of “reading” their 
coins, and beginning to realize more 
and more that government issued 
medals and coins furnish an authentic 
history of their country, commemora- 
tive coins are making a come-back. 
Nations may come and nations may 
go, but thanks to the medals and coins 
left behind, they are not forgotten. 
Check over your set of commemora- 
tives and choose which, in your opin- 
ion, is America’s most memorable 
commemorative, and in choosing give 
the Hawaiian Sesquicentennial half 
dollar, 1928, the twice-over before de- 
ciding. The Hawaiian group was not 
acquired by conquest, it was not pur- 
chased, nor was it pressured—it vol- 
untarily asked to be annexed. When 
it becomes the 49th star it will be our 
only Island state. It is, commercially 
and militarily, the light-house of our 
western seaboard. It is our closest 
line of defense in the Pacific. Its Pearl 
Harbor, the scene of the infamous 
sneak-attack that caused and heralded 
our entry into the world’s most devas- 
tating war, will be a household word 
as long as history is written. This 
sneak-attack will forever be synonom- 
ous with infamy. Hawaii is our perfect 
melting pot; its population, made up 
mostly of natives, Japanese, and Chi- 
nese, is now All-American. Hawaii 
is a worthy daughter of our E Pluri- 
bus Unum family. Hawaii, The Sen- 
tinel of the Pacific, fills an important 
niche in the affairs of the world, so 
don’t sell its commemorative short. 


Counterfeit Detector 


Mrs. Bertha Walker, a gray headed 
elderly woman, has for many years 
been the head of the U. S. Currency 
Redemption Division of the Treasury 
department. Mutilated, water-soaked, 
and charred bills are replaced by new 
ones subject to her O.K. The Kansas 
City Star tells of how she once de- 
tected charred counterfeit bills, appre- 
hended the counterfeiter, and spoiled 
what was thought to be a “sure thing” 
counterfeit money outlet: “One of a 
counterfeiting gang thought he had a 
fool-proof idea. He put a batch of 





home-made bills—50’s—in a steel box 
and placed it in the furnace. When 
the contents of the box were thor- 
oughly blackened, he took the whole 
mess to the Currency Redemption of- 
fice and demanded new money to re- 
place his “savings.’”’ Mrs. Walker ex- 
amined the contents while the crook 
waited across the room. Quietly she 
made a brief telephone call. A few 
moments later the gangster was on 
his way to jail. Said Mrs. Walker, 
“Any time we can’t tell counterfeit 
money from the real thing—and I 
don’t care how badly it is burned—we 
might as well go home.” 


Fine or Superfine? 


Now that the coin mart has be- 
come Big Business and the prices of 
coins are so high, buyers have become 
very discriminating, and for the past 
few years have been demanding the 
adoption of a uniform scale for the 
classifying of a coin’s condition. Eas- 
ier said than done. There is but little 
complaint about the general classifica- 
tions, such as poor, fair, good and fine 
condition; the bone of contention seems 
to be with the degree of poor, fair, 
good and fine, the fine-condition being 
the most troublesome. The price of 
a coin is usually based on its degree 
of fineness, and not on the general 
term “fine,” and it is easy to under- 
stand the divergent views of the buyer 
and the seller. Human nature, as it 
is, the seller naturally sees his “fine” 
condition coin to be “extremely fine,” 
and the buyer likewise just as nat- 
urally sees the coin as “about fine”; 
unconsciously both claims are likely 
to be biased from the standpoint of 
“price received” and “price paid.” The 
border line between the degrees of 
condition—semi-fine, fine, very fine, 
very very fine, extremely fine, almost 
uncirculated-fine, a perfect gem-fine— 
is now, and for a long time to come, 
will be more or less a matter of opin- 
ton and not the matter of a measuring 
stick. To the buyers it will remain 
vexatious—to the sellers, a headache. 
It is not a matter of dishonesty of 
either party—simply an honest differ- 
ence of opinion. As so many eminent 
and capable numismatists and dealers 
are working on it, a satisfactory uni- 
form scale will, in time, be adopted; 
in the meantime, both parties, seller 
and buyer, must bear with each other 
and make allowances for honest dif- 
ferences of opinion. 





A TINKER’S DAM. (Prompted by 
an article in the New York Times). 
Some authorities give numismatics 
credit for the expression “tinker’s 
dam,” claiming it descended from the 
name of an old coin of India called a 
“dam” and worth about one ninety- 


sixth of an English pence. This ac- 
counts for the “dam” but where does 
the “tinker” come in? The expression 
probably originated thusly: A tinker in 
mending a leak in a pan would place 
a piece of dough, or similar article, 
under the hole in the pan to hold or 
“dam” the flow of the solder. When 
the solder hardened, the “dam” was 
then worthless. The tinker spoke of 
this temporary plug as a “dam.” 
Thus, “Not worth a tinker’s dam” 
was born.

A MIGHTY MITE. The one cent, 
being our smallest current coin, might 
be termed the nation’s mite. A Colo- 
rado church calls it the “Nation’s 
Might.” This church needed a bell. 
A radio announcement appealed for a 
one cent contribution (not more than 
one cent was to be sent). They re- 
ceived more than 200,000 “mites” 
(cents).

BIG BILL still is in the ring. Freling 
Foster in Colliers says that “Although 
nearly nineteen years have passed 
since the Treasury Department began 
to retire our old large sized paper 
currency, there are 42,231,233 of these 
bills worth $162,252,413 still out- 
standing.”

SILVER TOOTHED. All Ozark 
babies may not be born with a silver 
spoon in their mouth, but their first 
tooth has a silver lining. Jewell Ross 
Mehus speaking of Ozark supersti- 
tions says: “The person to discover 
the baby’s first tooth must give the 
baby a piece of silver; a dime will do.”

A SMALL MINTAGED COIN is 
always a safe buy; a “popular” coin 
may soon lose its popularity, but a 
small-mintaged coin will never lose 
its scarcity.

SIR ISAAC NEWTON, who, by the 
aid of a falling apple, discovered the 
law of gravitation, is shown on a 
farthing of 1793. A Sir Isaac New- 
ton coin may be secured at a reason- 
able price, and no topic collection of 
Famous Men could be considered com- 
plete without a coin bearing the por- 
trait of the man that made the apple 
famous. 
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“HE WHO DANCES must pay the 
fiddler.” And the price paid, at least 
in England, was sixpence, which no 
doubt gave the nick-name “Fiddler” 
to the sixpence. Albert R. Frey’s Dic- 
tionary of Numismatic Names, Barnes 
and Noble, N. Y., says: FIDDLER. 
An English slang expression meaning 
a sixpence. Grose, in a Dictionary of 
the Vulgar Tongue, 1785, has, “Fid- 
dlers’ Money, all sixpences.” The term 
may have originated from the old 
custom of each couple at a dance pay- 
ing the fiddler sixpence.

NOT WORTH SHUCKS refers to 
corn shucks, and 75 years ago nothing 
was considered of less value than corn 
shucks. And that is why the nick- 
name of “Corn Shucks” was given to 
the paper money of the Confederacy. 
Thus we have our _ Continental’s 
“Not-worth-a,” and our Confederate’s 
“Shucks,” quite a contrast to our 
World Wars’ —

SAY IT WITH FLOWERS. If 
your “topic” collection, as Mr. M. H. 
Bolender calls it, includes coins refer- 
ring to plant life, don’t overlook your 
cross-word puzzle favorite, the Aloe. 
This plant was introduced into Ger- 
many at the beginning of the eigh- 
teenth century and made such a hit 
that a coin was struck in honor of it, 
the Aloethaler, showing the plant in 
full bloom.

BI-LINGUALS are coins carrying 
inscriptions in two different lan- 
guages. Bi-linguals are not unusual 


coins at all; they have been struck 


from ancient times up to the present 
day. They are usually struck by a 
mother country for circulation in one 
of her colonies that speaks a different 


language.

CASH IN HAND. In America we 
call it “ready money,” while our cous- 
ins in England call it “blunt.” At the 
present time over here “ready cash” 
is very busy, while over there “blunt” 
is on a strike.

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SWEDISH NUMISMATIC EXHIBITION 


A permanent numismatic exhibition, 
which is probably unique of its kind, 
was recently opened in Stockholm. It 
had been arranged by the Royal Swed- 
ish collection of coins and medals at 
its new premises in the National Mu- 
seum of Antiquities. By means of 
coins and readily grasped illustrations 
of various kinds it vividly displayed 
not only the development of the Swed- 
ish coinage from the first simple coins 
made about a thousand years ago up 
to the bank notes of today, but also 
the economic development in the coun- 
try during the same period. The ex- 
hibition was organized by museum ex- 
perts, economic historians and artists 
in close collaboration. The coins are 
placed in slightly sloping show-cases 
of glass and above them one ean fol- 
low by means of texts and drawings 
what could be bought for them at va- 
rious periods. 


The gradual! inflation that has tak- 
en place in the course of the years 
can be clearly studied. For instance, 
in the middle of the thirteenth century 
no less than three barrels of rye (450 
litres) could be bought for a currency 
value corresponding to 26 grammes 
of silver, later equivalent to one Riks- 
daler specie. Two hundred years later 
only 225 litres of rye could be bought 
for the corresponding value, and to- 
day it would only suffice for the pur- 
chase of 35 litres of rye. There are 
also on show very thick gold and sil- 
ver coins, which were thrown to the 
crowds on Coronation Days and at 
other festivals. The world’s biggest 
coin, the ten-daler Swedish copper 
coin, which weighs no less than 20 
kg., is another interesting exhibit, 
minted in 1644. That was_ before 
notes were “invented,” and the metal 
content had to correspond to the 
value. For these giant coins of which 
only three specimens are extant, one 
could buy five barrels of rye. Today 
they are estimated to possess a collec- 
tor’s value of about 80,000 kronor 
($20,000). 


In 1661 the first notes appeared in 
Sweden, incidentally the first in Eu- 
rope; China had notes long before 
that. From 1830 notes were issued 
both by the State and the private 
banks, until, in 1903, the Swedish 
Riksbank obtained the sole right. 
The exhibition has several technical 
finesses which makes it particularly 
interesting and instructive. For in- 
stance, by pressing various buttons 
you can see on a large map where in 
Sweden coins were minted at various 
times. 


Fine Medal Collection 


In close connection with the num- 
ismatic section has been arranged a 
special permanent exhibition of med- 
als, which, like the coinage depart- 
ment, differs very much from the tra- 
ditional museum style. The very pre- 
mises are light and pleasant with 
modern comfortable chairs in groups 
on the floor and with ivy climbing the 
walls. The medals are placed in ele- 
gant show-cases built into the walls 
and illuminated from within and 
where they have been fixed in rows 


and groups on slightly sloping panels, 
The sober and artistic arrangement 
almost gives the visitor an impression 
of looking into a shop-window of some 
extremely exclusive jeweller’s. The 
collections contain many rarities of 
high artistic value of Swedish, Ger- 
man and French medal art from the 
16th and 17th centuries as well as 
works by 15th century masters such 
as the Italians Pisanello and Sper- 
andio.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF 


By THOMAS ELDER 


What Coins Have 
Advanced Most In Price? 


My answer is that all classes have 
advanced at about the same rate since 
about 25 years ago. The year 1929 
marked notable advances. That was 
the era of the Laurence Sale held in 
June of that year. 

Everyone seemed to have money at 
that time. The stock market was 
booming and there were perhaps a 
dozen members of the Laurence Sale 
itself contributing greatly to the many 
records broken at that sale of gold 
coins. 

Many of these collectors dropped by 
the wayside after the sale, but a few 
continued. One collector, now dead, 
never bought another coin except from 
one dealer. 


There was a new advance in U. S. 
coins after 1941, and a steady ad- 
vance continued up until 1946. Around 
the end of the Second World War, 
certain coins started to lag, especially 
at auction sales. 


At this time some of the catalogers 
are hunting for the fine paper money 
and notes which have come on the 
market in the last two years and 
which seem to be waiting for new col- 
lectors to come into the field. These 
rare and interesting notes include the 
Colonial and Continental money, rare 
State, and rare old bank notes of the 
time of the Civil War and earlier. 
These notes are just as rare as ever 
and just as desirable, and there is no 
possible excuse for neglecting them. 


The rare Colonial and Continental 
notes are really very hard to get in 
fine condition and they make a most 
attractive showing in a book on paper 
money. Some of the bank notes are 
beautifully colored and well executed. 
A few of the banks will redeem the 
old notes if they are genuine. 

In the first rank are the large U. S. 
cents, very desirable and hard to find. 
One may conclude that all classes of 
U. S. coins have advanced at about 
the same rates. 

Right now the tendency seems to 
point to good advances in all classes 
as shown by recent trends. Collectors 
will undoubtedly stick to coin collect- 
ing and paper money collecting even 
if their funds become slightly limited. 
If they cannot collect dollars or gold, 
they will collect cents where the prices 
start at one cent or face value. 

From the foregoing facts one can 
conclude that the demand for coins of 
all classes will continue. 


Futile Attempts At 
Cornering Coins 


In spite of futile attempts at cor- 
nering coins, the efforts of collectors 
continue even into modern issues. 

The earliest attempts in this direc- 
tion were toward the issues of minor 
coins such as the 1873-1877 series. 
Ben Green of Chicago made the first

serious attempt with the three cent 
silver piece of 1873. Only a few 
hundred of these were struck. Even 
at that, Ben Green never quite suc- 
ceeded. When he finally seemed to 
have achieved the result, stray coins 
continued to turn up occasionally. But 
he was persistent and hard to dis- 
courage and he was a bidder every 
time the 1873 three cent silver ap- 
peared. 


He was also a bidder on several 
hundred three dollar gold coins of 
1879 and 1880. These usually ap- 
peared in lots from Pennsylvania col- 
lectors. The effort turned out to be 
too big for him, but there is no reason 
to believe that he ever gave up his 
efforts in this direction, although 
many of the coins kept appearing oc- 
casionally. 

The one, three, and five cent coins 
of 1877 were in great demand and still 
are. I don’t believe any definite num- 
ber was given for that year, but just 
enough were issued to make them tol- 
erably safe from cornering. There- 
fore no collector had much success 
with 1877 coins, although for many 
years very few of them appeared at 
one time. 

Collectors today seem to be able to 
keep better track of coins such as the 
rarest S Mint dimes. The most popu- 
lar type of collections today are U. S. 
minor coins in rolls, and collectors are 
going after these with a vengeance. 


—0— 


Early Small Cents 
More Popular 


Of course the 1856 Eagle cent was 
the most popular cent with collec- 
tors. When the first 1856 cent came 
out and sold for about $1.50 for a 
very fine specimen, proof brought 
about the same price, as the uncir- 
culated collectors often advertised 
a set of a proof and uncirculated, 
the two for $2.50. 

The pure copper Indian head cent 
of 1864 without initials sold for 
about $1.25, and had a good demand 
at that price, while the copper nickel 
of 1856 with an Indian head brought 
only $1.25 to $1.50 each and seemed 
in great demand. All the leading 
dealers advertised them in _ the 
journals and there always seemed 
enough of them to go around for a 
little more money. Complete sets of 
the various kinds were issued to cur- 
rent collectors. 

For only a few dollars one could 
get a set of cents with all the rare 
dates included. It was a scandal for 
how little money proof or uncircu- 
lated cents were to be had in those 
days. The low prices in the journals 
would make one laugh. As a matter 
of fact the price of any coin would 
make one laugh — before the date 
1865. 


The coins were easier to find in 
those days. It was the coin collec- 
tors who were comparatively fewer 
in number. In the coin sales the 
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small cents were usually sold in sets. 
For several years this habit persis 
ed until more collectors came into 
the field and certain coins were di 
continued and became a little scarc- 
er. At the same time, current large 
U. S. cents were easy to secure. 

Men like Steigenwalt of Lan- 
caster, Pa., did quite a business of 
large U. S. cents. I remember we!! 
a large catalog that Steigenwa!: 
issued about 1890, when he sold 
lots of duplicate U. S. cents by the 
thousands. For instance, he offered 
lots like 500 of 1810, 1812 cents for 
very moderate prices, sometimes as 
low as four or five cents apiece. 
These coins were in good condition, 
sometimes in very good condition. 

Even as late as 1900 Henry Chap- 
man was offering duplicate large 
U. S. cents for as low as $2 per 
hundred. The same cent today 
brings from $18 to $25 per hundred. 

There has always been a big de- 
mand for large and small cents. As 
a matter of fact they and the half 
cents are our most popular coin, and 
the increase in the number of col- 
lectors indicates this great demand 
is likely to continue. The addition 
of the mint mark cent has added 
incentive. In fact this demand is so 
high, that if there were not any de- 
mand for anything else but U. S. 
cents, the demand for coins would 
still be enormous.

Comparative Rarity of 
1872 and 1877 Cents 


Both of these dates are extremely 
popular — the 1872 only a_ shade 
less than 1877. Raymond declared to 
me that the 1872 is the rarest, al- 
though there were a few more hund- 
red struck than in 1877. 


The 1877 had only around 900,000 
pieces struck which makes it also a 
very rare cent. Furthermore, practi- 
cally all were thrown into circulation. 
Collectors have tried to accumulate 
these cents, but few were ever able 
to put fifty aside. Many were badly 
worn so that all the date figures do 
not show, proving that the common 
public never valued them above any 
other cents of the period and never 
was aware of their rarity. The pub- 
lic just took them and spent them. 

The 1872 also received hard treat- 
ment and hard circulation. When 
seen, this date is usually badly worn. 
As for proofs, there is a big differ- 
ence in valuation. A choice proof 
1877 readily sells from $50 to $60, 
while an 1872 proof sells under $25. 
There is no good reason for this 
difference in price value, except for 
the popularity of the famed 1877 coin. 

Because of the rarity of the proof 
1877, it may sell some day for $100. 
The fast dropping dollar value proves 
that the biggest values today are 
found in rare coins, and that if proof, 
the 1872 cent at $25 and the 1877 at 
$50 are dirt cheap. 

Thousands of nice coins are con- 
sidered very cheap today in compar- 
ison to prices of other commodities. 
Many coins are selling for altogether 
too low a price at present.

T. M< ELDER 
Algood, Tennessee 
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Death of Thomas L. Elder 


Just as this last form of HOBBIES 
was being put on the press a tele- 
gram came from Traveler’s Rest, 
South Carolina, announcing the sad 
news of the death of Thomas L. Elder 
there on May 12. Mr. Elder was one 
of the veteran coin collectors of the 
country, having been born in 1878 
near Tuckahoe, New York, and a col- 
lector since he was ten years old. 

At the age of 18 he went to New 
York City and started a coin business 
in a small way, gradually working it 
up to one of thriving importance. He 
liked to reminisce on the early days 
of his coin dealings, and particularly 
upon the interesting episodes that oc- 
curred at his early auctions. 

In addition to coins one of Mr. 
Elder’s favorite hobbies was that of 
gems and minerals, as an article in 
this issue indicates. 

Although he had been ill for many 
months he was buoyed up by his hob- 
bies and maintained his column in 
HosBiEs until the very last. 

Those who have followed his rem- 
iniscences column in HosBIEs for these 
many years will know that Mr. Elder’s 
experiences with coins and coin col- 
lectors had been exceedingly rich. 

His vast knowledge of coins and 
their histories made him popular 
wherever he went as the following 


excerpt published in an Atlanta, Ga., 
paper a while ago shows: 

“Mr. Elder is a most interesting 
personage and his conversations deal- 
ing with various phases of numis- 
matism would hold a person spell- 
bound for hours at a time and his 
knowledge of colonial currency, brass 
buttons of which he has some old rare 
ones, of military regiments, is vast. 
To hear Mr. Elder sit up and talk 
coins, you’d wonder why everybody 
doesn’t go in for this apparently fas- 
cinating amusement, especially as the 
crowned heads of Europe are most 
enthusiastic numismatists (Were at 
the time of this interview), giving 
social endorsement. 

“Said Mr. Elder: ‘I was 10 years 
old when my father started me out 
with a small collection, and I am still 
collecting. You can buy a coin rep- 
resenting every 50 years since the 
earliest known coinage 700 B. C. for 
$50. They range from 15 cents to 
$5 each. You see, those old monarchs 
made coins by the hundreds of thou- 
sands and some of them are not rare 
as so many were made.’ ” 

Mr. and Mrs. Elder wintered in the 
South, avoiding the extreme cold of 
their old home at Pleasantville, New 
York. He will be buried at Kittan- 
ning, Pa. 

Mr. Elder’s passing removes one of 
the last of the early coin collectors 
from our midst. His “Recollections 
of an Old Collector” will be missed in 
HOBBIES.

ONIONS A CURE FoR Dropsy. A cor-

The asparagus affording on distilla- 
tion, an essential terebinthinate oil, 
we are disposed to consider the plant 
a diuretic. If it produces, as Brous- 
sais says, a sedative effect on the 
heart and arteries, it is an excellent 
article of diet, during the inflamma- 
tory stage of pulmonary affections. A 
mild sedative nutrient article of diet 
is a great desideratum in a variety 
of inflammatory diseases, particularly 
the early stages of pulmonary con- 
sumption, scrofula, etc.

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BOOKPLATES 


Though bookplates have been in use 
and collected for over 400 years, the 
past 50 years have seen a resurgence 
of interest in these expressions of the 
owner’s personality. They often re- 
veal a man’s taste, humor, sometimes 
his querulousness, besides his vanities, 
and occasionally his profession. When 
they were used as dedications, we gain 
an insight into the character of the 
intended owner and often a more per- 
sonal picture of his contemporary life 
through the inscription. 

One of the most important book- 
plates is that used to mark the books 
presented to the Monastery of Bux- 
heim by Hilprand Brandenburg of 
Biberach about 1475. Known to be 
one of the earliest, and considered by 
some to be the finest, it is also one of 
the most charming. Another early 
wood-cut ex-libris is that designed by 
Albert Diirer for Willibald Pirck- 
heimer. Other early engravers were 
the brothers Hans Sebald and Barthel 
Behan. Among 16th century German 
designers who have influenced our 
later English and American artists 
are Jost Amman, Virgil Solis, Mathias 
Zundt, and Lucas Kilian. Of particu-

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lar interest in the English 17th cen- 
tury plates are the five of Samuel 
Pepys; in the 18th, the plate of John 
Holland by Hogarth, and that of Sir 
Foster Cunliffe by Bartolozzi. 

Bacon, Chancellor of Queen Eliza- 
beth, was one of the first to use the 
bookplate in England. Cardinal Wol- 
sey’s engraved bookplate is often re- 
ferred to as the first English ex-libris. 
In France, there is record of their use 
by Louis XV; La Pompadour (who, at 
her death, left a large and important 
library); Du Barry, though barely 
able to read, followed the fashion and 
ordered a library collected for her. 
Charlotte Corday’s bookplate has been 
noted for she had many books which 
she later distributed among her 
friends; as a child she had been taught 
to read from a copy of Corneille’s 
works for she was the grand-daugh- 
ter of that great dramatist. 

Some think the interest in book- 
plates waned in the 19th century and 
that it revived with the study of her- 
aldry. We do not entirely accept this, 
and find that, among others, there 
were many plain and decorative labels 
and woodcuts of biblical subjects. 

In our own country, some of the 
first American settlers were opposed 
to the use of coats-of-arms so the 
popularity of the armorial devices de- 
clined somewhat. One notable excep- 
tion that all collectors feel they must 
own, however, is, of course, George 
Washington’s bookplate. This was his 
coat-of-arms which, with its “3 Cin- 
que foiles,” showed that the bearer 
owned land, was a farmer, and to this 
Washington added the old design of 
spears of wheat to indicate what he 
once called “the most favorite amuse- 
ment of my life.” 

Nathaniel Hurd, born in Boston in 
1730, was probably the most promi- 
nent of our engravers before the Rev- 
olution. He is said to have been the 
first American artist to engrave on 
copper. Thomas Dering’s bookplate 
is declared to be the earliest signed 
and dated by an American engraver. 
Another artist who, besides being fa- 
mous for his bookplates, was one of 
the first engravers of American his- 
torical scenes, was Amos Doolittle. 
Other well-known engravers were Paul 
Revere, Peter Maverick, Joseph Calen- 
dar, Thomas Johnston, Samuel Hill 
and John Furnass. We even find a 
group of plates by the notorious for- 
ger and convict, Brunton of Connecti- 
cut. 

Of the later American engravers, 
Sidney L. Smith was one of the great- 
est; and excellent work has been done 
by E. D. French, J. W. Spenceley, W. 
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F. Hopson and A. N. Macdonald. We 
have found especially attractive a 
bookplate, the design of a fan, which 
E. D. French made for the Colonial 
Dames of America. 


The bookplate of one of our most 
famous book lovers, A. Edward New- 
ton, expresses most charmingly his 
tremendous admiration for one of his 
favorite authors, Dr. Johnson. An- 
other especially interesting is that of 
Mary Hastings Bradley, reminiscent 
of her travels and big game hunts 
with its lion on an overhanging ledge 
and the native bearers on the trail. 

Eugene Field urged that all lovers 
of books should provide themselves 
with bookplates. He said, “Whenever 
I see a book that bears its owner’s 
plate I feel myself obligated to treat 
that book with special consideration. 
It carries with it a certificate of its 
master’s love; the bookplate gives the 
volume a certain status it would not 
otherwise have. Time and again I 
have fished musty books out of bins 
in front of bookstalls, bought them 
and bourne them home with me sim- 
ply because they had upon their thin 
covers the bookplate of their former 
owners.” 

Mottoes or maxims are another 
branch of the bookplate field which 
may be most expressive or appropri- 
ate; and mottoes directed against book 
borrowers are often pertinent and 
amusing. Following are a few senti- 
ments from various book owners: 
“My never-failing friends.” 

“He that loveth a good book will never 
want a faithful friend, a wholesome 
counsellor, a cheerful companion, an 
effectual comforter.”

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COURSE ON BOOK COLLECTING 


Books are more fun to collect than 
stamps or glass or furniture for most 
people. They make a splendid sup- 
porting adjutant for any other kind 
of collection or for any interest or 
hobby. : 

The man who goes in for fly-fishing 
must inevitably acquire a few sporting 
books on fishing, some technical books 
on fly making and on casting, and 
then nature books; perhaps even some 
poetry appreciative of the out-of- 
doors. Sooner or later he may make 
a collection of Izaak Waltons, or of 
books on the parts of the country 
where he fishes; and he may go so far 
as to assemble a fine library of books 
on the history of his favorite fishing 
area, or on cooking fish and game, or 
on camping and canoeing, or a library 
of fish stories and other humor and 
tall tales. 

The person who makes lace, or 
studies history, or attends concerts, or 
makes piston rings, has a somewhat 
parallel experience. So it is that 
book collectors who are not profes- 
sionals, are made. 

A course in book collecting could 
tell such people how to find out what 
books are now in print on their sub- 
jects and be obtained through book 
stores. It could tell how to find out 
what out-of-print books exist and 
where they may be sought through 
used-book dealers. It could tell where 
to hunt, what to expect of the dealers, 
how to evaluate books when they are 
found, how to care for them, where to 
find printed evaluations of their con- 
tents or of them as collectors’ items. 
What is more, such a course could 
impart enthusiasm, could acquaint col- 
lectors with each other, with their 
instructors, and with material ex- 
hibited for them or distributed or de- 
scribed. 

This is what a course given by the 
Montclair (New Jersey) Library for 
the Adult School of Montclair, did.

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INTRODUCTION TO AUTOGRAPHS 


By EDWIN B. HOAG 


The average person, when spoken 
to regarding the collecting of auto- 
graphs, immediately visualizes the 
term as applying only to the written 
name. In reality, it is the minority 
of autograph collectors who specialize 
in signatures. Autograph seekers, for 
the most part, are primarily interested 
in autogranh letters, manuscripts, doc- 
uments, and quotations; items that 
contain interesting and _ revealing 
words; virgin thoughts as originally 
put to paper by the great personages 
of history. The original written pas- 
sages of these people give us a feeling 
of intimacy that it is impossible to 
find in the printed word. Somehow, 
they have more meaning, more sin- 
cerity, and one feels, reading, that 
the writer has actually put his heart 
into it. 

Many times the question is put to 
me, “How do people get started col- 
lecting autographs?” To this there 
are several answers. Numerous people 
have started at a young age, travel- 
ing about soliciting the autograph of 
contemporary brightlights of the 
stage, local mayors, authors, and other 
prominent people. As they grow older 
this whim grows and the collector 
turns to the more valuable and his-

torical material. Other collectors have 
started at a later age when the urge 
for more strenuous pastimes has 
dwindled. Then we have the person 
who started by collecting books. From 
books, this type of collector has turned 
to original manuscripts by authors 
and thus to other autograph material. 


There are many autograph collec- 
tors who maintain collections of varied 
and diversified interests, but numer- 
ous collectors try to limit and spe- 
cialize in particular fields such as 
literary, political, war, and theatrical. 
I have changed the specialization of 
my own collection at least a dozen 
times, having collected at different 
times, presidents, governors, philoso- 
phers, signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, Civil War, and many 
others. 


I know collectors who prefer in- 
scribed books. Some limit themselves 
to specific dates and I actually know 
an autograph collector who collects 
only authors who wore white beards! 

Thus, one can easily see that the 
hobby of autograph collecting, has an 
innumerable number of branches, to 
satisfy any taste. 

One of the great attractions of the 
hobby is knowledge gained, through 
the pursuit of the hobby, quite after 
one comes across material not listed 
in history books. One would have a 
hard time finding in history books, 
the beautiful love letters that Na- 
thaniel Greene wrote to his wife. To 
read a letter written by a great Civil 
War or Revolutionary General, telling 
of an important battle, is more real- 
istic than dozens of cold, printed re- 
cords. 


The collector also learns many of 
the interesting foibles of the great 
people of the world that are not com- 
monly known. For instance, did you 
know that aside from writing magni- 
ficient letters to his wife, Nathaniel 
Greene never opened a letter from his 
wife without first washing his hands? 
Did you know that Andrew Johnson 
was unable to write until he had 
reached the age of 22 and then only 
through the patience of his wife, Eliza 
McCardle, or that William Thackeray 
used two distinct styles of writing? 
Has anyone ever told you that Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland wrote and an- 
swered practically all of his corre- 
spondence? These are but a few of 
the interesting bits of information 
that are found on the autograph col- 
lecting trail. 


Beginners often ask the value of 
autograph material. This is not al- 
ways easy to determine. The various 
factors determining the value of auto- 
graphs have been discussed by numer- 
ous authorities. 


The late Thomas F. Madigan in his 
book, “Word Shadows of the Great’ 
expressed his opinion by means of 
percentages, as follows. Demand 40%, 
Contents 25%, Rarity 20%, Condition 
15%. This is, of course only a gen- 

eral formula and is not infallible. 
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Tastes vary, and an item that [ 
would pay $50 for might be worth, 
perhaps half that amount to you or 
another. As a rule, however, contents 
are a primary factor. I should pre. 
fer a letter written by a commoner 
describing the trials and tribulations 
of the “reconstruction” in contrast to 
a letter of no significance written by 
an important figure. In any event, do 
not let yourself be guided by prices, 
alone, or you may be the victim of 
bitter disappointment. 

My philosophy has been to garner 
those things of most interest to me. 
Here are a few of the quaint and 
unique items that I have encountered. 

1. The original assignment of all 
of the works of Sir Walter Scott in- 
cluding, of course, the Waverly Novels. 
The assignment is made by John G, 
Lockhart, husband of Scott’s daughter 
Sophia. Lockhart was a famous au- 
thor and noted for his biographies 
which included Robert Burns, Napo- 
leon and Scott. The agreement is 12 
pages in length, dated 1850, and signed 
11 times by Lockhart as well as other 
parties. 

2. An original lock of Sir Walter 
Seott’s hair, which is accomanied by 
a document that thoroughly authentic- 
ates it. This item is dated 1842 and 
is with 18 lines of verse devoted to 
the lock of hair. This unique item 
was presented to the Anti-Corn Ba- 
zaar at Manchester and sold there at 
that time. 

These examples should be sufficient 
to whet the appetite of the potential 
autograph collector and-enough to en- 
courage to higher peaks the veteran 
collecter. 

If you are looking for a hobby that 
is inspiring, educational, absorbing 
and (again) interesting, start today 
collecting autographs and open to 
greater horizons, your mental door. 

Incidentally, Mary A. Benjamin, 
prominent New York autograph deal- 
er, recently told of one enthusiastic 
young collector who offered her his 
house, the walls of which were liter- 
ally covered with autographs. After 
this, what ? ?

Clare Luce Gives 5,000 
Collection to Catholic University 


Clare Booth Luce, playwright, au- 
thor, and formerly congresswoman, 
has recently presented her collection 
of 5,000 books on the drama and 
theatre to the Catholic University, 
Washington, D. C. 

Some of Mrs. Luce’s own unpub- 
lished manuscripts comprise part of 
the collection. These include an un- 
produced play called “Happy Mar- 
riage.’ 

Also of note is a complete collec- 
tion of George Bernard Shaw, with a 
number of first editions. Many of 
the writings are out of print and 
many are autographed. Most of the 
collection was assembled over the 
past 10 years. 
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Browning Shrine 

Collectors will be interested to 
know that on May 7, the date of Ro- 
bert Browning’s birth, Dr. A. Joseph 
Armstrong, Baylor university profes- 
sor at Waco, Texas, will lay the cor- 
nerstone for a building to house a 
priceless Browning collection. 

Dr. Armstrong began plans for ‘the 
most beautiful building in America” 
about five years ago. A friend offered 
$100,000 if the professor could raise 
a like amount; to date, he has $460,000 
with $200,000 still needed. 

Various parts of the building, fur- 
niture, and the 16 stained glass win- 
dows, have been paid for by some 
Browning lover. The city of Waco 
gave $100,000 for the purchase of the 
site, a city block adjacent to the Bay- 
lor campus. 

A few of the treasures that will be 
found in this shrine are: 4,000 volumes 
of books which include every first edi- 
tion of Browning; Browning’s works 
translated into 37 languages; two orig- 
inal portraits of Browning, one a life- 
sized painting by his son; a marble 
bust of Browning’s son when he was 
eight years old which tradition says 
was so loved by Elizabeth that it must 
not be dusted as her fingerprints still 
are on it; the clock that kept time 
for Browning’s father and still runs 
perfectly; the brooch Browning gave 
to Elizabeth on their first wedding an- 
niversary; the poet’s signet ring, and 
two miniatures of Elizabeth and Ro- 
bert done in 1870.

Pictographs made by pre-historic 
Indians are to be found in various lo- 
calities throughout the United States. 
These are always interesting. South 
America presents some such ex- 
amples of this type of Indian art. 
Henri Lehmann in “The Archaeology 
of the Popayan Region, Columbia” 
(B. A. E. Bulletin 143, pp. 861-2), 
speaks thus of such paintings to be 
found in Columbia: “Pictographs or 
paintings on stone are preserved at 
several places. At Guambia, near La 
Primera Vereda, north of the Rio 
Piendamo, is the figure of a horned 
animal with a body like that of an 
insect; two front legs and two rear 
legs are represented. To the right, 
apparently having some connection 
with the animal, is a large spiral, 
which possibly represents the ani- 
mal’s tail or which may be some 
other symbol, such as a spider web. 
There are other unidentifiable frag- 
ments of painting. The paint is 
black, probably mineral pigment. In 
the Pinon Mountain, between Silvia 
and Pitayo, there are bright red 
and seemingly rather recent paint- 
ings, the figure including circles, 
disks, rectangles, a snake, a few ani- 
mals, and one human figure. The 
style recalls the pictorial histories 
painted on bison skins by the Plains 
Indians of North America, and may 
be a narrative painting of the life 
of the person shown at the lower 
right of the painting, in a crouching 
position.”

Unusual Mortar and Pestle from 
Oaxaca Valley, Mexico 


This relic, which is 8x12x3%”, 
has a flat cavity only one-half inch 
deep. The muller or pestle is oval 
and almost round, both being made 
of hard wiry granite. 


Culturally they are attributed to 
the early Zapotecs, who ruled the 
area of Mt. Alban, which was the 
ruling center for the whole of Oaxa- 
ca Valley and surrounding area. 


Many fine stone relics have been 
found in this valley, there having 
been a dense population here ==. pre- 
Spanish times. Among the material 
found here in relics are, jade, neph- 
rite, jasper, marble, jadeite, calcite, 
obsidian, etc. Also many copper and 
gold ornaments have been found in 
this valley and in Mt. Alban tombs 
was uncovered the greatest treasure 
trove ever found in Mexico.

Blow guns and poisoned darts 
from the upper Amazon river. 


The blow-gun in South America 
reached a higher degree of perfec- 
tion than the blow-gun of North 
America. Tubes up to 15 feet long 
were made accurately, some of which 
were as true as a rifle barrel. When 
it is considered that these guns in 
South America were made in two 
pieces of split hard wood, it is all 
the more remarkable. 

The process was to select a suita- 
ble small tree, scraping and thin- 





ning it, then splitting it. Now an ac- 
curate grove was cut in both halves 
and polished to a gloss, then the 
halves were gum glued together and 
wrapped with fiber stripping. Over 
this, native gum was coated and vol- 
ished. At the larger end was gum 
glued a spool like receptacle for 
the lips. 


The darts used in these guns are 
of several types, the simpler type 
is illustrated herewith; being a strip 
of plain wood sharpened to a needle 
point. This roll of darts contains 
about 500, being laced with fibre in- 
to a sort of panel to facilitate hand- 
ling. This type of dart may vary 
from six inches to about fifteen 
inches long, from one-sixteenth to 
one-eighth inch in thickness. At the 
butt end of this type was placed 
a roll of Kapoc fibre, to facilitate 
propulsion in the barrel. 


“Curate” the poison used on these 
darts was dipped on at a later time 
when they were going to be used. 
“Curate” poison is now being used 
to treat some nervous diseases by 
the medical profession. 


Another type of dart used in South 
America is shorter and has a feather 
tuft at the butt end instead of the 
Kapoc tuft. 


It is said, a good Indian marks- 
man could hit a two-inch target at 


200 feet, “That is shootin” with any 
sort of gun. 


Today some few inner tribes stil! 
use the blow gun in South America. 











Wisconsin Copper Cache 
Found in 1904 


The illustration shows a cache 
found in central Wisconsin in 1904 
by a farmer. 

The four different types of imple- 


ments shown are of average size, 
the knife being five inches long. 
The pan-like piece in which the four 
relics are standing, is a raw copper 
sheet, pounded out flat to be used 
in making other implements. Such 
copper relics are rare to day and are 
becoming more so. 

Hollow shank spears up to fifteen 
inches have been found, in both the 
flat and bayonet type blades. 





RESEARCH IN THE WEST 


Missing links in the story of man 
in North America, including one very 
early human skeleton, are provided by 
caves in the neighborhood of Great 
Salt Lake, according to surveys of 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

This body of water was approxim- 
ately 1,000 feet above its present level 
near the end of the last ice age, ap- 
proximately 20,000 years ago. Follow- 
ing the retreat of the ice a prolonged 
dry period apparently set in. Streams 
flowing into the lake were dried up 
and the level of the lake itself began 
to sink. During the thousands of 
years of this shrinkage, which appar- 
ently was prolonged by wet periods 
from time to time, various shore lines 
were left which can be detected by 
geologists. Also caves were cut in its 
banks. The times when these caves 
were first above water, and thus open 
for human habitation, can be dated 
crudely by calculating the rate of 
shrinkage of the water. For several 
thousand years, it is probable, the 
lake has remained in approximately 
its present condition. 

It so happens that this long period 
of shrinkage corresponds to an almost 
complete blank in the story. of man 
on this continent. At about the end 
of the last glaciation, it is known, a 
race of nomadic hunters, the first 
known inhabitants of North America, 
lived in the eastern foothills of the 
Rocky Mountains.. They are known 
by their curious projectile heads, 
known as Folsom points, found in 
association with long-extinct animals. 


Similar artifacts have been found scat- 
tered over much of the present area 
of the United States leading to the 
conclusion that the Folsom nomads, 
probably at a somewhat later period, 
wandered over much of the continent. 


Finds of Folsom points west of the 
Rockies are very rare. The moun- 
tains may have been too much of a 
barrier for the ancient people—un- 
fortunately for the archeological sign- 
ificance of the Great Salt Lake caves. 

Following Folsom man there is a 
long gap to the earliest traces of the 
Basket Makers in the Southwest. 
These people can be fairly definitely 
dated by the tree rings in ancient 
timbers and other’ methods. At the 
utmost they go back not over 2,000 
years. They are closer to the present 
than to the ancient nomads. 


The interval of many thousands of 
years is filled in very sparsely and 
uncertainly. If there had been any 
peoples living west of the Rockies dur- 
ing this long period the Great Salt 
Lake caves would have been natural 
shelters. With the object of follow- 
ing up this clue the caves have been 
investigated by Dr. Julian H. Steward, 
Smithsonian Institution archeologist, 
paid with the University of 

tah.

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able between 10,000 and 15,000 years 
ago, was found scanty evidence of a 
very ancient people. The cave was 
occupied, very soon after it was left 
dry by the receding lake. There is 
no interval whatsoever between the 
floor of lake gravels left behind by the 
water and the human artifacts. In 
fact, fragments of charcoal show that 
the ancient people built fires on the 
gravel itself. There can be no ques- 
tion, the researchers found, but that 
these people preceded by several thou- 
sand years the earliest Basket Mak- 
ers. The period may have been as 
much as 10,000 years. 

Six inches deep in the lake gravel 
floor was found the buried skeleton 
of an infant. The bones were very 
immature. Beside the skeleton lay a 
sharp bone “dagger.” At this level 
also were found some very small pro- 
jectile points, probably dart heads, 
and knives, scrapers, and bone awls. 
They are entirely different in design, 
however, from the artifacts associated 
with Folsom culture. There intervenes 
a thin layer of debris, above which 
are found artifacts of a quite different 
and later culture. The most conspicu- 
ous feature of this is a curiously made 
projectile point of reddish or gray 
quartzite. It is not like the Folsom 
point, however, and intermingled in 
this strata are the small “arrow 
points” of the earlier culture. On top 
of this are found artifacts of a cul- 
ture which, evidence from other caves 
shows, was contemporaneous with, or 
even later than, the earliest Basket 
Makers. It is possibly that of very 
early Navajo, who are presumed to 
have ssamaauaayee south from Canada. 


Maggie the Mummy 

Despite her undignified nick-name, 
Maggie the Mummy is no common- 
er. She is an Egyptian princess 
three thousand years old who has 
retired to the Kalamazoo Museum 
in Michigan. 

When the museum received Mag- 
gie as a bequest from Donald O. 
Boudeman, who reveals she came 
to this country from Cairo, for a 
San Francisco exhibit in 1895, they 
were hopeful that she would be 
stuffed with jewels. It is a known 
fact that the vital organs of de- 
ceased Egyptian royalty were often 
replaced with gems. 

In due time Maggie was placed 
under an x-ray machine, but sad to 
relate, the pictures failed to disclose 
any hidden treasure. However, it 
was learned that Maggie was a wom- 
an of around 45. Her death was a 
natural one for there are no broken 
bones in her body. Shameful to say, 
hers was no “Smile of Beauty,” for 
her upper jaw is toothless and sever- 
al of her lower molars show signs 
of abscess. Furthermore, she suffer- 
ed from sinus trouble, the x-ray 
plates reveal. 

Despite Maggie’s poor state of 
health, the Museum has no com- 
plaints about her. They think she’s 
a good old girl. Many a time, they

The Swiss Hunter. The following 
curious occurence is mentioned in the 
JOURNAL DE L’ISERE; A short time ago 
a hunter, who was sporting on the 
banks of the lake of Wallenstad, in 
Switzerland, discovered the nest of 
one of those destructive birds, the 
“lammergeyer,’”’ a species of vulture; 
he shot the male, and made his way 
along a projection of the rock with a 
view of taking the young birds. He 
had raised his arm and put his hand 
into the nest, when the female, hover- 
ing over his head unperceived by him, 
pounced down upon him, fixed her tal- 
ons in his arms, and her beak in his 
side. The sportsman, whom the slight- 
est movement must have precipitated 
to the bottom of the rock, with that 
coolness and self-possession so pecul- 
iar to the mountain huntsmen of that 
country, notwithstanding the pain he 
experienced, remained unmoved. Hav- 
ing his fowling-piece, in his left hand, 
he placed it against the face of the 
rock, pointed to the breast of the bird, 
and with his toe, as they always go 
barefooted, the better to enable them 
to hold and climb the rocks, he touched 
the trigger, and the piece went off, 
and killed his enemy on the nest.

Some of these 
birds have been known to measure 17 
feet from tip to tip of the wings, and 
are only equalled in size by the con- 
dor of South America. 
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THE GERMAN REPEATING RIFLE

We have aiready given detailed de- 
scriptions of several forms of repeat- 


‘ing rifles, including those adopted by 


the English, the Austrian, the Bel- 
gian, and the Turkish Governments. 
We now publish engravings of the 
German rifle. As this represents the 
practice of the greatest military na- 
tion in Europe, it is a subject of 
very great interest, and its details 
are worthy of study. Of course the 
mechanism of all magazine rifles is 
much the same in principle, and it is 
only in minor points that differences 
arise. In our last article, we drew 
attention to the varieties in type which 
exist, and need not refer to them 
again, particularly as the German 
magazine system is the same type as 
the Austrian, that is, the Mannlicher. 


The distinctive feature is the method 
of issuing and loading the cartridges. 
These are sent out in packets of five, 
held together by a light steel clip, and 
these packets, including the clip, are 
placed in the magazine. The cart- 
ridges are fed upwards, one at a time, 
and when the last is loaded into the 
barrel the clip falls out of the bottom 
of the magazine, and leaves the space 
empty for the insertion of the next 
packet. The details of the bolt are, 
we believe, due to a committee, and 
cannot be claimed by any particular 
person. The extractor is of the rotat- 
ing type, that is, it can rotate in rela- 
tion to the bolt, but it is stationary 
in relation to the cartridge. The lock- 
ing of the bolt takes place in the 
chamber of the barrel, as in the Mau-

ser rifle, and is exceedingly firm, giv- 
ing steady and’ accurate shooting. 
The cocking of the main spring ig 
effected when the bolt is turned to 
commence the extraction of the cart- 
ridge, and the spring can only be re- 
leased when the bolt is securely locked. 

The breech action of the rifle ig 
shown in Fig. 1, and the details of 
the mechanism in the succeeding fig- 
ures. The breech is closed by a bolt 
(Figs. 1 and 2), having its handle 
well forward, so that it turns down 
over the magazine. At its forward 
end this bolt has two lugs which enter 


_into the rear of the chamber in the 


barrel, and when the bolt is rotated, 
lock behind two projections in the 
chamber (Fig. 5). These projections 
are tapered at one part so that when 
the bolt is turned to lock it, it at the 
same time advances about three-eigh- 
ths of an inch. In unlocking, this 
motion is taken advantage of to start 
the cartridge, the first part of the 
extraction being thus effected by a 
powerful screw action. The extrac- 
tor is mounted on the end of the bolt 
in front of the lugs (Figs. 1 and 2, 
and to a larger scale in Fig. 5). Its 
shank has a deep slot cut in it to 
receive the flat head of the striker 
(Fig. 3), and it has a projection on 
one side of it forming part of a bay- 
onet joint by which the extractor is 
fixed in the bolt. This projection is 
the equivalent of the screw which has 
been so severely criticised in the Lee- 
Speed rifle, but is, of course, im- 
mensely superior to that unmechanica] 
contrivance. It is solid with the ex- 
tractor, and therefore cannot possibly 
be lost, while it opposes a fairly large 
surface to the wear to which it is 
exposed. The Germans follow the 
same practice as the English in using 
the non-rotating extractor, while the 
Austrians, the Belgians, and the Turks 
use an extractor which rotates with 
the bolt. It is exceedingly difficult to 
see what advantage is gained to com- 
pensate for the increased complexity 
which attends the use of the loose ex- 
tractor. Possibly it was of use in 
the days of weak cartridges, but now 
the bases of cartridges are so strong 
that they are perfectly well able to 
bear the pressure of the gases with 
out being supported all round. This 
fact had not been. so clearly dem- 
onstrated when the German design 
was fixed, but the same reason can- 
not be urged in regard to our Mark II, 
which is still in the experimenta] 
stage. Most of its bad features, apart 
from those of its magazine, result 
from the employment of the non-rotate 
ing extractor. 

The extractor (Figs. 1 and 5) is 
let into the side of the loose head, and 
is secured by the sides of the groove

in which it lies, being slightly ham- 
mered over. At the opposite side is 
a disengaging pin, which is designed 
to throw out the empty cartridge case 
when the bolt is drawn completely 
back. The groove in which it lies is 
clearly shown in Fig. 5, but the pin 
is out of sight; it is, however, visible 
in Fig. 1. In the latter figure the end 
of the pin has struck against a stop 
in the body and has been suddenly 
forced forward, tilting the cartridge 
case over to the right and out of the 
arm. The stop against which the 
pin strikes, as well as a large stop 
which stands in the path of the lug, 
are both mounted on a pivoted spring 
arm, and can be instantly withdrawn 
when it is desired to remove the bolt 
from the gun. 

The body of the bolt is exceedingly 
strong and solid; the handle is firmly 
attached to it, and could not be broken 
off by any violence on the part of the 
soldier, such as stamping on it or 
knocking it against a tree to extract 
a refractory case. The bolt is bored 
from end to end, and within it are 
placed the striker and the mainspring 
(Fig. 3). As already stated, the for-- 
mer has a flat head entering a slot in 
the extractor, while its point projects 
right through to reach the cartridge. 
The rear end of the striker is screwed 
to receive a nut, which holds all the 
parts together (Fig. 2). It also car- 
ries the cocking catch, which is guided 
partly by the bolt (Fig. 5) and partly 
by a long finger which projects over 
and bears upon the bolt. A bent on 
the lower side of the catch also slides 
in a groove through which the sear 
of the trigger projects. The cocking 
is effected by means of two inclined 
planes, or cam paths, one cut into the 
wall of the bolt (Fig. 2), and the 
other forming a spur or projection on 
the ‘cocking catch. Supposing the arm 
to have just been fired these two sur- 
faces lie together, and the bolt forms 
one continuous cylinder with the cock- 
ing catch. When the bolt is rotated 
to unlock it, the cocking catch cannot 
turn at the same time, because its 
finger lies in the slot cut in the body. 
The two inclines therefore move over 
one another, and the catch is forced 
back until the point of its incline 
rides on the flat end of the bolt (Figs. 
1 and 5). The bolt is now drawn 
back to extract the empty cartridge, 
and then forced forward to load a 
full one. In its progress the cocking 
catch meets the sear of the trigger

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and is held by it, so that when the 
bolt is turned these inclines come op- 
posite each other, and the full force 
of the spring tends to drive the strik- 
er forward as soon as the trigger is 
pulled. If the trigger should be pulled 
before the bolt is locked the one in- 
cline strikes the other, and so pre- 
vents the striker reaching the cart- 
ridge. There is a safety catch by 
which the bolt can be locked, and ren- 
dered incapable of being fired until 
the catch is turned back. This is seen 
in Figs. 1 and 5 and separately in 
Fig. 2. It consists of a spindle cut 
away on one side for a part of its 
length; it is provided with a thumb- 
piece to turn it. The spindle lies in 
a recess in the cocking catch, and in 
the finger which projects from the 
latter (Fig. 2). In the position shown 
in Fig. 1 the spindle offers no opposi- 
tion to the cocking catch going for- 
ward, but if the thumb-piece be turned 
over to the other side, the uncut end 
of the spindle takes into a recess in 
the end of the bolt, and locks all the 
parts firmly together. The safety 
eatch also serves to lock the nut on 
the end of the striker bolt. The spin- 
dle is pressed outward by a spring 
and its round end takes into a simi- 
larly shaped recess in the underside 
of the nut. By pressing the spindle 
forward the nut can be released and 


turned. 
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The magazine is exceedingly com- 
pact, and is combined with the trigvey 
guard, as it is not intended to be 
removed, except at rare intervals, 
The feeder spring is a bell-crank with 
one arm exceedingly short. This short 
arm is pressed upon by a plunger 
around which is a coiled spring (Fig, 
6). This gives a very even motion, 
with little difference of pressure be- 
tween a full and an empty magazine. 
The clip, with its complement of cart- 
ridges just as it is issued to the 
troops, is shown in Fig. 4. It is thrust 
into the magazine and is held by the 
projection on its back taking into the 
catch (Fig. 6) in front of the trigger

guard. By pressing the knob on this 
catch the holder can be released, and 
will spring out upward. The entire 
arrangement is, in fact, similar to that 
of the Austrian Mannlicher magazine 
rifle, which we have already described 
at length on page 265 ante. 

It will be noticed in Fig. 1 that the 
barrel is apparently of very large 
external diameter. It is not, however, 
the true barrel that is seen, but a 
light outer case surrounding it. Be- 
tween the two there is an air space 
which acts as a non-conductor to pre- 
vent the soldier’s hand being burned 
by the hot metal. The sights are 
fixed on the outer case, the barrel 
being thus of perfectly uniform sec- 
tion, and free to expand or contract 
as it requires.

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PERCUSSION CAPS 


Percussion caps are small copper 
cylinders, closed at one end, for con- 
veniently holding the detonating pow- 
der which is exploded by the act of 
percussion in percussion-arms. Caps 
were not used with the earliest per- 
cussion-arms, which the Rev. Mr. 
Forsyth of Belhelvie, Aberdeenshire, 
patented in 1807; but they became tol- 
erably general between 1820 and 1830, 
and were adopted for the army by 
1840. The manufacture is extremely 
simple: A sheet of thin copper is 
stamped into pieces of appropriate 
shape, which are bent into the form 
of caps by stamping-apparatus clos- 
ing round a mandril, the whole being 
done in one machine by two opera- 
tions. The caps are then placed in a 
tray, mouths upward; and the inside 
of each is touched with a strongly 
adhesive varnish. Over this is dusted 
the detonating powder, all the par- 
ticles which fail to adhere being 
blown, dusted, or shaken out. A 
stamper once more is forced into the 
cap, to fix and compress the powder, 
and the operation is completed. Large 
numbers are filled and stamped to- 
gether, so that many thousands per 
hour may be turned out by one ma- 
chine. Admirable mechanism, for the 
manufacture of caps, is employed in 
the Royal Laboratory at Woolwich. 

For muskets, the caps are charged 
with equal parts of fulminating mer- 
cury and chlorate of potash; for can- 
non, with a mixture composed of two 
parts of chlorate of potash, two parts 
of native sulphuret of antimony, and 
one of powdered glass; the last in- 
gredient taking no part in the chem- 
ical action, and being added merely 
to increase the friction. 
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Pictures of these miniatures by George Middleton, marked G. M., consisting of silver 
fire-grate, fire-dogs, fender, tongs and shovel, were featured some years ago by 


that classic English publication, The Connoisseur. 


Perhaps through this illustration 


we can trace their present ownership. 


Miniature Silver 


The lover of Lilliputian art who 
has a sizeable collection of old silver 
toys has made a good investment, not 
alone in monetary value, but one full 
of interest and surprises. 


The making of silver toys is an old 
art. There is much evidence that 
there were several silversmiths spe- 
cializing in this branch of the trade 
in London, especially in the latter 
part of the eighteenth century. Sir 
Ambrose Heal’s work on the gold- 
smiths of London, recorded large num- 
bers of tradesmen as being “Jewellers, 
Goldsmiths and Toymakers.” Many 
incorporated the word “Toymakers” 
in their signs. 


One of the most energetic of the 
makers of miniature silver pieces was 
one Augustine Courtauld. He made 
candlesticks, cups and saucers, plates, 
coffee-pots, bed-warmers, wool-wind- 
ers, and other items modeled after 
the larger utilitarian items of the 
period. Courtauld’s work reflects the 
period of 1730-40 in which he pro- 
duced most pieces. Each of his pieces 
bore a hall-mark. 


Students of miniature silver, how- 
ever, say that Courtauld was not the 
perfectionist that George Middleton, 
another maker of toy silver was. Mid- 
dleton’s work is usually identified with 
the initials GM and perhaps some 
such accompanying mark as a cres- 
cent or mullet. 


Antiquarians disagree as to the use 
of these miniature pieces. Some say 
they were made to be used strictly as 
toys, while others assert that they 
were primarily used for decorative 
purposes. Another group claims that 
they were used as salemen’s samples. 
The old signs, however, give much 
evidence that they were made strictly 
for toys. 


If you have specimens bearing some 
of the old hall-marks, you have one 
of the most interesting phases of the 
silver art and certainly also one of 
the most valuable.

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Miniature Railroad 


By SUE NEIL 


One of the more recent hobbies ;) 
miniature to capture the fancy of the 
public is that of the model railroad. 
Not long ago the writer visited 
model railroad under construction. 

The Mango line of John Schirmer o/ 
Chicago, IIl., is typical of the mode! 
railroads. About 250 feet of track. 
somewhat in the shape of a dumbbeli. 
rests on a platform built about four 
feet from the floor. The narrow center 
of the dumbbell is devoted to a switch 
yard. The west bulge circles a model 
town complete with a factory, cot- 
tages, stores, and miniature figures of 
people and autos. The east end of 
the track disappears into a tunnel, 
circles and emerges on the other side 
of a mountain. 


The rolling-stock consists of 70 
freight cars, 16 passenger cars, and 
7 locomotives. Some of the stock is 
still under construction. These minia- 
ture replicas are all scale reproduc- 
tions of actual railroad stock, ranging 
from conventional gondolas to a scale 
model of the famous Rock Island 
Rocket. 


All operations are by remote con- 
trol. 110 volt AC current is passed 
through transformers to deliver 12 
volt DC, and then delivered to the 
control board. Here a series of toggle 
switches control the track switches 
and four rheostats control the opera- 
tion of the trains. Small red and 
green lights tell the operator which 
track switches are open and which 
are closed. The switches are operated 
by small electro magnets concealed 
beneath the track. Tiny 5 pole elec- 
tric motors pull the model locomotives. 
One of the Diesel A & B units will 
pull 32 cars with ease. 


The landscaping of this model has 
not yet been completed. However, a 
complete farm has been set up just 
outside of the town, consisting of a 
small cottage, barn and animals, trees, 
ete. Nearby is a church with mem- 
bers of the congregation just leaving 
and the minister still standing in 
front of the church. The village con- 
sists of the usual miniature stores, 
tiny cottages, a fire station-complete, 
a watertower, and many other things 
typical of a small town including the 
inevitable signboards. 

Mr. Schirmer has displayed initia- 
tive in building this railroad from the 
first. The base on which the scenery 
rests is made from screen wire covered

Some _ encour- 
age the crane as it is thought to be 
a bird of good omen and happiness. 
As a never ending source of interest 
the endearing actions of the love- 
birds are a delight to watch. The 
swallow is also considered to be a 
bird of good omen and it is thought 
to be lucky for the housholder if 
they choose his eaves for their 
home; and to disturb the nest ‘would 
bring ill fortune, it is believed. 

Though we call the owl the “wise 
old bird”, it has a tradition of evil 
for it is believed the young devour 
their parents. Sometimes. pottery 
owls were placed in tombs as guardi- 
ans.and are at times referred to as 
the “constable of the dark land”. 
Owls screech when bad weather is at 
hand, and as foul weather often pre- 
cedes sickness, it is looked on as a 
funeral bird. 

One of the most beautiful birds 
is the kingfisher, and it is synony- 
mous for gaudy dress. 

Cock-fighting has found many fol- 
lowers and for centuries has been 
almost a national amusement in cer- 
tain countries where it is looked 
upon as a sport. Others have made 
pets of the domestic fowls and find 
it difficult to bring them to an un- 
timely end. 

The chaffinch has been trained to 
repeat its song as often as possible 
in a given time, to afford amuse- 
ment, or prizes, to their owners. 
Some cruel trainers have been known 
to destroy the bird’s eyesight so no 
external object would distract its at- 
tention. 

_The parrot, a colorful and talka- 
tive bird, is considered a symbolic 
warning to women to be faithful to 
their husbands. This does not ex- 
plain why so many delightful spin- 
sters prefer this amusing bird to the 
exclusion of others.—Isobel Gordon.

Plants of the “Lost World” 


A large collection of plants of the 
“lost world,” —the high flat-topped 
mountains of the Orinoco headwaters, 
one of which, Mt. Roiraima, was the 
locale of Sir A. Conan Doyle’s romance 
—is now being assembled at the Na- 
tional Herbarium of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

The long isolation of these lofty 
plateaus, rainless but mist-drenched 
nearly every night, has resulted in 
unique types of vegetation contain- 
ing many hitherto undescribed species 
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and varieties. Notable are giant 
pitcher plants with trumpet-shaped 
leaves, designed: to hold water and 
trap insects, which grow in great 
masses on the mountainsides. These 
plants often reach a height of more 
than four feet. 

Above approximately the 6,000-foot 
level the vegetation consists chiefly of 
brittle, gnarled shrubs, which main- 
tain a precarious foothold in boggy 
humus. At lower levels are found 
curious plants of the pineapple family. 
They grow on trees from which they 
get no nourishment. Their leaves, 
however, form rosettes with glue-like 
material around the edges. These 
form water tanks, holding anywhere 
from a cupful to several gallons of 
water. 

For the past century occasional spe- 
cimens from this isolated region have 
been received by the Smithsonian, but 
only within recent years, with the 
possibility of landing by airplane on 
the mountain tops, have the collec- 
tions mounted to the point where 
they can be systematically studied. 

Valuable collections have been re- 
ceived from the Chicago Natural His- 
tory Museum, the New York Botanical 
Garden, and the Venezuelan Ministry 
of Agriculture.

THE ALMOND-TREE 


The almond-tree (Amygdalus com- 
munis) has been found growing abun- 
dantly in Syria in both wild and cul- 
tivated state and its beautiful blos- 
soms and fragrance delight the senses. 

Theophrastus, 300 years B. C., wrote 
of the early flowering of the almond 
and said that it was the only tree of 
Greece that blossomed before the 
leaves appear. 

The fruit of the almond-tree was 
much valued in the East, and it fur- 
nished also a very pleasant oil, valu- 
able in lands where the use of oil was 
so general. , 

We find the almond is mentioned 
not only by Solomon but also in Gene- 
sis, Jeremiah, and Exodus.

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The Lure of Gems and Precious Stones 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


Gems and Jewels have interested 
people from the earliest times. Their 
sparkling beauty and charm of color 
and shape have beguiled prince and 
commonor and have early and late 
been associated with the fortunes, 
health and fate of mankind. Hun- 
dreds of books have been written on 
the subject. 


The lure and use of precious and 
semi-precious stones were familiar to 
the ancients before 2,000 B. C. Stones 
have been largely used for decoration 
of the person, as pendants, in religious 
worship, for prevention of disease and 
to ward off evil influences. Precious 
stones are found in almost every State 
of the Union, in Ceylon, Russia, Asia, 
Australia, Central and South Amer- 
ica, and in other countries. In the 
United States, California presents the 
largest variety, while North Carolina 
comes second, with Pennsylvania third. 
Montana furnishes beautiful sap- 
phires. New Mexico, California and 
Arizona produce fine Robin’s egg blue 
turquoise. Mexico, Australia and Hun- 
gary produce the finest opals. China 
has produced some splendid gems and 
a great variety of carved jewels and 
charms, both antique and modern have 
originated in Asia and the Orient. 


Egypt and Rome were deeply fas- 
cinated by jewels, and pearls, which 
were commonly worn together with 
beads of many materials, and of the 
most remarkable variety of colorings 
and designs. These ancient beads date 
from the period of the stone age and 
cave dwellers. Semi-precious stones 
have been found in these caves whose 
inmates were sometimes contempora- 
neous with extinct animals like the 
mammoth. 


The diamond was praised by as 
early writers as Pliny. Emeralds 
were supposed to prevent falling sick- 
ness, and were worn about the neck 
to drive away evil spirit. The topaz 
was supposed to be the original ‘“‘pit- 
dah,” a stone of the high priests 
breast-plate. Rock crystal was worn 
to protect the health. The sapphire 
was said to have medicinal qualities 
and prevented bile, phlegm and flatu- 
lence. The emerald was worn also to 
strengthen the sight. “The jasper 


benefitted the liver, reduced the pulse, 
calmed desire and calmed the restless 
mind. It also rendered its wearer vic- 
torious in battle.” Pear-shaped pieces 
of jasper were worn for amulets of 
good luck. Jade was considered a sort 


of sacred stone by the Chinese. It was 
taken internally in powdered form for 
medicine. 


Stones and precious stones have 
been worn as charms or talismans 
from prehistoric times. The topaz 
was stated to be a remedy for flatu- 
lence, and an excellent appetizer. 
They asserted that anyone who wore 
that stone would be assured of long 
life, beauty and intelligence. The 
sardonyx was worn by the Babylon- 
ians as a charm against the Evil Eye, 
and the Egyptians in all probability 
put it to the same use as we have met 
with a number of these amulets in 
sardonyx. Lapis Lazuli is recorded in 
Egypt from about 1550 B. C. We 
have met with both amulets, figurines 
and scarabs in genuine lapis. Mala- 
chite, red jasper and onyx were cura- 
tive stones. In the 16th century, em- 
eralds, rubies, garnets, coral and 
sardonyx were used to protect the 
body against poison and the plague. 


The finest emeralds are in India 
and in the South Kensington Museum. 
The Sultan of Turkey, Abdul Hamid 
II, had an emerald weighing 33-3/16 
karats. We have had Russian emer- 
alds weighing up to 12 karats, of 
course not first water quality. Rock 
crystal balls were a protection to the 
health and were also used for “crystal 
gazing.” A certain few individuals 
were enabled to visualize remarkable 
scenes, both past, present and future 
by gazing into the depths of these 
beautiful limpid balls. The loss of a 
turquoise was said to portend evil 
effects of illness. We offer below a 
bit of interesting data about stones, 
which it would be well to keep for 
reference. 


In mediaeval times there was a 
guild of gem cutters, as early as 1285, 
in Paris. About 100 years later there 
were lapidaries in Nuremburg. The 
first symmetrical arrangement of 
facets on stones was about 1460. Few 
things that man has made show so 
much romance, superstition and fas- 
cination, as precious stones. Their 
colors are many, their vividness or 
softness charming the eye and rest- 
ing the nerves. There has been an 
interest in selecting stones for their 
beauty and for adornment I imagine, 
ever since man begun to appreciate 
anything whatever in the way of 
beauty of color, form and design. 
There were the twelve stones of the 
“high Priest’s breast-plate.” These 
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stones were, emeralds, peridot, ca: 
nelian, onyx, lapis lazuli, ruby, quart», 
agate, sapphire, jasper, beryl an! 
topaz. These are the stones Aaron is 
said to have worn on his breast. 

As to the colors of some stones, th 
following might be interesting:

Jade.—White, and green. Found in 
New Zealand, S. America, China 
and the United States. One found 
in New Zealand weighs 7,500 lbs. 

Kunzite.—Lilac color. California. 

Moon-Stone.—Lustrous white, with 
moon tints. Ceylon, Orient. 

Opal.—Fire opal. Limpid and deep 
red. Others have green and blue 
fires. 

Tourmaline.—Combination of colors, 
brown, pink, green. Brazil, Maine 
and California.

Precious stones are usually bought 


by weight, but for convenience when 
ordering it is best to state the shape 
wanted, whether round, square or oval 
and whether faceted tops or smooth 
(or cabochon as it is called). The 
karat or pennyweight is usually in- 
dicated, and in the case of diamonds 
decimal figures are now given in 
weight on the basis of the carat 
(100%), so that diamonds are weighed 
as follows: 1.10 carats, or 1.75 carats 
and so on. Millimetre measurements 
are the most convenient when actual 
dimensions are given. 
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Gems are greatly affected by ex- 
treme heat. Some stones, such as 
sapphires or garnets will stand a little 
heat, but most stones will not stand 
anything beyond ordinary weather 
temperature. Tourmalines are electri- 
fied by friction. If warmed one end 
of this stone becomes positive, the 
other negative. Illustrating the effect 
of hardness, the diamond will scratch 
the sapphire, the sapphire the topaz. 


Pearls 


The pearl is found in the pearl 
oyster and in clams. The finest fresh- 
water pearls of the United States 
rival those of the Orient. Round or 
button pearls as well as baroques, of 
uneven shapes, are always to be had. 
Pearl is a birthstone for June. The 
ancients loved pearls. Persephone, the 
goddess shown on the coins of Carth- 
age, 300 B. C., wears pearl ear-rings. 
Potentates have often possessed 
matchless and valuable pearls, and 
much romance and many crimes and 
feuds have arisen from the craving 
for pearls: Pearls are now cultured. 
During July and August small pieces 
of rock and stone are placed in spots 
where the larvae of the pearl oyster 
are most abundant. Soon small oyster 
spots attach to them. These are then 
removed to deeper and warmer water 
and laid out in beds prepared for 
them. The third year they are taken 
and treated in an operation which 
leads to pearl formation. They are 
inserted in shells and put back into 
the sea and left for four years more, 
when the pearl has been produced. 
This pearl culture was quite an in- 
dustry in Japan before the war. 

Imitation pearls are made in re- 
markable resemblance to the real and 
of much greater symmetry. The latest 
opalescent, indestructible pearls from 
Japan and France are wonderful pro- 
ductions and will last for many years. 
We see splendid strings for sale at 
from $5 to $10 each, equal to any on 
fashionable avenues. 


Gem Collecting and 
the Cost of Gems 

While the ancient and mediaeval 
people loved gems, these sparkling 
jewels had no more fascination for 
them than they have for modern man- 
kind. There never was a time in the 
world’s history when there were near- 
ly as many gem and jewelry stores 
as at the present. Fifth Avenue, New 
York, is perhaps as famous a street 
as any in the world for fine jewelry 
stores. There is one store of well 
known reputation which handles no 
imitation stones whatsoever; then 
there are others which handle only 
imitation stones and imitation pearls. 
These imitation pearls have been so 
well imitated and manufactured as to 
command prices up to $500 per string. 

Some collectors love stones so much 
that they carry small lots in their 
pockets which they from time to time 
examine and admire.

Mrs. Warren Bowen, St. Johnsbury, 
Vt., sent two stones. One was taken 
from St. Johnsbury, Vt., Academy, 
which President Coolidge attended in 
1890-91. The other stone was taken 
from near the marker dedicated to 
Miss Frances Willard North, Dan- 
ville, Vt. 

Catherin Lopes of Glende, Wyo., 
sent an adobe piece of Old Fort 
Laramie. 

R. G. Angler of Columbus, Ohio, 
sent a stone from the old Spanish 
fort at New Smyrna, La., built in 
1565. 

Richard Clayton of Echo City, Utah, 
sent a rock from the old Weber Stage 
and Pony Express station at the 
mouth of Echo Canyon, Echo City, 
Utah.

Earl Cunningham of St. Augustine 
donated slag from a Civil War fur- 
nace at Cartersville, Ga., and a piece 
of granite from Stone Mountain in 
Georgia.

Mrs. Helen William Pitts, 
curator of the California Academy of 
Sciences, whose sister is Mrs. Mabel

tributed, and misdated, simply be- 
cause they were so very attractive 
that collectors could scarcely believe 
them to be a pattern of the eighties. 
This mistaken attribution of Daisy to 
Sandwich, especially during the days 
of its lacy products, continued long 
after other incorrectly ascribed pat- 
terns had been identified. Even yet, 
there are some collectors, and some 
dealers also, who will become indig- 
nant if you infer that this glass is 
not Sandwich, and very lacy Sand- 
wich at that. 


Daisy is a pattern which lends it- 
self well to actual use. So many pat- 
terns lack plates, or, if they are avail- 
able, the plates are scarce, or under- 
sized, or both. Daisy offers the pro- 
spective collector and hostess two sizes 
in plates, a very rare occurrence in 
pattern glass. Even more encourag- 
ing is the knowledge that these plates 
are comparatively easy to find. They 
do not occur anywhere near so often 
as such patterned plates as Finecut, 
but that can be accounted for by the 
fact that Daisy is a pattern so little 
recognized that in many cases when 
it appears it is not purchased and 
consequently much of it never finds 
it way into shops and collections. An- 
other form in which Daisy appears, 
and which is found regularly, is the 
covered mustard cup. This is in the 
shape of a small handled cup, and 
the top contains a notch for the spoon 
handle. Many collectors have never 
had one of these with the top on, and

Daisy glass is best displayed against 
a background of polished dark wood, 
and will respond more quickly than 
most patterns to the flickering flame 
of a candle. If linen is to be used, 
a colored or even cream tint is ad- 
visable for the most dramatic results. 

The list of forms which is herewith 
printed is compiled from forms owned 
by collectors with whom we have been 
in communication. It is probable that 
this list is as yet incomplete, as so 
late a glass, and one in which two 
sizes of plates were available, must 
have been made in other forms. One 
would certainly expect, for instance, 
that in a pattern of this sort the eas- 
iest form to find would be a compote. 
Yet, no one among the collectors with 
whom we have talked has had an op- 
portunity to obtain a compote. Also, 
one would expect goblets to be readily 
available, yet, again, no collector of 
whom we know has seen one, and Dr. 
Millard does not list one in his early 
book on goblets.

NAPHIN (Nevins) Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





NIL DESPERANDUM _ 
Naphin. 


He beareth for Arms; Azure on a 
fesse between an increscent and a de- 
crescent in chief and in base a palm 
branch argent a crescent of the first. 
Crest: On amount a palm branch vert. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A blue (azure) shield, which is 
charged across the center one-third of 
the shield with a horizontal band or 
fesse of silver (argent). Above the 
fesse (in chief) are two crescents— 
one the waxing moon (increscent) and 
the other a waning moon (decrescent), 
both of silver. Below the fesse (in 
base) is a palm branch, also of silver. 
As the word for silver, (argent), is 
after “palm branch,” it includes also 
the two moons, as there is no color 
mentioned after those words, and a 
color-name is never repeated. On the 
fesse is a blue crescent (horns up)— 
of the “first color” or blue. The crest 
is a green (vert) palm branch on a 
green mound. The same holds true 
here, that the mound or mount is 
green because the only named is after 
“palm branch.” 

The fesse is one of 9 “Honourable 
Ordinaries,” straight-sided figures one- 
third the width of the shield, first 
symbols used when it was necessary 
to identify men encased in armour. 
The fesse is the military girdle of 
honour. 

The crescent denotes Crusader an- 
cestry, indicating service in Turkey 
when the Crusaders were enroute to 
Palestine. It symbolizes serene power 
over mundane actions, and that the 
bearer has been honoured by the 
gracious aspect of his sovereign. 

The palm is the emblem of victory, 
justice, and royal honour. All the 
victorious princes of olden time when 
returning in triumph from mighty 
enterprises, bore palm branches. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, granted only upon merit. 
Blue signifies loyalty and truth; sil- 


ver, sincerity and peace; green, stur- 
diness and strength,—but in this in- 
stance, as the mound and palm branch 
are naturally green, no special signi- 
ficance is attached to this color. The 
color code, as in the bookplate, is: 
blue, horizontal lines; silver, plain; 
green, diagonal lines. 


“Nil desperandum” 
The Latin motto is translated, 
“Never despairing.” 


Changes in the Name 


The description or blazon of this 
Coat-of-Arms is registered in Burke’s 
General Armory, and Fairbairn’s Book 
of Crests under the spelling NEVINS. 
O’Hart’s Irish Pedigrees has what we 
would call the basic Arms—the in- 
crescent above, and the decrescent be- 
low the fesse, with no palm branch, 
and no crescent on the shield; thus 
showing the two latter were additions 
to the Coat of another branch of the 
family. The crest is the same. This 
also is under NEVINS. 


Burke says: “confirmed to Willis 
Nevins, Esq., son of Rev. William 
Nevins, Rector of Miningsbye, co. Lin- 
coln (England), and grandson of John 
Jowitt Nevins, Esq., of Clevedale, co. 
Gloucester (Eng.) a native of Ireland. 


O’Hart in his Irish Pedigrees writes, 
under the Princes of O’Carroll, Vol. 1, 
page 179, that Cian was the third son 
of Olioll Olum, king of Munster. Then 
17 generations later: “CNAMHIN 
(“Cnaimh,” Irish, a bone), his son a 
quo O’CNAIMHIN, anglicised Nevin, 
MacNevin, Bone, Bonass, and Bowen. 
This evolution of the name is inter- 
esting, and also surprising. 

But not more so than the fact that 
my sponsors come along with the 
NAPHIN name, and say this Coat-of- 
Arms has been handed down through 
the generations, and they wish to con- 
tinue its use through the possession 
of bookplates. This cut is taken from 
one of the plates. They have known 
of no other families in this country 
spelling the name NAPHIN, but do 
know that it had been Nevin in Ire- 
land, and as stated before, that this 
was their Coat-of-Arms. 

In this country the name is also 
spelled NAVIN, NAVINS, NEVIN, 
and NEVINS. In England, Nevison, 
Nevinson, Nivens, etc. 


Naphin Family 


My sponsors have given me some, 
but only slight, information on their 
own family background, as there is 
little to be found. There were seven 
sons in Ireland, about the middle of 
the 16th century, all, or some of 
whom, took the spelling NAPHIN. 
The story has come down that they 
were of the ruling class, but nothing 
to prove this. It was also a tradition 
that the oldest son of each branch 
should be named Daniel, but that has 
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not been carried out in this particular 
branch for at least two generations, 
for the story had not been passed on 
In time 

Their branch of the family in Ire- 
land had been settled in the town of 
Boyle near the Rock of Doon (an out- 
standing natural landmark), in the 
county of Roscommon. There are 
Naphin mountains in Ireland. 


My sponsors’ father was born near 
Lake Champlain, and his father, and 
only son, was born in Ireland. Thus, 
unless some distant relatives have 
come to this country, the name has 
almost died out, here. 


The Nevin Family 


In writing of some of those of the 
above name, we are not stating that 
they are of the Irish line, nor are we 
saying that this Coat-of-Arms belongs 
to them, for we have no proof. But, 
with the similarity of names, and this 
name being so well known, we would 
like to talk about them at this time. 


Their biographers mention that they 
have Scotch blood, or Irish, or both. 
Among Scottish surnames, we find 
NIVEN and MacNIVEN, septs be- 
longing to the MacNaughton and also 
MacIntosh clans. Sometimes small 
groups, not related to a large clan, 
were under the protection of the clan, 
and called septs, and were privileged 
to use the clan tartan, war cry, and 
Coat-of-Arms. This was the case with 
the Nivens, or MacNivens. As the 
Irish name was changed several times, 
this could have been the case with the 
Scottish, and the Nevin families with 
whom we are familiar, may have been 
from this Scottish sept. 

However it was a DANIEL Nevin 
who came here with his brother, sup- 
posedly from England, after the Revo- 
lutionary War. His brother settled 
on the Hudson, and his descendants 
for a time stayed in New York state. 

Daniel settled in Pennsylvania, in 
Cumberland Valley. John, one of his 
sons, was a student at Dickinson. His 
youngest son, David, then, had to stay 
at home on the farm. When grown, 
he became interested in mercantile 
pursuits along the Ohio River, and 
later in Baltimore, but usually kept 
his residence in Shippensburg, Pa. 

From his home town, David en- 
listed in the War of 1812, and be- 
came Major David Nevin. He was a 
representative in the state Legislature 
in 18387, from Cumberland Co. One 
of his biographers says he was one of 
the best known men in Cumberland 
Valley, a man of integrity and busi- 
ness ability, and interested in bene- 
volent projects. ALSO, the biogra- 
pher says “Perseverantia,” the motto 
on a Coat-of-Arms brought by a kins- 
man from Scotland, was his actuating 
and ruling principle. This was not 
the motto of either MacNaughton nor 
MacIntosh clans, but it could have 
been on a maternal side. Also the 
names Robert Bruce, William Wallace, 
Robert Peebles, and other Scottish 
first names in the family could have 
been from maternal lines. We are not 
attempting to prove either that his 
father’s line was Scottish or Trish, 
but just showing the possibilities on 
either side, and how interesting it. is 
to trace names back, and—speculate. 
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Major David Nevin had two sons, 
and one nephew, who were ministers. 
The nephew was John Williamson 
Nevin, D.D., who was for many years 
connected with schools and colleges, 
and lastly president of Marshall and 
Franklin College. He was a prolific 
writer on theological subjects. 


Another nephew was George Balch 
Nevin, the composer, who lived 1859- 
1938. He once had a position in 
Wanamaker’s store in Philadelphia, 
and sang in Holy Trinity Episcopal 
church choir when David Bispham 
was soloist there. He went from there 
to Easton where he opened a paper 
business—and still kept singing. He 
finally turned to composing, mainly 
church music. During World War I 
he had a corps of 40 drummers, aver- 
aging 65 years of age, and they were 
very popular at patriotic assemblies. 
Compositions that we remember Geo. 
B. Nevin for, are The Adoration, The 
Walk to Emmaus, settings of Cross- 
ing the Bar and Into the Woods my 
Master Went. Among his part songs, 
secular, were It was a Lover and his 
Lass, and O Little Mother of Mine. 
During World War I, When the Flag 
Goes By made a great hit. 

His brother, Robert Peebles Nevin, 
was a pioneer oil refiner in Shippens- 
burg, and later was in the drug and 
white lead business with a brother in 
Pittsburgh. He wrote poems, and 
many articles for magazines, among

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them concerning his friend Stephen 
Foster, and sketches of early mission- 
aries and ministers. One of his writ- 
ings was “Les Trois Rois,” in which 
he likened William Thaw (transporta- 
tion), Andrew Carnegie (steel) and 
George Westinghouse Jr. (natural 
gas), to the 8 Magi. He founded the 
Pittsburgh Times, and was an early 
pioneer there in petroleum products. 
His wife was Elizabeth Oliphant, 
daughter of the General, who was 
prominent in the iron trade. She was 
a good partner for her husband both 
in music and writing. 


One of their eight children was 
ETHELBERT WOODBRIDGE NEVIN, whose 
music we all love. He seldom used 
middle name. His death in 1901, when 
he was not yet 40, has deprived us of 
much charming melodic, lyric, music. 
His mother had the first grand piano 
shipped across the Alleghany moun- 
tains. At 3 years he sang, and at 5 
played his own accompaniment! In 
Europe he studied and wrote, and in 
America he had several very success- 
ful concert tours, but as his health 
was not robust, he spent most of his 
time with his pen, turning out the 
Water Scenes, the Sketch Book, The 
Rosary, Narcissus, The Tournament, 
The Shepherds’ Tale, O That We Two 
Were Maying, and we could all add to 
this list. He was one whose composi- 
tions were appreciated while he was 
still living. 


Therefore, whether Naphin, Navin, 
Nevin, Nevins,—or any other spelling, 
this is the Coat-of-Arms for the an- 
cient NEVINS family, and those of 
you who have one of the names will 
need to know, or work out, the family 
connection, to establish the fact that

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81%4x11 notebook for finished work, 
such as charts, typed stories, mount- 
ed clippings, photostats, etc., etc. It 
is for scattered and unsorted data 
and material that can not be placed 
in a notebook, my questioners inquire 
about. 

The main thing is to keep your 
different families sorted as well as 
possible — your father’s side, and 
your mother’s side — that much is 
easy. But back of them there are so 
many names. Then make your plan 
eitner for an alphabetical, or a geo- 
graphical, chronological arrange- 
ment, and keep to that, no matter in 
what forra you file. 


Files are neatest, and most effici- 
ent. In a letter-size file cabinet, you 
may keep the letters, the library 
notes, the clippings, etc. in folders 
marked with the family name and 
subject. If you do not have a great 
dea! of miscellaneous material, a 
box letter file, that has alphabetical 
division sheets, is satisfactorv. Next 
larger is the hinged cardboard trans- 
fer file, in which you may place sev- 
eral folders, as they are about 5 inch- 
es deep. These transfer files have no 
divisions, therefore they are ideal for 
newspapers, diaries, small notebooks, 
etc. The expansion letter file is also 
handy for dropping in miscellaneous 
notes alphabetically ‘till such time 
as you wish to assemble them. This 
is good for temporary use — not per- 
manent. 

One who helps people as a hobby, 
keeps her first notes, often she has 
copied the data permanently, then 
uses an expansion file labelled “Du- 
plicates”’, to drop these notes into, — 
pulling them out and sending them 
to those who write her for informa- 
tion on a certain family. 

If you are keeping data on all the 
people you find of a certain surname, 
a card file, either 3x5, or 4x6, is a 
good plan. At the library, or in your 
reading at home, keep these cards 
handy, make your notes on them, 
with the surnames at the top, and 
place them alphabetically in the 
file without delay — much easier 
than to let them accumulate. Index 
guides for card files are essential. 

As for the larger space in which 
to keep these files, or boxes, draw- 
ers, etc., have a place in your home 
for family history! What deserves a 
more honored space? If this space 
must be a closet, have your desk or 
table on which you work, handy to 
that closet, so you do not feel it a 
burden to go back and forth to carry 
your materials. A nook under the 
stairs, an alcove, an archway cut in- 
to an unused or unnecessary pantry 
— all of these I have known to be 
used for this purpose. One bought a 
small cabinet from a_ second-hand 
store — this had shelves — she 
painted this and her table-desk, and 
chair, black, with Chinese-red decor- 
ations, and it was an adorable little 
corner. Another put extra partitions 
in a two-compartment orange crate, 
painted it and set it up on the side 
on a little table, and stood her vari- 
ous notebooks between the partitions. 
Another has a bookcase with both 
vertical and horizontal partitions, fit- 
ted to hold the different books and 
boxes he uses. 





Are there suggestions here you 
can use? If not — do you have some 
ideas you can put into use with the 
space you have? The main thing — 
Has this discussion enthused in you 
the ambition to do something about 
this long-delayed plan — or the one 
you never had? You owe it to your- 
self and to your children, or cousins 
or nieces or nephews — to have a 
place for your family history!! You 
have clever ideas, send them on!

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LINCOLNIANA 


A WESTERN ITINERARY 
By DR. LOUIS A. WARREN 
Lincoln Lore, March 22, 1948 


One of the compensations for mak- 
ing long, and often tiresome, speaking 
itineraries, is the pleasure of meeting 
students of Abraham Lincoln. The 
recent trip of the director of the 
Foundation which took him as far 
west as the Pacific coast, not only 
allowed him to make many new ac- 
quaintances but also afforded the priv- 
ilege of renewing friendships of many 
years standing. 


Addresses before high school and 
college groups are especially fruitful 
in personal contact with executives 
and instructors, many of whom have 
been lifetime students of Abraham 
Lincoln. Return engagements at 
Northeast High School, Kansas City, 
Missouri and Friends University at 
Wichita, Kansas, were typical of such 
assemblies. 

A visit to Amarillo, Texas, always 
invites a call on Dr. J. J. Crume, 
whose great-grandmother was Mrs. 
Mary Lincoln Crume, wife of Ralph 
Crume. Mary was a sister of Thomas 
Lincoln, father of the President. At 
El Paso, Texas, there is serving as 
librarian for Radford School for Girls, 
Miss Julia Drake, a descendant of the 
New Salem Camerons—spelled Cam- 
ron in pioneer days— who is doing a 
novel on a traditional love affair of 
Abraham Lincoln. ; 

The Hiram Club of Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, contains many admirers of 
Abraham Lincoln; several are former 
citizens of Kentucky and Illinois, who 
lived in the Lincoln country in these 
respective states. At San Diego it 
was a pleasure to renew acquaintance 
with some of Lincoln’s relatives on 
his mother’s side of the family, Mr. 
William M. Boyce, and his sister, Miss 
Boyce, whose mother had passed away 
since my last visit. Mrs. Eliza Hanks 
Boyce was a granddaughter of J oseph 
Hanks, Jr., youngest son of the pion- 
eer Joseph Hanks, Sr., who came from 
Virginia to Kentucky about 1790. 

Everything which occurred at Fres- 
no was overshadowed by the news of 
Gandhi’s death and its many incidents 
parallel to the Lincoln assassination. 
At Pasadena several former residents 
of Fort Wayne were in attendance at 
one of the engagements, including Mr. 
B. P. Mossman, a director of the Lin- 
coln National Life Insurance Com- 
pany, which sponsors the work of the 
Foundation. ;

WANTED CHINA 
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Reminiscing With an Old Postcard Publisher 


By WILLIAM H. RICHARDSON 


On a crisp Sunday morning this 
spring, I had a visit with C. B. Mason, 
one of the old publishers of New Or- 
leans who went into the postcard pub- 
lishing business at the turn of the 
century. 

Mason came to New Orleans in 
1905, and launched his postcard busi- 
ness at 123 Royal Street. The firm 
was known as the C. B. Mason Card 
and Printing Shop. His first big job 
was the editing of the Times Picayune 
Guide Book. He contends that his 
best seller was the picture of the Old 
United States Mint, then located at 
Esplanade Avenue and the River. 

Among his many beautiful pieces 
of work were Lafayette Square, show- 
ing the old Presbyterian Church and 
Soule College, both gone now; Hotel 
Royal; Spanish Tile Roof "House; 
Girod residence, located on Charters 
Street in the ‘old French Quarter; 
The French Opera House, which

In the last case a gift from 
a guild may be conjectured; and I 
should assign the date to the latter 
part of the 15th cent. There is anoth- 
er early 17th cent. Jack, in yeoman 
custume, on the fine rood-screen of 
the church of Minehead, Somerset, 
known as “Jack Hammer.” . One of 
the Dukes of Burgundy brought from 
Courtray to Dijon a celebrated clock 
which has two figures, a man and 
woman, who strike the hours from 
one to twenty-four. The name com- 
monly given to these figures is Jac- 
quemart, which thus passed over the 
water and became our “Jack 0’ th’ 
Clock.” Some controversy has arisen 
over the origin of Jacquemart. One 
deriviation was jacco marchiardus, a 
Low-latin word for a coat of mail 
(jacque de mailles). Plausible as this 
may seem, a less philological origin 
may commend itself to the reader, 
the clock-maker Jacques Marck, or 
Jacquemart. It has been shown that 
there was a man of this name and 
calling at Lille in 1422, himself ap- 
parently a grandson of one of the 
same name, living at Courtray in 
1360. By the time of Elizabeth Jack 
o’ th’ Clock had become a “house- 
hold word.” Thrice does Shakespeare 
make use of it. He puts it into the 
mouth of Richard II., who says — 
“My time 
Runs posting on in Bolingbroke’s proud 


joy, 
While I stand 


fooling here, his Jack 0’ 
th’ Clock.”’ =

Accession of King George VI, and 
Queen Elizabeth to the English throne 
by their use of “Coronation Year’ in 
1937. Alberta decided to add “Drive 
Safely” on its tag of 1940, and not to 
be outdone, Maryland came out the 
following year with “Drive Carefully.” 
There have been numerous states also 
which have advertised their Centen- 
nials, Tercentenaries, Quarto-Centen- 
nials, “50 Years Statehood” or “Gold- 
en Jubilee.” 

Perhaps the most interesting em- 
blem to appear on license plates was 
the famous “Codfish” of Massachus- 
etts, used in 1928. This codfish em- 
blem adorned the marker in such a 
way that the fish was swimmnig away 
from where the plate said “MASS.” 
Cynical fishermen of that state acidly 
remarked that the fish resembled a 
minnow more than the codfish, lacking 
both fins and gills. Furthermore, they 
pointed out, the fish was swimming 
away from “MASS.” When the cod- 
fish swims away from Massachusetts, 
it’s a bad sign, they reasoned, immedi- 
ately predicting a poor fishing season. 
Of course this was a bit of harsh 
humor; but humor or not, the cod- 
fish did not appear on the 1929 pas- 
senger car tags. (Strangely enough, 
however, the commercial plates of that 
year did portray the fish, but this 
time fortunately, swimming towards 
“MASS.” and with gills and a full 
set of fins.) 

Most of the states, provinces and 
territories do not follow any regular 
color scheme, but change their colors 
regularly, although several others, 
notably Nevada, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and West Virginia alternate 
their colors each year, the alternation 
being between the figures and the 
background. There were others that 
had alternated colors up to very re- 
cently, but which, for one reason or 
another, have changed the colors or 
adopted “permanent” plates. New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island, for 
many years, the only two states to 
have kept their original color schemes, 
dating back to shortly after the turn 
of the century, have changed to other 
colors within the past two years. Sev- 
eral states have found out certain 
colors to be more satisfactory for 
quicker identification purposes. New 
York state swears by black and deep- 
yellow and Iowa by black or dark-blue 
and white. Some states however, have 
used colors that are practically im- 
possible to read in the dark. There- 
fore very seldom now do states issue 
plates of black and red, for instance 
or light-blue and yellow as they are 
very difficult to read after sundown. 

With such a diversity of color and 
style, with the addition of 60 or 70 
new types each year in the United 
States and Canada, to say nothing of 
the rest of the world, it is easy to 
understand the appearance of collec- 
tors in increasing numbers. 

They have followed many systems. 
Each state has its plates for pleasure 
cars, but it also issues others—licenses 
for commercial vehicles, for farm 


tractors, for busses, for various offi- 
cials or departments of government 
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and many others. Some states manu- 
facture as many as 20 different groups 
of pilates annually. Most collectors 
seem to find the common plates for 
pleasure cars the proper field but 
some specialize. 

Another curious hobby is to secure 
the discarded plates of prominent 
people. Single collections in this coun- 
try contain presidential and guber- 
national examples. 

The great deterrent to automobile 
plate collections is the space they or- 
cupy. Generally they are hung, by 
states or years, in large barns or in 
empty warehouse rooms. In a few 
cases collectors have built structures 
to house their collections. Some have 
concocted swinging panels to save 
space. This is not a simple task as 
the panels usually hold from 80 to 100 
varieties and some plates weigh close 
to a pound apiece. 

Yet the collections are attractive. 
They are a riot of color and offer 
interesting information. The number 
of possible varieties is definite—unlike 
the rapidly increasing flood of postage 
stamps issued around the globe. 

As plates are discarded at the end 
of the year, they become immediately 
available; and while most of them go 
for scrap, enough remain in owners’ 
hands or in garages to whet the col- 
lector’s appetite. 

Perhaps in time some other method 
of identifying cars will be invented. 
But in the meantime license plates 
serve the purpose and forms a run- 
ning history of our most popular mode 
of travel. 

The trend toward “permanents” 
may halt the collector. But not neces- 
sarily. He may turn to the annual 
date tabs, or windshield stickers. And 
in such case the old varied plates of 
the last four decades will prove a 
background of increasing interest and 
value, antiques of rarity, and the de- 
light of the few who have been able 
to acquire them.

Los Angeles made this stop, as usual, 
a high point in the itinerary, as Lin- 
coln’s birthday fell within the time 
allotted to this city. A paper entitled 
“Sifting the Herndon Sources” was 
read before the Southern California 
Lincoln Fellowship, which meeting 
was attended by several students 
whose names are well known in Lin- 
colniana. Ralph Lindstrom presided 
with Roy Risdon serving as secretary. 

Possibly the most impressive cere- 
mony, in which the director of the 
Foundation participated on Lincoln’s 
birthday, was held in the Church of 
the Recessional at Forest Lawn Me- 
morial Park, Glendale. The well- 
known Bill Hay was program director 
and, preliminary to the address, 
Francis Bushman recited Edward 
Markham’s “Lincoln Man of the Peo- 
ple,” followed by the Hoover High 
School A Capella Choir which ren- 
dered a musical composition entitled 
“Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address.” 

The annual banquet of the Lincoln 
Club of Los Angeles held on the even- 
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ing of February 12th at the California 
Club was also a gala occasion, the edi- 
tor of Lincoln Lore sharing the speak- 
ing responsibilties with Edward W. 
Lyman and Joseph Scott. Hon. Louis 
W. Myers, former Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of California, pre- 
sided.. 

So many students of Abraham Lin- 
coln introduced themselves to the 
editor of Lincoln Lore in the San 
Francisco Bay area, that it would 
seem as if the Northern California 
Lincoln Club might again be revived 
with an assurance of successful gath- 
erings. At San Francisco, Oakland, 
Berkeley, Vallego, and Sacramento, 
several people expressed their deep 
interest in Lincolniana. A visit was 
enjoyed with Mr. John Howell, vener- 
able proprietor of the Howell Book 
Store at San Francisco, and a pub- 
lisher of Lincoln items. Dr. Milton 
Shutes at Oakland was a host for an 
evening. Dr. A. Lincoln is the pro- 
fessor of history at San Francisco 
University, and another Lincoln is 
president of the Kiwanis Club at Val- 
lego. One side of the building con- 
taining the San Francisco office of the 
Lincoln National Life Insurance Com- 
pany has been used as an improvised 
mammoth canvas, on which there has 
been reproduced possibly the largest 
Brady portrait ever painted. + 

At Sacramento there is a branch of 
the California Writer’s Club which the 
editor of Lincoln Lore had the pleasure 
of addressing, and two recipients of 
Lincoln Lore were present. The finest 
collection of Lincolniana in Oregon be- 
longs to C. A. Gerken, who many 
years was the president of the North- 
ern California Lincoln Club. He has 
a room set apart for his excellent col- 
lection. A dinner in his home, to 
which other Lincoln students were in- 
vited, was thoroughly enjoyed. 

An address before the Seattle Bar 
Association offered the opportunity 
of meeting, and making possible an 
afternoon conference, with Judge 
Walter B. Beals, of the Supreme 
Court gf the state of Washington, 
who had just returned from presiding 
over some of the Nuremberg trials in 
Germany. He came up from his home 
in Olympia for the meeting and is 
proud that he owns one of the com- 
paratively few complete sets of Lin- 
coln Lore. Samuel Lincoln, the Presi- 
dent’s first American ancestor, is also 
a forbear of Judge Beals. 

The Tacoma Bar Assocation also 
furnished its quota of Lincoln stu- 
dents, which is usually the case when 
lawyers come together, and the Salt 
Lake City Bar Association was no ex- 
ception to this display of interest. 
Another group of judges and practic- 
ing attorneys was brought together 
for a Lincoln luncheon at Denver, 
Colorado, by the enthusiastic Lincoln 
booster, Homer Talbot. 

A Chamber of Commerce meeting 
at Omaha, a joint Kiwanis-Optimist 
luncheon at Sioux Falls, and engage- 
ments at Des Moines, where an even- 
ing conference with a well known 
Lincoln student, George M. Gibson 
was enjoyed, ended an eight weeks 
itinerary. Over 100 addresses on dif- 
ferent phases of the Lincoln story 
were delivered.
